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RERORT  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  submit  the  following'  report  for  the  Y(n\r 
ending  December  31.  1922. 

The  business  of  the  year  was  arduous,  but  we  are  much  pleased' 
with  the  outcome,  although  not  accomplishing  all  that  we  wished,  we 
have  established  a  record  b}^  having  but  one  special  town  meeting  dur- 
ing the  year ;  special  town  meetings  are  always  expensive  and  must  be 
met  ])y  taxation  an»l  v-  e  hope  the  \  otf  rs  will  bear  this  in  mind. 

In  former  years  when  our  highways  were  in  very  bad  condition, 
the  general  recommendations  were  for  better  roads  and  good  schools, 
but  this  year  we  are  obliged  to  reverse  it  and  say  better  schools  and 
good  roads. 

AVe  have  complied  with  the  vote  of  the  Town  by  giving  a  con- 
tract for  building  a  $150,000  Vocational  School  Building,  as  a  part 
of  the  High  School  Building  on  the  corner  of  Main  and  Marcy 
streets,  which  though  not  yet  completed,  we  hope  will  be  ready  for 
the  opening  of  the  schools  in  September,  1923.  Southbridge  should 
be  proud  of  its  financial  condition  for  we  were  able  to  build  this  large 
building  without  petitioning  the  Legislature,  which  means  that  our 
debt  is  low.  and  we  think  that  our  per  capita  debt  of  $25.00  is  the 
lowest  in  the  state. 

We  believe  that  the  River  Street  School  Building  should  have 
a  heater  installed  and  put  in  sanitary  condition  and  we  recommend 
that  these  repairs  be  done  this  year  and  would  not  favor  a  new  build- 
ing this  year  owing  to  the  large  appropriation  just  made  for  the 
Vocational  School. 

Although  not  in  as  great  need  of  new  permanent  roads  as  we 
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were,  still  we  believe  in  the  policy  of  building  some  permanent  roads 
each  year,  but  we  are  not  in  favor  of  building  roads  such  as  those 
J)uilt  on  Everett  and  Central  Streets  this  year,  but  would  approve 
of  cement  surfaced  street.  Main  street  from  the  present  wood  paving 
to  the  junction  of  Chestnut  street  certainly  should  be  considered  if 
any  this  year. 

The  policy  towards  the  public  service  coporations  should  give 
Southbridge  the  best  service  possible. 

A  continuation  of  the  luminous  arc  light  system  on  Hamilton 
street  to  Hook  street  and  from  Main  street  on  Central  street  to  the 
tracks  of  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co.  have  been  called  for  and 
the  Board  is  heartily  in  favor  of  the  extension,  for  they  think  that 
good  lighting  would  match  up  well  with  good  pavement  and  would 
be  a  tine  advertisement  for  the  town;  the  contract  with  the  Webster 
&  Southbridge  Gas  &  Klecti'ic  Co.  expires  this  year  and  we  hope  it 
can  be  rejiewed  with  even  better  conditions. 

0\ir  policemen  as  well  as  our  firemen,  guardians  of  the  town,, 
no  doubt  will  maintain  the  fine  traditions  of  their  respective  depart- 
ments during  the  coming  year  as  well  as  in  the  past. 

Our  fire  department  witli  Chief  Duchesneau  at  the  head  certain- 
ly deserves  great  credit  for  its  efficiency  and  the  report  made  by  the 
underwriters  is  surely  not  only  gratifying  but  commendable. 

The  ai)pointnient  of  Chief  Ducheneau  as  forest  warden  was  also 
a  step  in  the  right  direction  and  proved  to  be  quite  a  saving  not  only 
to  property  owners  but  to  the  town. 

AVith  Southbridge business  life  showing  a  healthy  progress  it 
is  lamentable  to  admit  that  the  housing  accommodations  are  lacking 
and  we  sincerely  hope  that  the  coming  year  will  show  a  marked  in- 
crease in  the  building  line. 
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The  Comp  Ponee  Memorial  which  is  to  be  asked  for  this  year  is 
deserving  tlie  consideratiou  of  every  Patriotic  Voter  and  has  the 
hearty  support  of  the  Selectmen. 

The  aim  of  the  present  board  is  for  lower  taxes  next  year  and 
in  order  to  accomplish  this  we  shsall  expect  of  course  co-operation 
on  the  part  of  the  various  town  departments  and  coordination  on  the 
part  of  our  townspeople,  with  the  end  in  view  of  giving  Southbridge 
our  best  effort,  and  thereby  making  it  a  better,  bigger,  brighter  and 
happier  town  to  live  in.

REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  SURVEYOR 


Fo  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

In  presenting  my  second  annual  report,  I  feel  that  in  justice  to 
myself,  I  should  call  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens  the  amount  of 
money  which  has  been  expended  under  my  supervision  since  I  as- 
isumed  the  responsibilities  of  this  olfice;  for  it  is  only  after  a  close 
bomparison  that  the  citizens  will  be  able  to  appreciate  what  I  have 
accomplished  since  I  have  been  at  the  head  of  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment. 

In  1921  the  total  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Public  Roads  amounted  to  $43,800.00.  Besides  that  there  were  spe- 
eial  appropriations  made  as  follows: 

$3,000.00  for  the  Eastford  Road. 
L.  $2,000.00  for  the  AYest  Street  Sidewalk.

^  I  mention  these  two  items,  for  the  reason  that  they  were  included 
as  having  been  spent  under  my  supervisions,  although  the  work  on 
tho  Eastford  Road  was  done  under  the  attention  of  the  Road  Com- 
mittee. 

Of  this  appropriation  of  $43,800.00  for  Public  Roads  Mainten- 
ance, my  predecessor.  Mr.  Aime  Langevin,  had  already  spent  in  the 
first  two  months  of  1921  $7,216.83,  leaving  a  balance  of  $36,283.17, 
of  which  I  had  a  balance  left  at  the  end  of  the  year  of  1921  of 
$1,105.00. 

In  1922  the  total  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Pub- 
lic Roads  amount  to  $38,500.00.  or  a  reduction  of  $5,000.00  from  the 
1921  appropriation.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Sonthbridge : 

In  making  onr  report  for  the  year  1922,  we  are  facing  a  brighter 
outlook  tlian  for  several  years.  At  the  first  of  the  year  the  call  for 
aid  exceeded  any  previous  year  and  over  three  quarters  of  our  entire 
years  appropriation  was  spent  in  the  first  six  months.  With  the 
factories  now  operating  at  full  time  the  call  has  decreased  and  at  the 
close  of  the  year  we  have  fewer  people  on  our  books  than  at  any  time 
since  1919.  The  Mother's  Aid  Department  remains  about  the  same 
and  at  our  Almshouse  the  average  nuinber  for  the  year  has  been 
twelve  inmates. 

The  Annual  Inspection  at  the  Almshouse  by  the  Selectmen  and 
town  officials  was  held  December  5th  and  the  property  is  in  excellent 
condition.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  N.  Payant  have  been  appointed 
"Warden  and  Matron  for  the  coming  year.  We  take  this  opportunity 
to  thank  the  town  officials  for  their  co-operation.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

The  Board  of  Health,  Alfred  J.  PeloquitL,  Phiiias  S.  Caron  and 

Dr.  Joseph  G.  E.  Page,  org-aruzed  as  follows:  Alfred  J.  Peloquin, 
Chairman ;  Phiiias  S.  Caron,  Clerk.  Monthly  meetings  have  been  held 
during  tlie  year  with  a  few  special  meetings. 

The  question  of  public  health  has  taken  in  the  last  few  years 
the  importance  which  it  really  deserves.  State  legislation  has  made  it 
necessary  for  cities  and  towns  to  open  up  new  fields  of  activity  and 
Board  of  Health  have  had  to  increase  the  budget  from  year  to  year, 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  law. 

Our  most  important  item  is  the  care  of  consumptives,  the  Board 
of  Health  opened  a  clinic  a  few  years'  ago.  Every  Monday  from  5  to 
7  o  'clock  in  the  afternoon,  a  physician  and  a  nurse  are  in  attendance 
at  the  Town  Hall. 

For  reasons  hard  to  understand,  the  attendance  at  that  clinic 
has  not  been  what  it  should  be,  and  the  Health  Nurse  has  had  a  very 
difficult  task  indeed  to  persuade  patients  to  come  for  examination 
and  advice. 

Consumption  is  a  great  menace  to  our  population,  and  we  hope 
the  public  will  co-operate  with  us  in  trying  to  minimize  as  much  as 
possible  the  ravage  of  that  dreadful  disease. 

Contagious  and  infectious  diseases  are  another  item  which  cost 
a  great  deal  of  money  on  account  of  quarantine,  and  necessitate  a 
great  deal  of  care  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Health,  so  as  to  protect 
the  public  at  large  from  contagion  or  infection. 
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We  have  this  year  less  of  those  cases.  We  want  the  families  who 
are  affected  with  such  diseases  to  understand  that  it  is  our  painful 
duty  to  keep  them  isolated,  making-  it  seemingly  still  harder  for 
them,  but  as  a  protection  for  others.

During  the  fall  the  collector  of  garbage  and  rubbish  left  his 
work  suddenly  and  the  Board  was  forced  to  hire  men  to  do  the  work 
in  September.  On  October  1st  the  town  was  divided  and  two  men 
hired  to  collect  until  spring.  This  was  not  accomplished  without 
costing  more  than  provided  for  in  the  aimual  budget.  Therefore  at 
a  special  uHn  ting  held  in  December  the  Board  asked  for  and  received 
an  additional  appropriation. 


AVe  ai*e  to  ask  this  year  for  $2400.00  to  collect  garbage.  The 
Board  finds  this  necessary  if  the  work  is  to  be  done  properly. 
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Tlie  question  of  the  disposal  of  frarbaoe  is  a  sei-ious  matter  and 
will  have  to  he  dealt  with  this  year,  also  the  (jiiestion  of  a  public 
tlump. 

The  Board  recommends  that  the  town  purchase  two  water-tight 
wagons  for  use  of  the  collector,  same  to  be  rented  or  loaned  to  the 
men  doing  the  work,  they  to  use  only  those  to  collect  and  convey  gar- 
bage through  the  streets. 

The  Board  recommends  that  the  collection  of  rubbish  be  sepa- 
rated from  the  contract  for  collection  of  garbage  and  if  the  town 
wishes  to  continue  this  work  that  it  be  placed  in  charge  of  the  High- 
way Department,  who  have  teams  or  automobiles  at  their  disposal 
at  all  times.

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REPORT  OF  AGENT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending"  December  31, 
1922. 

The  work  of  your  Agent  has  been  of  the  usual  routine.  The  num- 
ber of  visits  made  from  complaints  for  nuisances  beino^  about  the 
same  as  in  preceding  years.  All  have  been  abated  after  investiga- 
tion and  I  have  received  most  courteous  treatment  by  the  people  in- 
terested, with  a  desire  to  co-operate  for  the  good  of  the  health  of  the 
town. 

Garbage  collection  was  interrupted  in  the  fall,  but  after  some 
troubled  weeks,  the  work  was  resumed  and  is  now  being  handled  at 
legist  well  enough  so  that  only  a  few  complaints  are  received. 

Back  yards  are  as  a  whole  kept  in  good  condition,  but  to  make 
coiiditions  better  I  would  suggest  that  the  tenants  co-operate  more 
closely  with  the  landlords  in  the  thickly  settled  districts,  by  separat- 
ing the  swill  from  the  rubbish,  tin  cans,  etc.,  and  placing  them  in 
their  respective  pails  or  barrels  and  not  on  the  ground.  Also  that 
the  children  be  taught  by  their  parents  and  the  teachers  in  the  schools 
to  do  their  part  in  this  work.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  NURSE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health : 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Healtli  Xurse  for  the 
year  1922. 

The  Tubercular  Dispensary  was  opened  every  Monday  evening 
from  five  to  seven,  for  advice  and  instruction  to  those  who  were  ex- 
amined by  the  physician  in  charge.  Contracts  or  persons  otherwise 
exposed  to  Tuberculosis,  as  well  as  ex-sanatoria  patients  were  urged 
to  make  monthly  visits  to  the  clinic,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  progress 
of  the  disease. 

The  attendawce  at  the  Dispensary  has  dropped  consideral)ly  tliis 
year.  Let  us  hope  it  is  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  people  afflicted, 
rather  than  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  patient. 

Follow-up  reports  on  all  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  sent  to  the 
State  Department  of  Health,  and  a  monthly  report  on  cases  examined 
in  the  Dispensary.

Home  visits  were  made  to  Tubercular  patients,  to  see  that  they 
carried  out  treatment  prescribed  by  physician^  and  improve  living 
conditions  where  it  was  considered  necessary.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health: 

I  hereby  render  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1922. 

As  your  Inspector  I  have  issued  56  licenses  to  peddle  milk;  3 
to  sell  milk  in  stores  and  6  oleomargarine  licenses,  for  Which  I  hav<^ 
collected  the  sum  of  $32.50,  which  the  Town  Accountant's  report  will 
show  I  have  delivered  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

In  as  much  as  there  have  been  very  few  complaints  about  the 
quality  of  milk  delivered  in  town  I  concluded  the  expense  of  making 
the  usual  number  of  daily  inspections  did  not  warrant  the  expense 
of  auto  hire  which  would  be  high,  as  the  waits  at  the  farm  are  longer 
than  the  time  taken  going  to  and  from  the  dairies.  Therefore  I  did 
not  make  a  full  tour  of  farms  this  year,  yet  next  year  should  see  the 
inspections  made  in  a  careful  manner. 


The  Department  of  Public  health  has  collected  samples  of  milk 
from  time  to  time  and  have  called  several  persons  before  the  ocurt 
for  adding  water  to  their  milk.  This  does  not  make  impure  milk  but 
is  dishonest  and  should  be  punished.  The  samples  have  shown  good 
quality  of  butter  fat  in  most  cases.

There  are  now  4,273  borrower 's.  cards  in  force,  666  new  names 
having  been  added  during  the  year. 

CIRCULATION 

The  circulation  of  books  for  home  use  was  56,373,  which  is  7,121 
less  than  last  year.  Improved  business  conditions  allowed  less  time 
for  reading  and  study,  this  is  especially  true  of  foreigners,  many  of 
whom  are  working  at  night.  There  was  an  increase  of  1,074  over  the 
circulation  of  1920. 

Many  people  never  come  to  the  Library  but  send  for  books  and 
from  these  people  comes  a  constant  demand  for  printed  lists.  Last 
year  we  were  even  unable  to  print  a  list  of  books  added  during  the 
year,  but  the  ''List  of  books  added  during  1921-22"  will  be  ready 
soon  for  distribution.  The  only  complete  index  of  the  contents  of  the 
Library  is  the  card  catalog. 

APPROPRIATION 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  in  December,  1921  by  the 
Council  of  the  American  Library  Association:  The  American 
Library  Association  believes  that  one  dollor  per  capita  of  the  popu- 
lation of  the  community  served,  is  a  reasonable  minimum  annual 
revenue  for  the  library  in  communities  desiring  to  maintain  a  sood 
modern  public  library  system.  This  sum  should  cover  a  registration 
of  card  holders  equal  to  at  least  thirty  per  cent  of  the  popula- 
tion— with  a  home  use  of  about  five  volumes  per  capita.  We  b  ive  a 
registration  of  twenty-nine  per  cent  and  a  home  use  of  about  four 
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volumes  per  capita,  with  a  revenue  of  forty-three  cents,  instead  of 
one  dollar,  per  capita.

REPORT  OF 
THE  CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Soiithljridge : 

The  Cemetery  Committee  organized  for  the  year  of  1922  with 
George  H.  Hartwell,  Jr.,  as  Chairman  and  S.  W.  Williams  as  Clerk. 

The  Cemetery  Work  has  been  carried  on  this  year  with  the 
utmost  economy,  our  chief  expenditure  being  for  labor. 

The  increasing  number  of  lots  sold  every  year  tends  to  make 
our  work  more  difficult,  as  the  majority  of  lots  sold  at  the  present 
time  are  sold  with  Perpetual  Care,  which  means  that  we  are  bound 
by  contract  to  keep  these  lots  in  the  best  of  condition  the  whole  year. 
This  is  made  extremely  difficult  in  the  early  spring  because  of  the 
spring  rains  the  graves  that  have  sunken  throughout  the  winter, 
and  the  rapid  growth  of  the  grass. 

Up  to  this  year  our  policy  has  been  to  plan  our  work  so  as  to  have 
the  Cemetery  in  the  best  possible  shape  for  Decoration  Day.  This 
entails  the  expenditure  of  a  large  amount  of  money  for  labor,  as  the 
ground  is  not  in  condition  to  start  work  until  the  first  of  April,  there- 
by giving  us  only  two  months  to  do  what  is  necessary. 

This  year  we  curtailed  on  labor  during  the  months  of  April  and 
May,  trying  by  so  doing  to  have  a  larger  balance  to  carry  on  the  work 
during  the  summer  and  fall  months.  We  feel  that  this  experiment 
worked  satisfactorily,  as  we  were  enabled  to  keep  a  larger  force 
throughout  the  year,  thereby  keeping  the  Cemetery  in  better  condi- 
tion than  in  any  of  the  preceding  years. 

The  success  of  our  experiment  encourages  us  to  follow  the  same 
proceedure  for  the  year  of  1923. 
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For  the  year  ending:  December  Sl^t.  1922,  we  sold  Tvn  Lots  and 
accept  fifteen  Lots  for  Perpetual  Care. 

AVe  graded  and  either  seeded  or  sodch'd  One  Hundred  and  Four- 
teen Graves,  graded  and  seeded  f\)urteen  Lots. 

The  total  amount  paid  into  the  Town  Ti-easur^T  l>y  \ho  Ceiuetei-y 
Department  during  the  year  was  One  Thousand  Four  Hundred  and 
Thirty  Dollars.

THE  PLAYGROUND  COMMITTEE

The  six  playgrounds  opened  July  17.  witli  an  attendance  of 
(1,200)  twelve  hundred  children.  The  opening  exercises  were  of  a 
patriotic  nature. 

The  revised  outline  of  play  and  industrial  work  was  adopted. 
The  children  learned  to  play  many  new  ofames,  some  of  a  hi«»hly 
orofanized  nature.  The  finished  articles  in  the  industrial  department, 
numbered  (975)  nine  hundred  seventy-five.  These  articles,  useful 
and  ornamental,  were  made  from  reed,  cane,  raffia,  twine,  wood,  etc. 

Athletics  received  the  enthusiastie  support  of  the  boys,  baseball 
being  the  most  popular  game.  Team  loyalty  and  co-operation  was 
the  spirit  shown  at  the  athletic  track  events.  No  general  director  of 
athletics  being  appointed,  the  Chairman  of  Playground  Committee 
gave  valuable  assistance  in  organizing  ball  teams  and  conducting 
track  events. 

A  spirit  of  leadship  is  being  developed.  Older  boys  volunteered 
to  manage  the  junior  teams  and.  were  successful  in  developing  the 
team  spirit. 

Swimming  classes  were  conducted  at  ''Big  Pond,"  a  safety  zone 
being  installed  by  the  Hamilton  Woolen  Co. 


Sandersdale  children  enjoyed  a  Merry-go-round,  the  gift  of  Mr. 
Oeo.  Watson,  Mechanic  Street. 
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The  Supervisor  recommends  the  development   of   the  Dresser 
Street  plot,  providing  a  flooded  area  for  skating  in  winter,  (wading 
in  summer)  where  younger  children  could  skate  without  danger 
from  drowning.    A  public  tennis  court,  for  boys  and  girls,  just  t< 
-  old  to  attend  playgrounds,  a  running  track,  and  a  baseball  field,  ar 
provide  a  swimming  place  near  the  "Flat." 

Repairs  needed  are,  new  iron  supports  for  swings  at  Central 
Street,  also  new  teeter  boards  and  handles,  step  on  slide,  and  new 
ropes  and  handles  on  merry-go-round.  At  Union  Street,  a  back-stop 
the  entire  length  of  the  north  fence,  new  ropes  and  rings  on  swings. 
School  street,  baby  swing  frames  repaired,  slides  and  swings  repair- 
ed.  River  Street,  new  ropes  on  swings  and  new  teeter  boards. 

A  letter  from  the  Playground  Association  of  America,  asking 
support  in  creating  more  playgrounds,  states  that  (25,000)  twenty- 
five  thousand  children  were  killed  on  the  highways  of  the  U.  S.  in 
eighteen  months.  Let  children  play.  Directed  play  develops  habits 
of  good  conduct.  It  will  mentally  alert,  and  in  preparing  them  for 
better  citizenship.  ' 

Grateful  acknowledgment  is  made  of  assistance  given  by  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  and  the  co-operation  of  the  assistants.

During  the  year  many  inspections  were  made  at  different  tinios 
of  which  no  record  was  kept.  The  scales  of  hawkers,  peddlers,  coal 
dealers,  ice  dealers  and  those  in  markets,  grocery  stores,  etc.,  were  in- 
spected to  insure  against  carelessness  and  fraud. 

Within  the  last  few  years  many  outside  hawkers  and  peddlers 
have  been  eliminated  from  this  town,  to  the  benefit  of  our  merchants, 
who  pay  rent  and  taxes  and  give  employment ;  it  is  no  more  than  riglit 
that  they  should  be  protected. 

The  department  has  received  few  complaints  of  short  weiglit 
this  year,  although  many  violations  of  the  law  were  noted  and  quick- 
ly adjusted.  All  of  the  violations  except  one,  where  a  fine  was  paid, 
were  slight,  and  it  was  not  deemed  advisable  to  bring  them  to  the 
attention  of  the  court. 

Many  incorrect  scales  have  been  seized  and  condemned  charing 
the  past  year,  and  are  held  at  the  Sealer's  office. 

The  inventory  of  the  Sealer's  Dept.,  which  was  taken  on  Dec. 
31,  by  former  Sealers  Daniel  T.  Morrill,  Fred  G.  Adams  and  Eugene 
Gabree  has  given  the  amount  of  $479.50.

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SOUTHBRIDGE  PLANNING  BOARD 

Introduction 

The  Southbridge  Planning  Board  met  at  frequent  interval^ 
during-  the  year  and  discussed  subjects  touehing  upon  the  public 
welfare,  chief  of  which  may  be  mentioned  the  schools  of  the  town, 
a  recreation  field  (which  the  board  recommends),  the  re-numbering 
of  streets  and  town  owned  forest  tracts.  The  board  went  into  these 
subjects  quite  tboroughly.  and  some  of  its  members  gave  much  time 
to  them.  The  law  under  Avhich  planning  boards  function,  it  is 
generally  kno\\Ti,  does  not  give  direct  power  to  act.  and  for  that 
reason  your  board  has  not  taken  definite  action  on  any  particular 
proposition,  but  it  has  made  an  earnest  effort  to  solve  some  of  the 
problems  that  confront  us  as  a  municipality. 

Duties  of  Planning  Board  . 

Planning  Boards  of  other  communities  have  engaged  in  a  vari- 
ety of  activities,  mucli  broader  in  some  cases  than  the  statutes  in- 
tend, frequently  employing  professional  town  planners  to  make 
rec(  mmendations.  Your  board  has  not  gone  so  far.  desiring  to  keep 
within  the  spirit  of.  the  law  under  which  it  works.  However,  we 
feel  strongly  that  Southbridge  ought  to  have  its  various  depart- 
ments more  scientifically  co-ordinated.  As  a  result  this  board  feels 
that  many  thousands  of  dollars  could  be  saved  in  the  course  of  a 
few  years,  while  the  service  and  general  results  would  be  much 
more  satisfactory. 
Stand  on  Merits 

At  several  of  our  meetings  topics  of  decided  interest  to  the 
community  were  talked  over,  but  being  merely  authorized  to  study 
and  make  recommendations,  without  power  to  execute,  leaves 
several  projects  of  general  welfare  in  .a  rather  nebulous  and  un- 
saitisfactory  state,  and  these  recommendations  must  stand  or  fall  on 


tlieir  merits  before  the  tribunal  of  the  town  meetinu".  This  board 
considered  the  problems  of  the  t'»wn  of  JSouthbridire.  or.  at  least, 
s<^me  of  them,  in  the  light  of  its  limited  authority  as  thus  under- 
Ntood.  The^working  out  of  the  plans  the  board  had  uiuler  discussioji 
requires  a  more  elaborate  study  tlian  tlie  board  has  the  opportunity 
or  means  to  perform. 

By-Laws 

We  unanimously  agree  that  the  by-laws  of  the  town  need  re- 
vi.si(!n  and  brought  up  to  date.  Without  more  ade<iuate  by-laws 
many  im))roved  methods  for  the  benefit  and  protection  of  the  pojui- 
lation  are  imj)ossible.    JSueh  by-laws  should  iuelude  i)a!'tieulai-ly — • 

A  new  buihling-  eode.  based  (Ui  moflern  practice. 

Electric  wirinu'  code,  with  provisions  for  inspection  of  wiring 
1  y  competent  official. 

Provision  for  an  engineering  department  headed  by  an  ex 
perienced  engineer,  to  have  superintendence  of  all  maintenance  and 
ci^nstructive  work,  such  as  highways,  sewers,  etc. 

The  board  is  pleased  to  say  that  progress  is  being  made  on  new 
by-laws,  by  a  committee  appointed  a  few  years  ago  and  who  sus- 
pended the  work  during  the  war  and  the  period  of  reconstruction 
that  followed,  but  is  now  giving  attention  to  the  matter. 

Street  Planning 

A  more  intelligent  planning  of  new  streets  should  be  conducted 
by  the  engineer.  Standard  specifications  should  be  required  in  the 
development  of  new  areas.  ^lain  thoroughfares  should  be  provider! 
and  present  on-es  improved.  Haphazard  ^rrowth  should  be  avoided, 
and  street  numbering  shoidd  be  revised  and  extended. 
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Special  Committee 

We  I'eeommend  that  a  special  committee  be  appointed  by  the 
lown  to  improve  the  tract  of  land  now  owned  by  the  town  on 
Dresser  street,  and  in  case  money  is  appropriated  for  a  town  forest, 
as  is  being-  done  in  many  places  in  the  state,  that  the  contiguous 
Avoods.  extending-  back  many  acres  be  taken  into  consideration.  Tlie 
state  forestry  association  has  been  for  the  past  ten  years  urgino; 
town  owned  tracts.    T'he  governors  of  all  the  New  England  statt 
are  recommending  them  and  Gov.  Cox  has  recently  sent  to  tlj 
mayors  of  cities  and  the  selectmen  of  towns'  a  request  that  actio, 
be  talveii  on  the  matter  this  spring.    Several  towns  voted  town 
forest  ti'acts  at  last  j^ear's  annual  town  meeting. 

Recreation  Field 

The  board  recommends  that  in  the  event  of  a  committee  being 
appointed  or  elected,  in  either  case,  that  it  be  authorized  to  ne- 
gotiate for  the  purchase  of  the  land  toward  Hillside  Park  and  on 
toward  the  south,  a  tract  of  about'  60  acres,  more  or  less,  and  to 
further  iieiiotiate  for  the  purchase  or  lease  of  the  land  about  the 
second  reservoir  in  order  to  make  this  whole  area  a  park  for  the 
n.se  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  forever. 

New  School  Buildings 

in  regard  to  our  schools  we  respectfully  point  out  the  neces- 
sit\-  for  improved  {primary  school  buildings,  and  recommend  that 
a  committee  be  ap]:iointed  to  secure  the  necessary  cites  and  arrange 
a  building  program  to  provide  four  modern  school  buildings  in  the 
proper  locations  to  meet  the  demand,  same  to  be  erected  at  intCx-vals 
during  the  next  ten  years.  The  planning  board  made  an  exhaustive 
study  of  the  school  situation,  having  had  m^aps  made  for  its  use, 
showing  in  a  graphic  way  the  distribution  of  the  school  population, 
where  sparce  and  Avhere  congested,  and  gathered  much  and  impor- 
tant data  bearing  on  the  subject.

This  report  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me 
by  Mr.  Edward  H.  Fenton,  Chief  Examiner  of  this  Division,  who  was 
pk'ced  in  charge  of  the  work.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of 
the  accounts  of  tlie  town  of  Southbridg'e  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 30,  1922,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon: 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  several  departments  receiving-  or 
disbursing  funds  for  the  town  were  examined  and  checked. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  treasurer's  office  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  receipts  as  recorded  on  the  cash  book  were  checked 
with  the  records  in  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the 
town  and  with  the  accountant's  records.  The  disbursements  were 
compared  with  the  warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse 
town  funds  and  with  the  accountant's  books. 

The  cash  book  was  footed  and  the  bank  balance  was  proved  with 
the  statement  furnished  by  the  bank. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  collector's  office  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  commitments  of  taxes  and  assessments 
were  examined  and  compared  with  the  warrants;  the  recorded  re- 
ceipts were  checked  with  the  commitment  books  and  with  the  account- 
ant's  records;  the  abatements  were  checked  with  the  assessors'  records 
of  abatements  granted;  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
reconciled  with  the  control  accounts  in  the  accountant's  ledger.  The 
collector's  cash  was  proved  and  reconciled  with  the  statement  fur- 
nished bjr  the  bank. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were   further   verified   by  mailing 
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notices  to  one  buiKlied  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books 
as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies  received  I  am  sat- 
isfied that  the  acconnts  are  correct. 

The  collector  shonld  use  greater  care  in  charging  interest  on 
overdue  taxes,  as  rccpiiivd  by  Section  57,  Chapter  59  of  the  General 
Laws. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  accountant's  office  were  examined 
and  checked,  the  recorded  receipts  being  checked  with  the  treasurer's 
books  and  with  the  records  of  the  several  departments  collecting 
money  for  the  town.  The  records  of  disbursements  were  checked  with 
the  treasury  warrants  and  with  the  payments  as  shown  by  the  treas- 
urer's books.  Approved  vouchers  and  payrolls  were  examined  and 
checked  with  the  appropriation  accounts. 

The  classification  book  was  examined,  a  comparison  being  made 
with  the  ledger  accounts,  and  the  appropriation  accounts  were  check- 
ed with  the  town  clerk's  records  of  appropriations  and  transfers 
voted  by  the  town. 

The  sewer  assessments  committed  to  the  treasurer  for  collection 
were  verified.  The  collections  were  checked  to  the  treasurer's  cash 
book  and  to  the  accountant's  records,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed  and  proved  to  the  control  account  in  the  accountant's 
ledger. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  investments 
of  the  sinking  and  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  were 
examined  and  found  to  be  as  recorded. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  treasurer,  the  collector  and  the  town 
clerk  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined 
and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 


In  addition  to  the  accounts  and  departments  mentioned,  the  r^^- 
cords  of  the  receipts  of  the  cemetery,  selectmen,  town  clerk,  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures,  health,  poor,  library,  school,  and  fire  depart- 
ments were  examined  and  checked  with  the  treasurer's  and  the  ac- 
countant's books. 

It  was  noted  that  the  library  department  used  $42.91  of  its  re- 
ceipts from  fines  for  various  expenditures.  I  would  recommend  that 
this  practice  be  discontinued  and  that  an  amount  be  provided  as 
petty  cash  to  be  used  for  this  purpose. 

In  my  previous  report  I  recommended  that  each  month  the  de- 
partments which  send  out  bills  s'hould  furnish  the  accountant  with 
a  list  of  them  to  be  set  up  on  his  ledger  under  the  headings  of  the 
various  departments  as  bills  receivable,  the  total  being  balanced  ])y 
a  departmental  revenue  account.  No  action  has  been  taken  upon 
this  recommendation,  and  I  again  urgently  call  this  to  your  attention. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of 
the  treasurer's  and  the  collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax.  assess- 
ment, and  cemetery  accounts,  together  with  tables  showing  the  con- 
dition of  the  sinking  and  trust  funds  and  a  balance  sheet  as  of  De- 
cember 30,  1922. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  I  received  the  hearty  co- 
operation of  all  the  town  officials,  and  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and 
foi-  myself  I  wish  to  express  to  them  my  appreciation  for  the  cour- 
tesies received  and  the  assistance  rendered.

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REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  submit  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1923. 

The  year  has  been  a  very  busy  one  and  large  undertakings 
have  been  begun  and  some  completed. 

The  Vocational  Sch(»ol  Building  at  the  corner  of  Main  and 
Pine  street  has  been  completed  and  occupied  on  September  1,  1923 
and  stands  a  credit  to  the  already  fine  set  of  buildings  in  that 
section.  The  River  Street  School  Building-  is  in  process  of  con- 
struction and  when  completed  will  serve  that  section  of  the  tOAvn 
for  many  years. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Vocational  buildintr  ^the  Main  Street 
Sehool  Building  was  turned  over  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and 
now  a  modern  Police  Station,  with  an  emergency  room,  and  a  court 
room  is  almost  completed.  This  will  give  the  town  and  county 
a  building  needed  for  many  years  for  these  departments.  Due  to 
increased  traffic  and  e>ipecially  to  the  increased  number  of  auto- 
mobiles we  believe  as  our  Chief  of  Police  Ulric  Breault  does  that  for 
safety  and  for  maintenance  of  law  and  order  especially  on  our  high- 
ways, that  we  should  have  a  motorcycle  officer  on  the  department. 
The  efficiency  of  the  department  is  very  commendable  and  all  that 
can  'be  done  to  assist  the  chief  and  his  officers  to  protect  life  and 
limb  should  be  encouraged. 

The  Finance  Committee  last  year  thought  it  wise  not  to  con- 
struct any  new  permament  roads  due  to  the  fact  that  we  were 
building  school  buildings,  but  the  Board  feels  that  we  should  again 
this  year  continue  the  good  road  work  started  a  few  years  ago 
and  would  recommend  that  the  town  follow  the  recommendation  of 
the  Special  Committee  which  has  made  a  thorough  survey  of  road 
conditions,  rendering  generously  of  their  time  and  thought,  with 
the  result  that  this  Committee  has  given  the  town  a  lengthy,  yet 
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comprehensive,  intelligent  and  valuable  report  (>f  th^  con- 
ditions of  our  highways  as  they  now  exist. 

The  contract  with  the  Webster  &  ^^outhbridgre  Gas  &  Electric 
Co.,  was  renewed  for  ten  more  year^,  and  although  not  able  to 
obtain  a  very  great  reduction,  still  we  were  fortunate  enough  to 
get  a  small  reduction  on  our  arc  lights  on  Main  street  and  further 
more  were  pleased  not  to  be  obliged  to  stand  any  increase.  With 
the  termination , of  our  contract  with  the  Gas  &  Electric  Co.,  came 
the  discontinuance  of  the  fire  alarm  whistle,  but  due  to  the  cour- 
tesy and  kindness  of  the  American  Optical  Co.,  we  were  able  to 
install  the  same  at  the  Lensdale  factory  of  that  company,  for  which 
we  are  very  thankful,  and  would  at  this  time,  in  the  name  of  the 
citizens  of  Southbridge  thank  the  above  named  company  for  their 
kindness  and  generosity,  for  it  was  a  great  saving  to  our  town. 

We  recommend  the  establishment  of  an  Engineering  Depart- 
ment for  the  town  at  the  next  annual  meeting  not  only  for  econ- 
omy but  that  it  Avould  be  a  step  in  the  right  direction  for  the 
coming  years. 

We  must  again  this  year  repeat  what  we  said  last  year  in  our 
report  about  our  Fire  Department,  and  that  is  that  it  deserves 
great  credit  for  its  efficiency,  and  that  the  appointment  of  our  Chief 
Joseph  E.  Ducheneau  as  Forest  Warden  is  also  to  be  highly  com- 
mended. ^ 

The  erection  of  the  Camp  Ponce  Memorial  is  not  only  a  credit 
to  our  dead  heroes  and  those  who  are  living,  but  also  a  great  credit 
to  our  community. 

We  recommend  that  some  action  be  taken  to  make  the  corner 
at  Worcester  and  Charlton  streets  more  safe  for  traffic,  by  in- 
stalling a  beacon  or  taking  away  some  of  the  hill  on  the  inside  of 
the  curve  so  that  drivers  of  motor  cars  can  see  people  and  machines 
approaching  from  the  opposite  direction. 
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The  aim  of  the  Board  is  like  in  former  years  for  efficiency, 
economy  and  lower  taxes,  and  wonUl  remind  our  constituency  that 
high  taxation  even  if  levied  upon  an  economic  basis,  effects  the 
prosperity  of  our  community,  because  in  its  ultimate  analysis  the 
burden  of  all  taxes  rests  only  in  part  upon  the  individual  prop- 
erty taxed.  High  taxation  means  a  high  price  level  and  high 
cost  of  living.

In  concluding  our  report  for  this  year  we  say  that  our  experi- 
ence in  the  past  warrants  us  in  recommending  the  purchase  of  a 
small  Triple  Combination  Pump.  This  will  fill  a  long  felt  want  in 
the  department  as  we  are  handicapped  when  called  to  fires  in  the 
out-lying  districts  where  the  water  supply  is  limited,  and  where  we 
have  to  go  onto  soft  soil.  Then,  again,  the  danger  of  an  accident 
or  breaking  parts  is  always  with  us  and  should  anything  happen 
that  would  put  our  big  pump  out  of  working  order  we  would  be  at 
a  great  disadvantage,  and  perhaps  regret  we  were  not  better  pre- 
pared. We  also  recommend  six  or  seven  new  hydrants.  We  realize 
the  Town  is  growing  and  new  buildings  are  constantly  going  up  and. 
this  supply  must  be  kept  up. 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $25,906.00  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

We  thank  tlie  people  of  the  Town  for  their  loyal  support.  The 
firemen  for  their  obedience  and  good  work.

REPORT  OF 

HIGHWAY  SURVEYOR 


To  til''  Citizens  of  Soiitlil)riilL'e 

I  have  endeavored  diiriiiti'  the  past  \  ear  to  yi\e  the  town  the  most 
ett'ieieiit  and  eeononiical  adniinistration  and  in  part  1  feel  that  I 
have  sneceeded.  The  only  departni.'ni  that  shows  more  money  ex- 
pended than  was  approin-inted  is  the  (ieiural  Hiiiliways.  The  reason 
Jor  this  is  tliat  the  roads  in  some  places  liad  ])ee;>me  in  such  con- 
dition that  repairs  were  imperative  in  order  to  j)i'event  possible  ac- 
cidents. The  ai)propi"irition  for  Eli^ihways  is  inade(piate  if  the  roads 
arc  to  be  kept  in  «»0()d  ^'ondition.  Additional  traffic  caused  by  the 
iicnei'al  use  of  autotnobiles  in  all  lines  of  business  as  well  as  for 
jdeasniT  demands  that  the  roads  be  kept  in  constant  repairs  and  dirt 
roads  cannot  be  maintainetl  without  constant  attention. 

Two  neAV  stretches  of  sidewalks  were  built  during-  the  year;  one 
on  the  easterly  side  of  (  Joddard  Street,  the  other  on  the  easterly  side 
of  Pine  Street.  Special  a}>})ropriations  for  this  work  were  votefl. 
The  repairs  on  sidewalks  were  extensive.  Sidewalks  on  Hiiih. 
South.  Chapin,  Elm.  Central  and  ]Main  S'cjeets  we  repaired  and  the 
town's  sidewalks  are  now  for  the  most  part  in  j^ood  condition. 

The  ^lechanic  Street  Bridge  which  was  in  j)oor  c:)ndition  was 
rebuilt  and  sliould  last  many  years. 

T  have  taken  an  inventory  of  the  town's  tools  and  machinery 
and  have  submitted  a  record  of  it  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

RECOMMENDATION 
I  wish  to  recommend  for  the  coming  year  that  the  town  pur- 
chase a  power  scraper  to  replace  one  that  has  become  obsolete.  My 
department  is  greatly  in  need  of  this  equii>ment  and  I  am  sure  that 
It  would  mean  a  considera'ble  saving  to  the  town  if  this  could  be 
ac(iuired.   The  cost  of  such  a  scraper  would  be  about  $1200.  As  it  is 
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at  present,  tliree  pairs  of  horses  are  required  to  draw  a  scraper  and 
covers  an  average  of  about  three  miles  a  day.  It  is  estimated  that 
a  power  machine  will  cover  about  ten  miles  a  day,  which  as  can  be 
seen  would  effect  .considerable  savings  to  the  town,  as  no  horses 
would  be  required  and  it  would  be  operated  by  one  man  only.  I  am 
sure  that  such  a  scraper  would  gTeatly  increase  the  efficiencj^  of  my 
department,  and  hope  the  citizens  will  approve  the  purchase. 

I  exteud  my  thanks  to  all  who  have  gladly  co-operated  with  me 
in  my  work.

In  making  our  report  for  1923,  we  believe  we  are  able  to  report 
a  vast  improvement  of  conditions  in  general.  We  have  several  fami- 
lies who  through  no  fault  of  their  own  are  dependent  on  this  depart- 
inent,  but  with  the  local  factories  operating^  on  full  tinie  schedide  the 
prospects  for  the  year  1924  are  brighter  than  for  several  years.  Our 
Mothers'  Aid  department  is  accomplishing  just  what  Iho  hiw  intended 
to,  namely  keeping  families  together  though  the  provide)-  lias  been 
taken  away.  The  Almshouse  is  in  first  class  condition,  and  this  board 
have  been  fortunate  in  being  able  to  retain  Mr.  and  Mis.  Joseph 
Payant  as  warden  and  matron. 

In  1923  the  board  did  not  appoint  a  town  physician  but  has 
allowed  each  family  to  have  their  own  physician  at  a  fixed  price 
agreed  on  with  the  local  doctors.  We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  thank  each  physician  for  their  co-operation.  To  the  other  depart- 
ment heads  with  whom  we  have  been  associated  we  wish  to  express 
our  appreciation.

BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Board  of  Health,  Alfred  J.  Peloquin,  Philias  S.  Caron  and 
Dr.  Joseph  G.  E.  Page,  organized  as  follows:  Alfred  J.  Peloquin, 
Chairman;  Philias  S.  Caron,  Secretary:  Dr.  Joseph  G.  E.  Page, 
Physician,  monthly  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES 

Following  are  the  contagious  diseases  reported  to  the  board 
during  the  year,  from  reports  from  several  different  sources  we  feel 
that  there  are  many  cas^s  that  do  not  come  to  the  attention  of  the 
board,  those  who  have  no  doctor  and  for  other  reasons,  there  is  not 
any  reason  for  not  reporting  these  cases,  as  the  law  plainly  states 
that  the  doctor  or  the  householder,  that  means  the  parent  or  guard- 
ian, must  report  cases  of  contagious  diseases  to  the  Board  of  Health. 

The  non  reporting  of  a  slight  case  of  diphtheria,  measles  or 
mumps  will  spread  the  disease  and  may  at  any  time  start  an  epi- 
demic in  the  schools,  a  light  case  when  infecting  another  person  may 
be  fatal  to  that  person. 

The  Board  would  ask  the  co-operation  of  the  physicians  and 
parents  in  this  work.

AMBULANCE 

The  Board  recommends  that  the  ambulance  be  placed  entirely 
in  the  care  of  the  Fire  Department.  Much  credit  must  be  given  thi? 
department  for  the  service  and  care  in  the  past  but  we  believe  that 
a  divided  authority  will  in  time  bring  about  differences  that  will  im- 
pair its  work.  In  looking  over  the  records  of  trips  made  since  the 
machine  has  been  under  our  care  we  find  that  less  than  5  per  cent 
are  Board  of  Health  cases,  therefore,  we  feel  that  it  is  not  strictly  a 
Board  of  Health  measure,  and  would  ask  that  the  appropriation  be 
left  in  the  care  of  the  Fire  Department. 

GARBAGE 

During  the  year  the  Board  purchased  two  water  tight  wagons 
for  the  collection  of  garbage  at  a  cost  of  $300  each ;  these  have  metal 
covers  and  we  hope  they  are  correcting  a  nuisance  which  has  beer 
objectional  to  the  public  in  the  past.  Garbage  collection  remains  a 
perplexing  subject  and  although  conditions  are  better,  yet  we  thint 
tihat  the  coming  year  wil  see  more  improvement.  The  Board  askj 
for  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  people  in  this  work. 
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DENTAL  CLINIC 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  to  establisli  a  Dental  Clinic 
performed  their  work  and  on  October  1,  1923,  turned  over  the  clinic 
to  the  Board  of  Health  as  the  law  requires  this  work  to  be  under  this 
department.  $832.03  was  expended  for  equipment,  which  the  den- 
tists have  found  complete  enoutili  for  this  work.  $223.73  Avas  ex- 
pended to  repair  the  room,  install  the  piumbiuii'  and  cover  the  floor 
with  linoleum,  and  $144  A\as  paitl  to  the  dentist  for  services.  A  de- 
tailed report  of  the  work  of  the  clinic  will  be  f(miid  in  the  report  of 
the  nurse.  Miss  Houle.  who  is  in  attendance. 

The  Board  thinks  that  this  work  whicli  is  of  a  preventive  na- 
ture will  in  a  few  years  be  seen  in  the  health  of  the  children.  The 
Board  aj»ain  would  ask  for  the  co-operation  of  the  public  in  this 
work.  ; 

TUBP]RCULOSIS  CLINIC 

Another  preventive  work  that  we  do  not  think  is  being  appreci- 
ated, is  that  of  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic,  which  is  open  each  week  in 
the  town  hall  building  with  a  physician  and  nurse  in  attendance. 
Any  one  not  feeling  as  though  t^hey  could  afford  a  doctor  should 
visit  this  clinic  if  they  have  symptoms  of  tuberculosis,  as  an  early 
diagnosis  is  the  preventive  work  of  this  clinic.  The  hours  are 
Mondays  from  5  to  7  o  'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

During  the  last  year  unexpected  expense  has  been  met  with  a 
small  balance  left  in  our  appropriation  of  $10,100.  In  the  budget 
for  the  coming  year,  in  looking  ahead  to  the  usual  expenditures  as 
now  seen,  we  would  recommend  the  sum  of  $9,750.  This  is  a  reduc- 
tion of  $450  from  last  year  with  the  added  expense  of  $500  allowed 
for  the  dental  clinic  or  an  actual  reduction  of  $850  from  last  year.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health : 

111  renderino'  my  yearly  report  as  your  Agent  I  wish  to  thank 
the  Board  for  their  hearty  eo-operation  in  the  task  of  niakino*  the 
work  of  the  past  year  pleasant  and  also  thank  the  pitblic  for  the 
part  they  have  taken  in  making  the  town  cleaner  and  healthier. 

The  work  has  been  of  rontine  nature;  visits  being  made  to  all 
parrs  of  the  town  and  where  nuisances  found,  taking  the  subject  up 
direct  with  those  concerned,  when  it  has  almost  always  been  abated 
without  making  formal  complaints  or  sending  written  notices.  Ir 
some  cases  letters  have  had  to  be  sent  to  accomplish  the  result 
looked  for,  but  in  no  case  have  the  courts  been  called  upon  for 
action. 

Again  I  must  ask  the  tenants  to  keep  the  garbage  separated 
from  other  rnbbish  in  the  ba^k  yard,  if  they  wish  to  have  the  gar- 
bage taken  by  the  town  teams,  this  is  the  most  common  nuisance 
and  is  the  fault  of  the  individual  tenant  rather  than  the  owner  of 
the  large  tenement  bnildings,  although  he  gets  the  notice  to  clean 
up.  A  garbage  can  of  metal,  covered  with  a  metal  cover  for  each 
family  will.  I  think,  relieve  this  situation. 

Houses  have  been  placarded  for  contagious  dise^ases  and  in  most 
cases  quarantine  has  been  observed,  which  has  tended  to  keep  the 
town  from  any  epidemic.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  NURSE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health : 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Board  of  Health  Nurse  for  the 
year  1923.  \ 

The  oral  examinatif)n  of  the  school  children  revealed  an  amaz- 
ine:  number  who  needed  some  sort  of  dental  attention.  Wtih  that 
fact  in  mind,  a  dental  clinic  was  organized,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Health.  The  elinic  is  held  in  the  Town  Hall  Building 
every  Monday  and  Tuesday  morning  from  8 :45  to  11 :45.  The 
dentists  of  the  town  will  contri])ute  time  in  turn  to  this  clinic.  For 
the  present  the  dentists  are  tryinjr  to  care  for  the  children  in  the 
first  three  grades,  who  come  to  the  clinic  with  a  written  permit  £vom 
parents  or  guardian.

Special  attention  was  given  to  the  children  at  St.  Mary's  school 
who  w^ere  10%  underweight. 

In  children  underweight  generally  means  malnutrition  due  to 
insufficient  food,  too  little  rest  or  sleep,  over  exercise,  a  lack  of 
ventilation  in  sleeping  apartments,  whieh  destroys  the  appetite,  or 
in  some  physical  defect  such  as  adenoids  or  enlarged  tonsils. 
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This  group  of  children  have  been  weighed  three  times  during 
the  school  year,  and  the  following  tables  show  that  the  majority  of 
children  have  gained.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health  : 

I  hereby  render  my  report  for  the  year  endins:  December  31, 
1923. 

As  your  inspector  I  have  issued  71  licenses  to  sell  milk,  11  were 
granted  to  sell  in  stores  and  60  to  pedlers.  There  was  also  3  licenses 
gTanted  to  sell  oleomargarine  in  stores.  I  liave  collected  the  sum 
of  $37.00,  which  the  Town  Accountant's  report  will  show  was 
turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer. 

The  Department  of  Public  Health  through  its  inspectors  have 
again  this  year  collected  samples  and  made  analysis  of  the  milk,  as 
this  department  does  not  have  the  necessary  equipment  to  do  the 
work,  w^hich  I  think  should  be  added  to  the  town's  property,  then 
the  work  could  be  done  nearby  and.  more  quickly. 

The  samples  have  been  found  to  be  of  good  quality  with  only  a 
few  exceptions  and  that  mainl}^  in  added  water  to  the  milk. 

All  stores  handling  milk,  cream  or  oleomargarine  must  get  a 
license  from  the  Inspector  of  Milk  each  year,  these  licenses  all  ex- 
pire by  law  on  May  31,  of  each  3^ear,  and  must  be  renewed.

Among  the  books  added,  the  popular  "Outline  of  Science."  ''Out- 
line of  Literature,"  ''Outline  of  Art,"  call  for  special  attention. 
These  are  not  meant  for  the  specialist,  but  (like  Wells'  Outline  of 
History")  are  written  for  the  general  reader  wlio  wishes  to  broaden 
Ijis  horizon.  A  number  of  biographies  of  men  who  are,  or  have  been 
prominent  in  American  public  life,  should  be  of  interest  to  everyone,

REGISTRATION 
A  new  registration  of  readers  was  begun  in  July  to  verify  ad- 
dresses and  straighten  out  mistakes  in  numbers,  etc.  2,140  names 
liave  been  registered  since  July.  This  number  includes  only  a  part 
of  the  number  who  have  used  the  library  since  that  date,  as  many 
families  prefer  to  use  one  card,  since  they  can  take  as  many  books 
as  they  wish  on  one  card. 

CIRCULATION 
The  circulation  of  books  for  home  use  was  56.641,  which  is  a  bit 
more  than  the  number  circulated  last  year.  For  about  a  year  the 
circulation  was  lower  than  it  had  been,  since  August  it  has  been 
steadily  rising  and  in  the  last  three  months  has  been  even  larger 
than  in  the  slack  business  season  of  1921.  Some  of  this  increase  is 
undoubtedly  due  to  the  printed  lists  of  the  books  bought  from  Janu- 
ary, 1922  to  August,  1923.  These  lists  called  the  attention  of  many 
people  to  not  only  particular  books,  but  to  kinds  of  books  which  they 
could  find  in  the  library.  One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  of  the  library 
is  to  make  our  townspeople  realize  that  no  matter  what  subject  tliey 
are  interested  in,  the  library  has  material  on  that  subject,  or  if  asked 
will  buy  material  on  that  subject.  The  library  is  owned  by  the  peo- 
ple of  the  town,  why  does  not  every  citizen  inspect  his  property  at 
least  once  a  year*^

REPORT  OF  THE 

SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 


To  tht'  CiTizeiis  of  the  Town  of  Southbridtrc : 

Your  l)OHr(l  of  Sewer  Coiiimissioners  iieivwitli  submit  their  re- 
poi-t  for  the  year  ending  December  31.  192"). 

Th(M-e  fire  now  connected  with  ^he  system  1212  bnihlinp^s.  inchid- 
iviii  manufncturinu-  plants,  scliools.  public  buildingrs.  tenement  houses 
and  residences. 

In  aecordanee  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Town  of  South- 
1  rid<re  the  eommissioners  have  built  a  streteh  of  sewer  on  Oliver 
Street  of  a  length  of  475  feet  at  a  cost  of  $1018.30,  Gardner  Street 
2(>0  feet  at  a  cost  of  $722.67.  Dupaul,  Franklin  and  Curtis  Street  585 
IVet  $2521.-14.  West  Street  546  feet  at  a  cost  of  $727.57. 

The  same  has  been  completed  and  accepted  by  the  Board  and 
assessments  have  been  levied. 

The  work  at  the  filter  beds  has  been  satisfactory  and  met  with 
ti^e  api>r()val  of  the  State  Inspector  under  the  present  conditions. 
In  reference  to  the  appropriation  for  the  sewer  maintenance  for  the 
eoming  year  we  recommend  the  sum  of  $3,000.00. 

The  topic  of  utmost  importance  in  this  report  is  that  of  the  con- 
ditions at  our  filtration  area.  On  August  27th  of  this  year  we  re- 
ceived from  the  Department  of  Public  Health  of  this  Commonwealth 
a  letter  telling  of  complaints  that  had  been  made  by  the  citizens  of 
the  Sandersdale  section  of  Southbridge  relative  to  the  odors  which 
are  alleged  to  be  prevalent  in  that  locality.  The  Department  of 
Public  Health  has  caused  the  locality  to  be  examined  by  one  of  its 
engineers. 

The  results  of  this  examination  show  that  the  sources  of  these 
<'l>jectionable  odors  complained  of  is  undoubtedly  our  sewage  dis- 
posal works.    They  consist  at  present  of  eleven  filter  beds  w4th  an 
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-o>o'reoate  area  of  S.."^  acres  aiul  3  settling-  tanks  with  an  agg-rpo-ate 
capacity  of  135.000  gallons,  all  of  which  are  located  on  a  tract  of 
]an<]  comprising  some  17  acics  in  the  valley  of  Trout  Brook  not  far 
from  tlie  village  of  Sandersdale.  An  examination  of  these  works 
_show  that  their  condition  is  objectionable  and  that  they  are  inade- 
qnate  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  designed. 

Tlie  report  goes  on  fintlier  by  recommending  increasing  the 
capacity  of  our  plant  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements,  and  we  find 
o]i  careful  consideration  of  the  subject  that  even  were  we  to  bring- 
before  the  voters  a  proposition  that  would  satisfy  our  demands  it 
would  mean  tliat  our  present  plant  would  have  to  be  trebled  in  size, 
r-ud  in  view  of  the  small  area  of  available  land  at  this  location  this 
recomm(^ndation  is  not  a  practical  one  for  us  to  make. 

We  have  in  the  last  month  visited  plants  in  this  state  which  are 
lierliaps  of  a  dififerent  type  than  ours,  but  on  account  of  our  limited 
cM'ea  we  felt  that  only  in  a  change  in  the  manner  of  treating  our 
sewage  would  we  be  able  to  utilize  our  present  location. 

Our  visits  took  us  to  Fitchburg,  Leominster  and  Worcester.  At 
Fitchburg*  we  found  an  Imhoff  Trickling  Filter  type  which  has  been 
in  operation  for  over  nine  years.  We  w^ere  most  favorably  impressed 
witli  the  plant  both  in  its  working  and  low  operating  cost.  At  Worces- 
ter we  found  a  plant  of  asimilar  type  under  construction.  Leominster 
lias  a  group  of  small  plants  of  a  type  like  ours,  which  although  satis- 
factory, cannot  unless  they  are  added  to,  take  care  of  their  demands. 
We  are  convinced  that  as  far  as  we  have  gone  into  this  subject  we 
cannot  make  our  plant  take  off  the  amount  of  sewage  that  now  flows 
into  it,  and  in  our  recommendation  we  advise  that  an  appropriation  be 
made  to  cover  a  preliminary  survey  and  the  plans  for  a  plant  that 
will  satisfactorily  meet  the  conditions  that  are  now  existing,  also 
10  take  care  of  the  increase  that  we  must  necessarily  allow  for.

CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge : 

The  T'emetery  Committee  org-anized  for  the  year  of  1923  with 
leorge  H.  Hart  well  Jr..  as  chairman  and  S.  W.  Williams  as  clerk. 

Twelve  new  lots  were  sold  in  1923.    Twenty-one  were  accepted 
(►r  Perpetual  Care.  Two  Hundred  and  Twelve  graves  regraded  and 
;  ourteen  lots  re-seeded. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  being  able  to  interest  more  people 
each  year  in  Perpetual  Care.  A  large  majority  of  the  lots  being 
sold  with  the  Care,  which  adds  materially  to  our  sinking  fund 
thereby  giving  us  a  greater  income  annually  which  enables  us  to 
keep  these  lots  in  the  best  of  condition. 

This  helps  in  two  ways:  it  adds  greatly  to  the  general  appear- 
hiK^e  of  the  Cemetery  and  is  a  permanent  satisfaction  to  the  person. 
('Waning  the  lot. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Malcom  Ammidowm  Post  G.  A. 
K.,  we  removed  a  number  of  the  trees  on  their  lot,  regraded  and 
e-seeded  it. 

After  investigating  the  record  systems  used  in  a  number  of 
large  Cemeteries  in  this  vicinity  we  adopted  a  card  index  system^ 
indexing  each  lot  by  the  owners  name. 

These  cards  also  show  the  exact  place  of  each  burial  together 
with  a  ^hort  history  of  the  person  interred. 

B3*  thi:>  system  we  are  enabled  to  find  at  a  moment's  notice  a 
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complete  record  of  the  ownership,  also  this  history  and  location  of 
all  persons  buried  in  every  lot. 

A  record  of  this  nature  has  been  badly  needed  in  our  Cemetery 
work  for  years,  we  are  pleased  to  report  this  year  that  an  efficient 
system  has  been  installed. 

Our  chief  expenditure  every  year  is  for  labor.  We  usually 
retain  five  men  from  April  1st.  until  after  Memorial  Day.  We  then 
cut  down  each  month  until  the  middle  of  September,  retaining 
two  men  to  do  the  fall  work.  One  man  is  retained  until  the  early 
part  of  December  doing  work  that  would  otherwise  have  to  be  done 
in  the  spring. 

The  Committee  voted  a  year  ago  to  fill  Pleasure  Pond,  the  ex- 
pense of  keeping  it  filled  with  water  throughout  the  summer  be- 
ing to  great. 

This  is  fast  being  filled  and  Ave  hope  in  a  few  years  to  perman- 
ently beautify  this  section. 

The  total  amount  collected  by  the  Cemetery  Department  dur- 
ing 1923  Avas  Two  Thousand  Ninety  Six  Dollars  and  Sixty  Cents. 

We  desire  at  this  time  to  thank  the  Citizens  and  Town  Officials 
for  their  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

THE  PLAYGROUND  COMMITTEE

SeentHry  of  tht*  IMayoi-oiiiul  Committee. 

The  playgi-(uunl  season  of  1928  opened  July  16,  with  patriotic  ex- 
ercises, and  tile  play  season  continued  for  five  weeks. 

JSix  i)layt>rounds  and  the  batli  hmises  on  the  shores  of  "Big  Pond" 
were  under  the  supervision  of  the  department. 

The  avera^^e  (hiily  attendance  at  the  playn:rounds  was  1150. 

Followinti  the  tiaj:  salute  each  day,  durin<>'  the  week  of  President 
Ilardinp-'s  death  until  the  burial,  the  children  remained  one  minute 
in  silent  ti  i)>ute.  and  play  activities  were  omitted  on  the  day  of  the 
l^'esid«Mit  s  burial.  Pi'esident  Harding-  said  of  play:  "The  vital 
basic  importance  of  playing-  is  now  quite  generally  appreciated. 
I'lay  is  the  sculpt oi-  which  shapes  the  life  of  the  child.  He  confides 
his  di-eams  to  play  and  becomes  what  his  play  is."  This  is  also  true 
(  iiough  of  a<lults  to  make  us  seriously  concerned  for  the  recreational 
life  of  America.  We  must  make  the  playtime  of  all  children,  and  the 
free  time  for  all  the  rest  of  us,  richer,  more  satisfying  and  more 
enobling. 

PLAY  PROGRAM 

The  play  prf)gram  was  divided  into  four  general  divisions: 
Simple  motor  play. 
Social  play. 

Creative  and  constructive  play. 
Imitative  play. 
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Under  motor  play  we  have: 

Running,  jumping,  sliding,  climbing,  giant  stride,  swinging  and 
SAvimming. 

-The  Social  play  incltcdes : 

Ring  games,  competitive  games,  races,  tag  games,  chasing,  hunt- 
ing, throwing  ball  and  bean  bag  games. 

Line  games  as: 

Hill  Dill,  London  Bridge. 

Co-operative  games  as : 

Prisoners'  Base  and  relaying  racing. 

Ball  Games  as: 

Medicine,  Captain  Dodge,  Bat  Volley  and  Basket. 

Creative  and  Constructive  Play: 

Sewing  and  embroidery  and  other  forms  of  hand  work  found  in 
making  articles  of  reed,  raffia  and  cane.  The  children  completed 
996  such  articles. 

Imitative  play  includes : 

Dramatics,  Folk  Dancing. 

CLUBS 

The  story  tellers  clubs  on  the  kindergarten  grounds  had  many 
members.  The  favorite  stories  were  those  learned  from  the  Bubble 
Books  and  on  the  phonographs. 

The  dramatic  club  consisted  of  boys  who  delighted  the  younger 
children  by  a  production  of  Punch  and  Judy.  The  outfit  for  which 
was  made  by  the  pupils  of  the  Continuation  School. 

ATHLETICS 

The  junior  and  senior  boys  entered  the  contests  and  races  with 
intense  enthusiasm  and  the  team  spirit  was  splendid.    The  Secretary 
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of  the  Committee  Dr.  Pelo(iuin  devoted  mueli  time  to  this  depart- 
ment. 

EECOMMENDATION^^ 
The  summtn-  aetivities  are  many  and  varied,  our  greatest  need 
is  a  public  tennis  eonrt. 

Winter  sports  have  noi  heen  inchided  in  tlie  program.  It  is  the 
concensus  of  opinion  of  all  playg-round  pe<»ple,  that  wlienever  possi- 
ble a  winter  prog'ram  sliouhi  be  ])l;i!r('^Ml  whi^-h  <]iould  include  safe 
skating-  and  sliding. 

The  prejiaration  of  a  new  play  tiehl  encourages  the  liope  that 
th-is  will  soon  be  possible.  Such  a  Held  may  be  so  graded  that  the 
area  could  be  flooded  in  winter  without  extra  embankment.  Slides 
built  and  banked  with  snow  make  safe  sliding  places  for  children. 
New  swings  and  slides  ai-e  needed  on  rjeveral  grounds. 

The  supervisor  acknowh^dges  the  heipfid  co-operation  of  the 
playground  committee,  and  the  good  will  and  loyalty  of  the  instruc- 
tors.

During  the  year  many  inspections  were  made  at  different  times 
of  which  no  record  was  kept.  The  scales  of  hawkers,  peddlers, 
coal  dealers,  ice  dealers  and  those  in  markets,  grocery  stores,  etc,, 
were  inspected  to  insure  against  carelessness  and  fraud. 

Within  the  last  few  years  many  outside  hawkers  and  peddlers 
have  been  eliminated  from  this  town,  to  the  benefit  of  our  merchants 
who  pay  rent  and  taxes  and  give  employment,  it  is  no  more  than 
right  that  they  should  be  protected. 

The  department  has  received  few  complaints  of  short  weight 
this  year,  although  many  violations  of  the  law  were  noted  and  quick' 
ly  adjusted.  All  of  the  violations  were  slight,  and  it  was  not  deem-' 
ed  advisable  to  bring  them  to  the  attention  of  the  court. 

Some  incorrect  scales  have  been  seized  and  condemned  during 
the  past  year,  and  are  held  at  the  Sealer's  office. 

A  Ford  truck  should  be  secured  for  the  use  of  this  department. 

The  wagon  scale  owned  by  the  town  with  a  capacity  of  14,000 
pounds  is  inadequate  for  the  accomodation  of  heavy  type  trucks. 

The  present  scale  should  be  exchanged  for  one  of  a  much 
heavier  capacity. 

The  inventory  of  the  Sealer's  Department,  which  was  taken  on 
December  31.  by  former  Sealers  Daniel  T.  Morrill,  Fred  G.  Adams 
and  Albert  Brown  has  given  the  amount  of  $1490.00. 

The  fees  collected  during  the  year  and  paid  to  the  Town  Treas- 
urer amount  to  $163.25.

SOUTHBRIDGE  PLANNING  BOARD 


It  is  witli  some  satisfaction  that  the  Plaiiniiifj  Board  sees  pro- 
jects whicli  it  recommends  taken  up  and  ur^e(i  forward  by  many 
citizens.  Last  year  this  board  gave  its  warm  support  to  the  move- 
ipent  for  a  recreation  field  on  Dresser  Street,  and  it  is  gratifying  to 
note  that  a  fair  start  has  been  made.  The  board  is  in  complete  ac- 
cord with  the  special  committee  in  charge  of  the  woi'k  in  its  desire 
to  secure  an  appropriation  large  enough  at  the  coming  town  meeting 
to  complete  the  work  in  one  year,  rather  than  to  drag  along  through 
n  period  of  years. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  sum  of  eight  or  nine  thousand  dollars 
will  put  the  field  in  condition  for  general  use  and  the  citizens  of  the 
town  could  do  no  better  than  give  their  sanction  to  the  request  of  the 
.special  committee  when  it  asks  for  an  appropriation. 

Regarding  the  plan  of  establishing  a  to%vn  engineering  depart- 
ment, this  board  in  its  last  annual  report  went  on  record  as  favoring 
such  a  step,  and  pointed  out  some  of  the  advantages  to  bo  derived 
from  such  a  course.  This  board  a.sked  that  provision  be  made  for  an 
engineering  department,  headed  by  an  experienced  engineer  to  have 
superintendence  of  all  maintenance  and  constructive  work,  such  as 
higlnvays,  sewers,  etc.  AYe  feel  as  we  di<l  then,  that  the  town  would 
be  taking  a  step  in  the  right  direction  by  adopting  the  suggestion. 

In  our  last  report,  also,  w^e  spoke  of  the  school  problem,  and  the 
need  of  better  prim.ary  facilities.  This  need  is  being  met  in  a  measure 
by  the  erection  of  a  four-room  modem  building  at  the  comer  of 
pleasant  and  River  Streets.  We  still  caU  attention  to  the  Elm  Street 
jjrimary  school  as  unfit  for  use,  and  trust  that  some  time  in  the  not 
4.iistant  future  it  will  be  replaced  by  a  suitable  school  building.  - 

The  board  w^ould  still  urge  tliat  a  new  set  of  by-laws  be  drawTi 
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up  and  submitted  to  the  atorney  general  of  the  state,  and  when  ap- 
proved by  him,  to  be  adopted  by  the  town.  A  new  building-  code 
should  be  adopted,  based  on  modern  practice,  and  especial  attention 
slioukl  be  given  to  laws  regarding'  electric  wiring,  so  that  all  possible 
-danger  from  fire  in  that  regard  may  be  eliminated. 

The  board  had  this  year  sketches  drawn  giving  in  detail  a  plan 
indicating  how  streets  and  roads  should  be  laid  out  to  meet  the 
growth  of  the  town  for  many  years  to  come.  Our  chairman,  Mr.  Arm- 
strong, had  his  engineers  make  a  study  of  the  town  and  its  environs 
and  he  instructed  them  to  make  sketches.  As  a  result  of  this  work 
there  are  now  available  for  the  town  whenever  it  cares  to  use  them, 
plans  that  give  a  comprehensive  view  of  how  the  town  should  be  de- 
veloped as  regards  streets,  roads,  parks,  sanitation  and  the  numerous 
other  things  which  should  be  handled  with  forethought  and  not  in  a 
haphazard  way.   For  this  work  the  town  has  been  under  no  expense. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  board  this  year  these  plans  and  sketches 
were  shown,  and  the  members  feel  that  a  real  good  job  has  been  done. 
I  he  housing  problem  was  discussed  by  the  board  and  various  sug- 
gestions brought  out  at  the  meetings,  all  of  which  are  along  proper 
lines,  and  invite  further  study  of  this  very  pressing  question. 

The  board  has  kept  in  touch  with  the  trend  of  activities  followed 
by  the  state  planning  l)oard,  and  has  taken  interest  in  what  other 
towns  are  doing.  In  this  way  we  feel  that  the  interests  of  South- 
bridge,  in  so  far  as  they  come  into  relationship  with  the  planning 
board,  have  been  duly  considered.

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  tho  Town  of  Soutlibridge : 

Special  Committee  appointed  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting: — 
I^ark  Commissioners  tojrether  with  E.  Benjamin  Armstrong  and 
James  A.  Cliristensen. 

Committee  organized  with  William  C.  Lunen,  Chairman.  Hector 
>I.  LeClair,  Secretai'v.  the  otliei-  member  being  George  Silk. 

Appropriation  of  .^2.000.00  was  inadequate  to  complete  program 
per  i)lans  as  made  out  by  James  A.  Christensen,  and  consequently 
hids  were  asked  foi*  tiie  foHowing  work: — Clearing  5  acres;  660  linear 
feet  of  open  ditcli ;  4r)0  I'eet  S-ineh  tile  undei-  drain  ;  1,025  feet  tile 
under  drain  6-inch;  7  pes.  6x8  tile  Y's;  8  pes.  6x6  tile  Y's;  the  mov- 
ing of  temporary  bridge  and  grading  to  the  limit  of  appropriation, 
a1  day  rates. 

Temporary  bridge  was  constructed  with  suitable  approaches  to 
allow  private  dumping. 

Contract  was  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder,  Noe  N.  Carpentier. 

The  Committee  met  on  the  ground  frequently  and  also  as  indi- 
viduals kept  in  constant  touch  with  the  work. 

In  anticipation  of  the  High  School  grading  job,  we  were  assured 
all  of  this  filling  free  of  charge.  The  Committee  deemed  it  advisable 
to  cancel  the  laying  of  the  Central  Under  Drain,  thereby  increasing 
the  amount  available  for  grading.  This  adjustment  was  readily 
agreed  to  by  Mr.  Carpentier. 


Up  to  the  present  time  the  open  ditch  has  taken  care  of  several 
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s.evei(^  stoi-ms  vvliile  the  under  drain  is  working  to  expectation. 

Program  for  tlie  coming  year  should  be : — The  completion  of  the 
rough  gradhig  and  also  the  preparation  of  top  surface,  so  that  the 
-  field  can  be  used  at  the  earliest  possible  time. 

About  7,000  cubic  yards  of  material  will  be  necessary  to  bring 
the  field  to  grade  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $9,000.  It  would  be  ad- 
visable .to  take  a  new  cross  section  and  refigure  the  same  before  this 
figure  is  accepted  as  final. 

I'lie  nearest  location  for  filling  material  seems  to  be  on  Marcy 
Street,  on  land  of  A.  Marcy  Bartholomew.  He  will  permit  the  taking 
of  material,  providing  we  agree  to  certain  reasonable  stipulations  re- 
garding the  condition  in  which  we  leave  the  pi-opert}''.  We  may  take 
the  material  best  suited  for  our  purpose  and  will  be  allowed  to  avoid 
ledges  should  any  be  encountered. 

In  place  of  tile  for  the  central  drain  a  blind  stone  drain  would 
be  advisable,  using  suitable  material  from  the  filling,  with  possibly 
a  catch  basin  and  a  short  length  of  pipe  near  the  outlet. 

By  getting  a  steam  shovel  on  the  above  named  land  and  doing  the 
job  all  at  the  same  time,  we  figure  that  approximately  $3,000.00  would 
i)e  saved  the  town,  instead  of  having  the  town  appropriate  small  sums 
to  do  tliis  work  in  three  or  four  years'  time.  The  field  would  then 
be  available,  for  what  it  is  intended  for  within  one  year  instead  of 
in  three  or  four  years. 

We.  therefore,  would  suggest  an  appropriation  of  $9,000.00  to 
complete  the  work  as  laid  out  above. 

We  wish  to  thank  xMessrs  Genereux,  Chapin,  Plimpton  and 
Grossman  for  the  assistance  rendered  to  Mr.  Christensen.

"Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of 
the  accounts  of  the  town  of  South'bridg'e  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1923.  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon. 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town  as  recorded  on  the  books 
of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town,  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined,  checked, 
and  compared  with  the  rei:)orts  and  records  in  the  town  accountant's 
office. 

Th^e  books  and  accounts  in  the  accoujitant 's  office  were  ex- 
amined and  checked,  the  records  of  receipts  being  compared  with 
the  treasurer's  books  and  with  the.  records  in  the  several  depart- 
ments collecting  money  for  the  town. 

The  treasury  warrants  were  checked  to  the  appropriation  ac- 
counts and  proved  to  the  treasurer's  payments. 

Bills  and  pay-rolls  were  checked  to  the  classification  book  and 
the  expenditures,  as  classified  therein,  were  proved  to  the  appro- 
priation accounts  as  entered  in  the  ledger.  The  appropriation  ac- 
counts were  checked  with  the  town  clerk's  records  of  appropriations 
and  transfers  voted  'by  the  town. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  analyzed,  the  footings  and  postings 
Tvere  verified,  a  trial  balance  was  taken  off,  and  a  balance  sheet, 
which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  to\Mi  December  31,  1923. 
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The  departmental  aeconnta  receivable  wei-e  eheckefl  t<>  the 
records  of  the  several  departments  and  nutstandin-g-  lists  prepared 
which  were  reported  to  the  accountant  and  set  up  on  his  ledfjer 
under  the  headin<]rs  of  the  varions  departments  as  bills  receivable, 
the  total  beins:  balanced  by  a  departmental  revenue  account.  The 
departments  were  instructed  to  report  to  the  acconntant.  re<i-u1arly, 
the  names  and  amounts  of  all  bills  sent  out,  the  amounts  collected 
and  abated,  and  to  compare  the  uncollected  accounts  monthly  with 
the  accountant's  records.  Complete  information  relative  t'>  the 
finances  of  the  town  will  then  be  available  at  all  times  to  citi/cnw 
interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  town. 

The  books  and  accounts  in  the  treasurer's  office  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  receipts  as  recorded  on  the  ca.sh  book  were 
<;hecked  with  the  records  in  the  several  departments  collecting  money 
for  the  to\\'n,  with  all  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  in- 
to the  treasury,  and  with  the  accountant's  records.  The  payments 
were  compared  with  the  warrants  authorizinj?  the  treasurer  to  dis- 
l)ui-se  town  funds  and  with  the  accountant's  books. 

The  cash  book  was  footed  and  the  bank  balance  was  reconciled 
with  the  statement  furnished  by  the  bank. 

Payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest  were  proved  with  the 
amounts  falling  due  and  with,  the  cancelled  coupons  and  securities 
on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  investments 
of  the  sinking  and  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  were 
examined  and  found  to  be  as  recorded. 

The  unapportioned  sewer  assessments  committed  to  the  treas- 
urer for  collection  were  verified.  The  collections  were  checked  to 
the  treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books  and  the  apportionment^i 
and  outstanding  accounts  were  proved. 
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The  bookvS  and  accounts  in  the  collector's  office  were  examined 
and  cheeked  in  detail.  The  commitments  of  taxes  and  assessments 
were  examined  and  compared  with  the  warrants,  the  recorded  re- 
ceipts were  checked  with  the  commitment  books  and  with  the  ac- 
countant's records,  the  abatements  were  cheeked  with  the  assessors' 
records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  and  proved  to  the  accountant's  books.  A  further  verification 
of  these  accounts  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  one  hundred  per- 
sons whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the 
town,  and  replies  thereto  indicate  that  the  uncollected  accounts  as 
listed  are  correct. 

The  collector's  cash  balance  wag  proved  January  3,  1924,  by 
an  actual  count  of  cash  on  hand  and  a  reconciliation  of  the  bank 
balance  with  the  statement  furnished  by  the  bank. 

Licenses  issued  hy  the  town  clerk  for  hunting  and  fishing,  dog, 
and  town  purpose  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  re- 
ceipts were  checked  to  the  payments  to  the  State,  county  and  town 
treasurers  and  were  verified. 

Licenses  granted  and  issued  by  the  selectmen's  department  were 
checked  and  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared  with  the 
treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books. 

The  charges  and  receipts  for  rent  of  the  town  hall  were  checked 
and  verified. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weig^hts  and  measures  were  ex^ 
amined  and  checked.  The  records  of  charges  for  sealing  and  testing 
scales,  weights  and  measures  were  checked  and  payments  to  the 
treasury  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  and  the  accountant's 
books.  Receipts  from  licenses  issued  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and 
chariges  and  receipts  for  ambulance  service,  were  checked  and  veri- 
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fied  by  a  coiuparisoii  with  the  treasurer's  and  the  aeeoiintant's 
records. 

The  accounts  of  the  hig^hway  department  were  examined  and 
checked,  the  uncollected  accounts  being  verified  and  reported  to  the 
accountant. 

Cliaroes  of  the  poor  department  for  reimbursement  due  from 
tile  stute.  cities  and  towns  and  individuals  for  aid  and  assistance  to 
]>aupers  were  checked  and  verified.  The  collections  were  checked  to 
the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  disallowances  were  verified,  and 
the  outstandintf  accounts  proved.  The  almshouse  receipts  were  also 
checked  and  verified. 

Charges  made  by  the  school  department  for  tuition,  sales,  etc., 
were  examined  and  checked.  Payments  to  the  treasurer  were  com- 
pai-ed  with  the  treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books  and  the  out- 
standing- accounts  verified. 

Tlie  recei])ts  of  the  library  department  from  fines,  etc.,  were 
checked  and  verified  ,  and  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  proved 
to  the  treasnrer's  and  the  accountant's  books.  The  cash  balance  on 
hand  was  counted  and  verified. 

The  books  and  records  of  the  cemetery  department  were  ex- 
M mined  and  checked.  Charges  for  sales,  care  of  ^ots,  and  miscel- 
ianeous  purj)oses  were  proved.  The  collections  were  compared 
with  ])ayments  to  the  treasurer  and  verified,  and  the  outstanding 
accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  treasurer,  the  collector,  and  the  town 
clerk  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined 
and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

In  addition  to  the  accounts  and  departments  mentioned,  mis- 
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cellaneous  receipts  from  the  state,  county  and  all  other  sources  wer;> 
cheeked  and  verified. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing-  reconciliations  of 
the  treasurer's  and  the  collector's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  as- 
sessment, and  departmental  accounts,  together  witli  tables  showing 
iJie  condition  of  the  sinking  and  trust  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit  I  received  the  hearty  co- 
operation of  all  the  town  officials,  and  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  myself  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  courtesies  re- 
ceived and  the  assistance  rendered.

Tile  hiisiiiess  of  ilic  hoard  foi'  the  jiasT  year  has  been  somewhat 
I,    out  of  the  (a-dinaiy.  iliey  liad  seve'al  matters  of  importance  come  be- 
fore them  which  weie  trtvited  with  greatest  eare  and  diplomacy;  at 
all  times  the  iiitereNts  of  tiie  tax  payer  were  uppermost  and  your 
^     Selectmen  have  always  endeavored  to  get  tlie  most  they  could  for 
the  money  expended. 

The  ineiease  in  rates  of  the  Xew  Enofland  Telephone  &  Tele- 
irraph  Co..  and  as  it  relates  to  the  increase  for  police  signals  awaits 
the  results  of  decisions  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  bills 
before  the  leo-islatiire. 

Tlie  Police  station  was  completed  with  a  spacious  court  room 
from  whicli  the  Selectmen  sectired  a  very  good  rental  price.  It  also 
contains  a  first  aid  room,  rest  room,  and  is  in  every  way  up  to  date. 

The  motor  cycle  officers  added  to  the  force  this  year  have 
proven  a  success  aii'l  the  efficiency  of  the  department  as  a  whole 
is  good. 

Tie-  Cuijimittec  on  Police  station  nave  iiut  completed  the  ground!^ 
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hut  with  a  small  appropriation  they  will  add  to  the  already  existing 
splendoi*  of  the  siirronndinjis. 

The  completion  and  openino-  of  the  new  River  Street  School 
Building  is  a  relief  for  the  cono-estioii  tliat  existed  and  is  certainly 
approved  and  appreciated  by  the  residents  of  that  district. 

The  cement  roads  hnilt  on  Kiver.  North,  Foster  and  Hook 
streets  were  a  resumption  (»f  permanent  i-oad  bnildinj*'  and  filled  a 
lonjjf  felt  want  in  the  sections  covered,  and  the  Board  wonld  recom- 
mend the  completion  of  the  River  Street  from  Mill  to  Walcott  and 
the  continnation  of  Main  Street  cement  road  from  Sonth  street  to 
Hamilton  street  over  llie  Main  street  hill.  We  also  believe  that  the 
town  shciuld  biiiid  a  stretch  of  permanent  i-ojul  on  the ontskii-ts  of 
the  town  this  year,  eitlier  by  finishino'  tiie  North  Woodstock  Road 
to  the  Connecticut  line,  or  making-  improvements  on  Eastford  Road 
and  Lebannoji  Hill  Road. 

The  estdblishment  of  tlic  Engineerinjr  Department  proved  to  be 
a  very  wise  mov<'  and  as  the  report  tiiat  follows  from  tliat  depart- 
ment will  show,  it  is  not  only  a  great  money  saver  but  will  fill  a  long 
felt  need  and  can  be  highly  commended.  We  believe  that  the  high- 
way departnieid  should  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Engineering 
Department,  as  rui  engineer  has  the  technical  knowledge  and  general- 
ly is  conversant  with  or  1ms  had  charge  of  road  construction.  With- 
out a  vole  of  the  town  this  is  impossilole  unk^ss  the  voters  see  to  it 
that  the  snnie  man  is  elected  Highway  Surveyor  and  appointed 
Engineer. 

At  a  special  meeting  held  in  Decend)cr  the  Selectmen  were  au- 
thoi'ized  to  sell  the  old  River  Street  School  Building.  This  was  sold 
at  public  auctioji,  the  town  receiving  .^600.00  for  same. 

New  rules  governing  the  parking  of  motor  vehicles  on  the  street 
were  ado])ted  during  the  year.    These  regulations  were  not  put  in 
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effect  until  we  *:ave  tlie  public  a  hearino:.  Altliou^Jili  these  rules  may 
nor  meet  with  the  api>roval  of  all,  yet  we  believe  they  will  in  tiiue 
briii«>  about  llie  tiesired  point,  which  is  the  protection  of  the  <iciieral 
public. 

The  stJ-eet  siofns  that  were  erected  in  1912  are  l)a<lly  mutilated 
or  desti-oyed.  We  recommend  that  an  allowajice  be  put  into  the 
appropriation  of  tlic  Kn«rinecrin<»'  J)epai*tment  for  this  woi'k. 

The  Town  Ilall  liuildinc  must  in  tlie  near  future  liave  repairs 
that  will  re((uii-f  a  larji'cr  appropriation.  The  biick  work  on  the 
fi'ont  of  the  buildinir  shouhl  be  repaired  this  year,  also  the  swinj»in«»: 
doors  and  stained  <iiass  windows,  as  this  buildin«i  was  built  over 
tliirty  ycjirs  a<io  it  will  from  now  i-eipiirc  constant  I'cpM i liii*:-. 

Our  Fin  Department  deserves  its  usual  credit  and  the  lioard 
is  in  full  accord  with  the  chief  in  his  demand  for  a  smaller  pump,  for 
it  will  add  lo  the  already  c\istin<»'  efficieticy.  and  prove  to  be  an 
economy. 

We  believe  that  ^lunicipal  Governments  should  always  be  on 
their  jiuard,  and  not  go  beyond  their  real  needs  or  tlieii-  fd)ility  to 
pay.  The  ur«.rent  need  of  to-day  is  a  I'cduction  in  the  tax  load  and 
a  check  on  the  increase  of  debt.  A  community  without  debt  is  what 
your  Board  ol*  Selectmen  wishes  and  is  our  aim.  It  can  be  done 
and  should  be  <lone.  and  the  only  way  to  attain  that  goal  is  by  fol- 
lowing the  pay-as-you-go  policy  which  has  been  put  into  effect  the 
last  year.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  ENGINEER 


To  tlie  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Tlie  Eiigrineerinji'  Department,  in  makinjj  its  first  annual  re- 
p(»it.  includes  an  inventory  of  e(iuipment.  outline  of  work  done  dur- 
ing the  past  year  and  recommendations  or  suggestions  foi-  civic  im- 
provement. 

Durinfr  the  past  year  the  most  ini])()itaiit  woik  was  tlie  investi- 
«j;;tion  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  A  report  <>f  this  investiga- 
Tum  was  made  to  tlie  board  of  Sewer  Commissi(ni«*is  on  .July  7,  1924. 

The  preliminary  plans  and  specifications  for  tlie  construction 
of  Concrete  Pa^ements  on  North.  Hook  and  River  Streets  were  pre- 
pared. After  tlue  advertising  of  the  proposed  woi'k.  bids  were  re- 
•  rived  by  your  Board  on  July  7,  1924.  J.  A.  Genereux  being  the 
low  bidder  and,  having  furnished  a  satisfactory  surety  bond,  was 
;  warded  the  contract.  Under  our  supervision  the  woi'k  was  started 
a  few  days  after  the  award  and  prosecuted  to  a  successful  comple- 
tion about  September  15.  1924. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  of  sidewalks  on 
Henry  and  Cohasse  Streets  and  Oakes  Avenue  were  prepared.  The 
work  was  advertised  and  at  a  public  letting  the  contract  was  given 
Aime  Langevin.  Work  was  started  immediately,  under  our  in- 
spection and  completed  in  due  time.  The  work  on  Henry  Street 
was  completed  with  a  fair  balance  on  hand.  Cohasse  Street  walk 
was  built  with  a  narrow  strip  of  parking  between  the  sidewalk  and 
the  curb.  This  was  not  the  usual  method,  but  I  deemed  it  advisable, 
inasmuch  as,  several  shade  trees  were  saved.  When  the  appropria- 
tion for  Oakes  Avenue  was  made,  there  were  a  number  of  difficul- 
ties which  were  not  taken  into  consideration  and  the  amount  proved 
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inadequaTe,  Work  was  started  at  tlu'  Main  Street  end  of  the  Aveiiiu 
and  eompU'ted  to  the  top  of  the  liill.  About  4').')  lineal  feet  of  vval' 
remain  to  eomplete  the  work  to  South  Street. 

f'reiiiuinary  ]ihms  and    speeit'icatious    wei-e    pi-e[)ai*ed    for  the 
.Park  CVnnniissioiu'rs  eovei'iu^-  work  to  be  (h)ue  on  the  Dresser  Street 
Play«'rouJids.     The  eojitraet  for  the  woi'k  was  awarded  to  F.  X. 
Laliberte  &  Son. 

Plans,  profiles  and  ^i-ack's  were  furnished  the  P)Oard  of  Sewer 
ronimissiojiers  for  the  eonstruetion  of  sewei*  lines  on  Taft  and 
Spi-inji'  Streets  and  Colundms  Aveniie,  also  for  a  line  along;  a  private 
street  extend  mo-  westerly  from  Elm  Street.  Plans  and  profiles  of 
:he<e  sewei's  were  also  pi'epared  for  tlie  purpose  of  reeording:  them 
witli  Woreesler  Distriet.  Registry  of  Deeds,  Woreester,  Mass.  Pro- 
perty owners  were  listed  with  their  respeetive  assessments  for  your 
P.oard. 

(ri-adijiir  plans  wei'e  prepai-ed  for  the  speeial  Committee  on 
P(diee  (rj-ounds.  The  work  was  awarded  F.  X.  Laliberte  &  Son,  and 
was  don  '  under  our  supervision.        '  . 

During  the  year  we  have  r**eeived  a  very  large  number  of  re- 
ouests  for  sti'eet  line  loeations.  These  re((uests  eome.  not  oidy  from 
loeal  property  owners,  but  from  the  Publie  Utilities  Companies  do- 
ing- business  in  Southbridg:e.  It  was  impossible  to  meet  the  demands 
v/hieh  eame  late  in  the  season  because  of  the  frost.  We  seldom  found 
bounds  as  indicated  and  generally  we  were  compelled  to  dig  from 
six  to  fourteen  inches  before  we  w^ere  convinced  of  tlieir  absence. 
Time  which  might  have  been  spent  on  other  work  was  given  to  the 
un.satisfactory  task  of  trying-  to  satisfy  abutters,  who  had  assumed 
that  certain  points  mai-ked  the  Street  line.  Usually  we  fcmnd  no 
two  bounds  in  the  sanu'  line.  These  experiences  lead  me  to  suggest 
tliat  the  Town  adopt  a  standard  bound  with  the  letters  S.  H.  (South- 
bridge  Highway)  cut  in  the  top. 
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A  start  has  been  made  toward  eompiliiio  an  aeeurate  map  of 
;he  Towr.. 

I  p  to  this  time  oidy  one  copy  of  a  description  of  streets,  as  ae- 
^♦^-pted  by  the  Town,  has  been  recorded  and  kept  on  file  witli  the 
rown  Clerk.  We  have  made  another  attestetl  eopy  of  these  records 
;o  be  filed  in  iiiis  office.  This  street  record  l)ook  made  up  of  loose 
jeaf  pag"e>.  will  be  kept  up  to  date. 

I[  It  seems  iiardly  necessary  to  repoi't  the  re-iiund)erino:  of  the 
reets  because  of  the  publicity  the  matter  received  from  the  iiews- 
;)apers.  This  publicity  was  not  uimppreciated  by  us.  since  it  kept 
Jie  property  owiuvrs  informed  of  the  ])r()«iress  of  the  work,  and  there- 
)y  enabled  us  to  place  the  Jiumbei's  without  h)ss  of  time.  In  oi-der 
;o  make  a  complete  success  of  the  work  it  seemed  advisable  to  place 
he  numbers  ourselves  ami  further,  lo  jz-ive  these  numbers,  without 
;ost.  to  the  property  owners.  The  cost  of  these  polislied  aluminum 
lumerals,  of  course,  came  from  this  department's  appropriation.  It 
s  to  be  hoped  that  the  system  of  nmnberinjr  now  adopted  be  followed 
n  detail.  In  order  to  do  this  I  think  it  would  be  advisable  to  assign 
I  number  to  each  buildino;  permit  when  issued  from  your  office, 
rhis  can  l>e  done  by  reference  to  the  street  nundxM'ing  plans  now  on 
■ile  in  our  office. 

In  making-  the  following-  reconnuendations  T  would  call  to  your 
ttrr  ution,  that  they  are  offered  as  suggestions  prima I'iiy.    This  of- 
'  does  not  expect  that  they  will  be  accepted  entirely.  However, 
they  make  foi"  civic  improvewient  it  nuty  not  come  amiss  to 
Li.'ntion  them. 

Therefore  I  suggest : 

1.  A  cf)ncrete  pavement  on  Main  iStreet.  starting-  at  its  junction 
v\t\i  South  Street,  and  extending  westerly  to  Hamilton  Street.  Con- 
tructed  full  width,  with  a  curb  on  the  southerly  side. 
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2.  A  concrete  pavement  on  Kiver  Street,  i'roin  tlie  end  ol*  tl: 
present  pavement  to  the  pavement  on  Pleasant  Sti  eet. 

3.  An  8-incli  sewer  main  on  Eastford  Road,  beginnin*^  at  tl 
ma}dio]e  jnst  northerly  of  the  Hyde  ]\lf<»-.  Co.  bnildin*;  and  extendin 
southerly  for  a  distance  of  about  1780  lineal  feet. 

4.  A  concrete  retaining-  wall  on  th(»  westerly  side  of  Worcestt 
Street  at  its  junction  with  Cbai-lton  Street.  j 

5.  A  concrete  curb  aronnd  llu*  sinall  ti-ian^ular  plot  of  hind  { 
tlu'  junction  of  Central,  Foster  and  lI()oi<  Streets.  Should  Ix'  ^rade 
;ind  seecknl. 

6.  Kebuild  the  walk  on  the  noi-tiierly  side  of  Hamilton  Sti"e« 
adjoining  tlie  plot  of  ground  occupied  l)y  the  Spanish  War  Veteran 
Memorial.     Thereby  eliminating  tlie  (hnigei-ous  step  at  tliat  poin. 

7.  A  "oncrete  sidewalk  on  the  cMstei'ly  si(h'  of  ^lai'cy  Sti'ee 
from  Dresser  Street  to  Ilartwcll  Street. 

8.  A  con«')-ete  sidewalk  on  tlie  southerly  side  of  Ilartwell  Stre< 
from  Eastford  Koad  to  Prospect  Street. 

9.  A  concrete  sidewalk  on  the  west<'rly  side  of  East  .Main  Stre< 
from  a  ponit  opposite  the  entranee  to  the  Lt'iisdide  Works  of  the

10.  A  concrete  curb  ajid  gutter  nn  the  easterly  side  of  llig

In  submitting  our  report  for  this  year  we  wish  to  emphasize  the 
necessity  of  a  pump.  As  stated  in  our  report  last  year  the  depart 
ment  is  greatly  handicapped  when  called  to  a  fire  in  the  out-lying 
districts  where  we  find  it  very  hard  to  locate.  And  again  the  ele- 
ment of  accident  is  always  with  us.  Should  one  happen  we  wonld 
be  delayed,  and  delays  in  the  fire  fighting  business  are  very  danger- 
ous. When  it  is  realized  a  fire  is  liable  to  break  out  at  any  time,  it 
is  important  that  the  department  should  be  fully  equipped. 

We  recommend  the  appointment  of  another  permanent  man. 
Snice  the  ambulance  department  has  been  turned  over  to  us  it  re- 
quires tlie  attention  of  a  man  most  of  the  time. 
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We  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  ten  new  hydrants.  Some 
parts  of  the  town,  are  practically  witliout  hydrant  service  and 
should  be  pi'otected. 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $26,970.00. 

We  wish  to  tliank  tlie  citizens  for  tlieir  loyal  support  and  tiu 
firemen  for  obedience  and  <zood  work.

The  sum  of  .1^6,500.00  was  appropriated  at  the  Annual  Tonii 
fleeting-  to  continue  the  improvements,  already  started,  on  the 
)resser  Street  Athletic  P'ield  and  Playground,  and  also  the  improve- 
iients  of  Kiendeau  Park  per  article  as  set  forth  in  the  Town  Warrant. 

The  sum  of  $430.00  was  expended  on  Rieiideau  Park  for  grad- 
ing. Deeding,  Painting  Fence  and  a  New  56-foot  Steel  Flag  Pole 
was  erected.  The  lawns  on  both  this  plot  and  that  of  the  Spanish 
War  Veterans  Monument  were  kept  in  good  condition  thruout  tlie 
>eason. 

For  the  Dresser  Street  Athletic  Field  and  Playground  bids  were 
sent  out  for  the  following:  2.500  cubic  yards  of  Filled  Graded  in 
Place :  500  cubic  yards  of  Loam  Graded  in  Place :  20  cubic  yards  of 
Plain  Cement  Concrete;  150  Lineal  feet  of  Ditch  reshaped  and 
I'ock  filled. 

Four  bids  were  received  and  the  contract  was  awarded  to  F.  X. 
Laliberte  and  Son.  they  being  the  lowest  bidder. 

Not  much  of  the  loam  was  found  to  be  of  any  worth  and  the 
Committee  deemed  it  advisable  and  appropriate  to  do  as  much  fill- 
ing in  as  we  had  money  at  our  disposed. 
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W,>  filled  and  oi-aded  in  plaee  5,000  cubic  yards,  dug  reshape 
an<l  ro.'kfdled  HOO  lineal  feet  of  ditch  and  also  constructed  a  pernio 
n^nt  Venwnx  Bvuh^e  10  feet  wide  by  12  feet  long. 

Any  citi/.en  knowing  the  condition  of  this  fiye  acre  plot  a 
years  ago  will  appreciate  the  work  that  has  beeii  done  so  far.

fii  in;ikiii|i-  our  i-cport  for  llic  ycjir  19*24.  we  t'(M*l  that  through 
tlic  pci'iod  of  (icpi't'ssioii  wliicli  luis  affected  tlie  \vliol(»  eountrv  we 
iiave  hecTi  more  fortiniale  tliaii  most  of  tlie  cities  and  towns  in  this 
State.  'I'he  total  amoniit  of  money  expejult'd  lias  l)een  h'ss  tliaii  in 
]')22.  Altliou«!li  the  factories  are  not  opei-alin<i-  a  full  schedule  wo 
ai'e  assured  thai  the  pi<'sj)ccis  are  lu-iiihlc)-  then  for  some  time. 

A  L'-i-eat  (h'al  of  work  has  been  (hnie  in  1!)24  to  remedy  defects 
in  children  whcih  in  fnlure  yeai's  would  make  them  a  burden  to  the 
eonnnunit\'.  Althou<ih  the  icturn  fi-om  money  thus  expeiuled  will 
not  show  for  some  time  \\r  ix'lievc  thai  we  are  helping-  to  mak*'  the 
future  <2('nei"ati()n  more  sure  of  being  self-supporting. 

Th''  Mothei's*  Aid  division  is  accomplishing  its  object;  namely, 
keeping  a  mothei-  and  children  tog(»ther  without  pauperising  them. 
AVe  feel  tliav  this  is  an  importajit  j^ai't  of  oui-  work  and  we  are  en- 
couraging tliat  (h'[)artment  mothers  receive  this  aid  when  necessary. 

At  our  Almshouse  we  have  tlie  smallest  number  of  inmates  in 
the  history  of  the  Town,  tlieic  having  been  an  average  of  nine 
throughout  the  year.  The  buildings  and  eijuipment  are  in  excellent 
condition  due  to  the  interest  taken  by  the  Warden  and.  Matron  Mr. 
and  J.  X.  Payant.  who  ha\e  been  appointed  for  another  year. 

The  only  extra  expense  in  connection  with  the  Almshouse  this  year 
vrill  be  a  fire  escape  which  has  ])een  ordered  by  the  district  police. 
We  have  made  iii(|uiries  and  after  due  consideration  have  awarded 
the  conti-act  to  a  local  coiicei-n. 
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We  have  appointed  no  Town  Physician  bnt  are  allowing:  eacii 
family  to  have  its  own  doctor  and  have  made  an  acceptable  schedule 
of  prices  with  them.

The  statistics  show  that  sanitary  conditions  have  been  excep- 
tionally g-ood  in  Southbridge  for  the  past  year. 

These  figures  however,  probably  are  not  absolutely  accurate.  We 
want  to  warn  the  public  that  contagious  diseases  must  be  reported 
to  the  Board  of  Health,  by  the  physician  in  attendance,  if  there  is 
one,  or  b}'  some  member  of  the  family,  who  takes  the  responsibility 
of  the  case.  Novertheless  we  certainly  have  been  very  fortunate  jn 
having  so  few  cases  of  contagious  diseases.  Following  is  a  list  '  f 
diseases  reported  during  the  year. 

Anterior  Poliomylitis  1;  Diphtheria  9;  Lobar  Pneumonia  lo; 
Scarlet  Fever  23;  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  11;  Other  forms  Tuber- 
culosis 3;  Chickenpox  5;  Measles  4;  Mumps  20;  Typhoid  Fever  1; 
Whooping  Cough  4.    Total  95. 
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T uberculo.sis  still  is  claiming  (iiiite  a  few  victims.  Our  clinic 
has  done  all  in  its  power  to  cojitrol  those  cases  and  dispose  of  them 
for  the  good  of  the  patient  and  the  community  at  ]ar«i-e. 

We  caiuiot  emphasi/e  too  much  the  impoi'tance  of  that  free 
clinic,  held  every  Monday  afternoon  from  5  to  7  o'clock  in  the  Town 
Jlall  Building-,  with  a  physician  and  nnrse  in  attendance.  All  per- 
M»ns  who  through  contact  or  otherwise,  might  have  been  exposed  to 
this  disease  are  welcome  to  tliat  clinic,  and  a  thoi-ongh  examination 
is  made  of  all  cases. 

The  Board  recommends  that  the  Town  erect  and  maintain  a 
Sanitary  Station,  as  provided  undei-  Chapter  111.  Section  38.  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  follows : 

*'In  every  city,  and  in  every  town  having  a  p(4)nlation  of  over 
ten  thousand,  when  in  the  opinion  of  the  l)oai-d  of  health,  public  ne- 
cessity i-e(piires  it,  there  Nhall  be  established  and  maintained  by  the 
tcnvn  in  some  convenient  places,  at  or  near  the  business  center,  one 
or  more  sanitary  stations,  with  separate  water-clo.sets  for  the  use 
of  each  sex.  Their  nundjer  and  location  shall  be  determined  by  the 
beard  of  health." 

The  Board  of  Health  believe  a  good  location  would  be  on  land 
now  owned  by  the  town  near  the  Police  Station  on  Main  and  Foster 
Streets. 

The  .necessit}'  of  a  place  where  the  public,  especially  the  mer- 
chants could  dispose  of  their  rubbish  became  acute  in  the  fall,,  and 
after  consideration  and  careful  investigation,  the  Board  decided  to 
hire  a  plot  of  land  on  Harrington  Street,  Fairlawn  District,  for  that 
purpose  and  to  hire  a  man  to  have  charge  of  same.  This  plot  will 
be  available  for  five  or  more  years. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  garbage  still  i-emains  a  perplex- 
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iiig  subject.  Wo  believe  that  some  improvement  has  been  made  tlio 
psst  year,  but  to  keep  this  work  up  to  a  lug:h  standard  means  mort 
expense.  We  feel  that  the  men  doing-  this  work  shoukl  at  least  g'e" 
as  much  pay  as  those  working'  on  the  higliway.  It  now  takes  mosi; 
of  the  time  of  two  men  wlio  have  to  furnish  a  horse  eacli,  for  thif, 
work.  Tlie  tenants  can  Jielp  by  Jiot  throwing  tin  cans,  etc  into  the* 
pail.  i 

The  Dental  Clinic  for  school  children  has  been  open  for  eighl 
montlis  in  the  year  and  as  the  report  of  the  Nurse  which  follows, 
will  show,  is  doing 'fine  work,  which  will  be  in  evidence  more  as  the 
years  go  by.  I

As  stated  iii  former  j-eports  the  work  lias  been  of  a  routine  n;i- 
turn'.  ('nmpbjints  of  almost  every  description  have  been  received 
uui  after  bein«!:  in vesti«iated  liave  been  abated. 

The  co-operation  of  the  i)ublic  in  the  work  1  think  increases  and 
the  advise  of  past  years  in  the  matter  of  cleaninji  yards  and  then 
^eepino-  them  in  a  sanitary  condition  has  been  observed  by  me  in  my 
Jisix'ctions,  yet  thei'e  are  those,  and  g-enerally  they  are  the  lar<2:e  ten- 
■ment  owners,  who  do  not  seem  to  co-operate  with  the  tenant.  I 
.v'sh  to  bring  tlds  to  the  attention  of  the  public,  for  many  complaints 
:-ominu-  to  this  office  shonld  be  takeji  np  directly  between  the  tenant 
jnd  hnuilord.  and  settled  there,  and  by  so  doing-  the  hard  feeling 
(V'ould  Jiot  exist  that  does  wheji  the  complaint  comes  to  this  office, 
aid  an  order  has  to  be  given  either  to  the  landlord  or  tenant. 

li :)uses  have  been  placarded  for  contagious  diseases  and  in  gen- 
?ral  (|uai'antine  has  been  observed,  although  there  has  not  been  any 
:pidemics.  The  rules  of  quarantine  should  be  kept,  and  in  this  way 
jvoid  them. 

As  more  laws  are  each  year  enacted,  more  statistics  and  reports 
ire  re<{uired,  and  the  work  of  the  office  increases.  Fortunately  we 
lavc  a  Public  Health  Nurse  who  takes  charge  of  most  cases  of  dis- 
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eases  and  gives  good  advice  aiul  iiistnu-tions  along  sanitai-y  Iki 
and  her  work  is  commendable. 

Tn  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  pnlUic  and  my  snperiors  for  mn 
jng  the  work  of  this  office  pleasant.

As  yonr  Inspector  1  liave  issned  52  licenses  to  peddle  milk;  12 
licenses  to  sell  milk  in  stores  and  5  oiemaroarine  licenses  for  whicli 
I  h;ive  collected  the  snm  of  ."1^:^.50.  which  1  have  tnrned  over  to  the 
Town  Ti'easni'er  and  hold  receipl  for  same. 

The  work  in  this  department  has  been  along  the  iisnal  line  of 
]  revions  years,  there  being  only  a  few  complaints  and  as  in  fornnM 
years,  tlie  milk  being  sold  in  town  l)eing  from  nearby  farm  reaches 
lhe  coiisnmer  in  good  condition. 

As  before  the  State  Depai'tment  of  Pnblic  Health  has  matle  tlx^ 
c()liections  and  analysis  of  milk  Miid  tht\v  liave  not  foinid  only  a  few 
under  the  legal  standard.  Tliey  also  hav(^  undei'taken  all  prosecu- 
tion along  this  line. 

Xot  having  any  fancy  dairies  bnt  all  good  fai-mers  sending  milk 
w   town  I  believe  the  town  is  well  provided  for  in  a  general  way.

The  fill i no-  of  Pleasui'e  Pond  is  ])rooressinji'  rapidly,  AVe  antici- 
pate in  a  slioi-t  while  to  ])o  able  to  report  the  pond  eompletely  filled. 

When  this  work  is  e()m])lete(l  we  would  advise  that  this  section  be 
beautified  and  laid  out  into  lots,  realizing-  that  it  Avould  be  one  of 
the  most  desiralde  in  the  Cemetery. 

P>efore  many  years  it  will  be  necessary  to  do  a  great  deal  of 
constructive  work  on  the  drives  as  there  has  been  nothing  done  to 
them  foi-  a  .i^reat  many  years,  other  than  keeping'  the  edgres  trimmed 
and  the  weeds  ont.  Under  the  heavy  antomobile  traffic  of  to-day 
they  have  become  flattened  nntil  there  is  practically  no  crown  on 
any  of  the  dirt  drives.  AYe  feel  it  will  be  imperative  to  do  a  great 
deal  of  woi'k  on  them  in  a  shortwhile. which  will  necessitate  a  large 
expenditnre. 

Anothoi-  diffienlty  is  that  the  di-ain  pipes  installed  where  there 
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i''"  a  fl;>\v  of  watci'  are  not  laro:e  eiioiifrh,  causing  washouts  wlieiiever 
^ve  have  a  heavy  rain.  We  hope  during-  the  eoniiner  year  to  iusialJ 
larger  drains  to  take  care  of  this  trouble. 

It  is  our  desire  in  tlie  eominp-  year  to  take  better  care  of  the 
sections  located  on  tlie  outskirts  of  the  Cemetery,  which  have  been 
-   iieg'leeted  in  recent  years  due  to  hick  of  funds. 

AVe  realize  that  hmd  l)o]'ch'riii<i'  tiiese  sectiojis  will  have  to  be 
divided  into  and  used  as  h)ts  in  a  few  yeai"s.  During  the  coniiiig 
year  we  hope  to  be  able  to  restore  these  parts  of  the  Cemetery  to 
tiieir  former  condition  and  be  able  to  keep  them  so  in  yeai's  to  v'OUie. 

AVc  Avish  to  acknowledp'  with  grateful  appreciation  the  fine 
gift  of  Miss  Klla  M.  Cole  to  the  Cemetery.  The  land  given  will  be 
increasingiy  valuable  to  us  as  tlie  years  go  by.  The  fiiuiiu'ial  giL't- 
Vv'ill  l)e  of  great  assistance  ajid  add  materially  to  our  permanent  fund. 

It  is  with  pleasure  we  accept  the  responsibility  for  the  care  of 
this  land,  and  pledge  Oc'rselves  to  take  such  care  of  it  that  it  will  be 
a  lasting  satisfaction  to  both  the  Donor  and  the  Townspeople.

"The  busiest  year  of  all"  would  well  sum  up  the  library  dur- 


mg-  1924.  A  l;ir<i('  iiu-reaso  in  the  circulation  of  huokjs  (an  iiicinvi-- 
Oi  IS  per  cent  over  the  year  before,  almost  50  percent  over  the  last 
year  in  tiie  old  building-).  A  large  increase  in  reference  informa- 
rioi^  givf'H,  in  the  use  of  the  I'eading  rooms,  iu  the  use  of  the  cliil- 
dren's  room.  r)H,()-l-;-{  vohnnes  wei'e  taken  out  of  the  library  (bii'iti'j" 
1924. 

There  has  been  a  request  that  tlie  library  shall  be  open  longer 
hours  and  on  Sundays.  This  could  only  be  done  with  more  assi.H- 
lance.  The  ii))rHry  has  the  same  number  of  full  time  attendants  a> 
-  it  \\i\d  in  19O0.  when  21,000  volumes  were  circulated.  It  is  a  question 
whether  many  would  use  tlu^  libi-ary  between  twelve  and  two.  but  ;)

Seven  hundred-sixty-one  volumes  were  bought  during  the 
year.  336  of  wliich  were  bought  to  replace  wornout  !)ooks.  The 
Town  Clerk  wi^^hed  the  .Mass.  law  rei)orts  removed  from  the  lib- 
rary to  the  local  court  room.

THE  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  S'oiithbridg'e : 

Your  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  herewith  snbmit  their  re 
port  for  the  year  endino-  December  31.1924. 

In  accordance  with  tlie  recommendation  of  the  ToAvn  o 
Sonthbrido'e  the  commissioners  have  bnilt  a  stretch  of  Sewers  oi 
Taft  and  Spring-  Streets  and  on  Cohunbns  Avenue.  The  cost  of  thi 
same  being  levied  from  our  assessment  revenues.  The  same  hav€ 
been  completed  and  accepted  hy  the  Board  and  assessments  hav( 
been  levied. 

The  work  of  the  filter  beds  has  been  satisfactory  and  me 
with  the  approval  of  the  State  Inspector  under  the  present  eoni 
ditions.  However  the  present  conditions  should  be  remedied  in  tin 
near  future. 

In  reference  to  the  appropriation  for  the  Sewer  Maintenanci 
for  the  coming*  year  we  recommend  the  sum  of  $3000.00.  Also  ai 
additional  $3500.00  to  remedy  conditions  extending  along  the  1( 
inch  ScAver  line,  within  the  lines  of  the  American  Optical  Company 
on  East  ^lain  Street.  A  length  of  1200  feet  of  the  present  Akror 
Pipe  line  should  be  relaid  with  cast  iron  pipe.  The  present  condi 
tion  of  that  line  is  the  source  of  continuous  trouble  and  nuisance.

Sir: 

As  directed  you.  T  ha\e  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Southl)rid<^e  for  the  yeur  ending  Decem- 
1)er  31.  1924.  and  re])ort  tiiereon  as  follows: 

Hie  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were  exani- 
ineed  and  checked  in  detail.  The  reported  receipts  were  checked 
with  the  records  in  the  several  {le]>artnients  collecting  money  for 
the  town  and  w  ith  the  Treasurer's  cash  book,  and  the  expendi- 
tures were  checked  with  the  Selectmen's  warrants  authori;:ing 
])ayments  and  with  the  a])i)r()ved  bills  and  i)ayrolls  on  hie. 

The  1^)wn  C"lerk*s  records  of  a])])r()priations  and  transfers 
voted  by  the  town  were  examined  and  checked  to  the  a])])ropria- 
tion  accounts. 

The  classification  book  a\  as  examined  and  checked  with  the 
ledger. 

The  ledger  accounts  were  checked  and  footed,  a  trial  balance 
was  taken  off,  and  a  balance  sheet  prei)ared  showing  the  financial 
condition  of  the  town  as  of  l)ecem1)er  .^1.  1924. 

The  outstanding  debt  was  xerihed  and  the  de1>t  and  intere-t 
j)a\'ments  were  checked  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with 
the  cancelled  1)onds.  notes,  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked,  the  recorded  receipts  l)eitig  compared  with  the  records 


of  (Ie]Kirtmental  jjaxments  to  the  Treasurer  and  w  ith  the  account- 
ant's l^ooks.  and  tlie  disl)ursements  being  checked  with  tiie  war- 
rants aiithorizini^  such  payments.  The  cash  liook  was  footed  and 
the  l)ank  I)alance  was  \erihed  h\-  reconciling;  the  bank  account 
with  statements  furnished  by  the  bank. 

The  trust  and  sinking-  funds  in  the  custod\-  of  the  Treasurer 
were  verified  by  examininj^  the  saxini^s  l)ank  l)ooks  and  securi- 
ties, the  income  being-  ])ro\ ed  and  found  to  be  correct  and  ])ro]K'r- 
ly  recorded. 

1lie  sewer  a>sessments  committed  to  the  "l^reasurer  for  col- 
lection were  verified,  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
])ro\ed  to  the  control  account  in  the  accotintant's  ledger,  and  the 
collections  were  checked  to  the  'l^reasurer's  and  the  Accountant's 

b(K)ks. 

The  looks  and  accounts  of  the  l^ax  Collector  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  collections  were  com])ared  with  the  payments 
to  tile  Treasurer  as  recorded  on  the  Treasurer's  books,  and  the 
abatements  were  checked  with  the  Assessors'  record  of  abate- 
ments granted. 

The  commitments  of  taxes  and  assessments  were  added  and 
checked  with  the  warrants,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were 
listed  and  pro\  ed  to  the  accounts  in  the  Accountant's  ledger, 
lieing  further  \eritied  1)\'  mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons 
wdi(jse  names  ap])eared  on  the  books  as  owing  mone\'  to  the 
Town.  From  the  replies  received  [  am  satisfied  that  the  ac- 
counts as  listed  are  correct. 

The  ap])ortioned  sewer  assessments  due  in  1924.  with  one 
exception,  were  not  committed  to  the  tax  collector  nor  added  to 
the  tax  bills.  These  assessments  should  be  committed  to  the 
tax  collector  at  this  time,  bills  sent  out.  and  collections  made 
from  the  persons  owing  the  Town. 


The  cl(M)artmental  accounts  recei\ahle  A\ere  checked  to  the 
records  in  the  se\"eral  departments  sending  out  hWls.  The  collec- 
tions were  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  Treasurer,  the 
al)atements  \\ere  \  erified.  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  list- 
ed anrl  reconciled  with  the  accounts  in  the  .Xccountant's  ledger. 
The  departments  shoidd  furnish  the  Accountant  with  a  list  of  ac- 
counts receivable  when  bills  are  sent  out  and  notify  him  of  all 
collections,  so  that  cotnplete  information  regarding  accouni-  re- 
ceiveable  may  be  available  in  the  Accountant's  office. 

Idle  records  of  recei])ts  from  licenses  issued  l^y  the  l\)\vn 
Clerk  Axere  examined  and  the  payments  to  the  Treasurer  were 
checked  to  tlie  I'reasurer's  and  tlie  Accountant's  books.  The 
records  of  dog  and  of  fishing  and  hunting  licenses  issued  were 
also  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  county  and  the  State  were 
verified  by  the  recei])ts  on  file. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  licenses  issued  by  the  Select- 
men, the  rent  of  the  l\)wn  hall,  library  fines,  and  also  from  the 
sealer  of  \\'eights  and  measures,  the  fire,  school,  and  cemetery  de- 
]3artments  were  examined,  and  the  reported  payments  to  the 
Treasurer  were  checked  with  the  Treasurer's  and  the  Accountant's 
bocdv's.  It  was  noticed  that  some  of  the  departments  had  cash 
on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  year,  and  it  is  therefore  recommended 
that  special  eff'orts  be  made  by  the  off"icials  to  pay  over  cdl  recei])ts 
to  the  Treasurer  by  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  Treasurer,  the  Collector,  and  the 
Town  Clerk  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  ex- 
amined and  found  to  b;e  in  proper  form. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation 
of  the  Treasurer's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  assessment,  and 
departmental  accounts,  together  ^vith  tables  showing  the  condi- 
tion of  the  sinking  fund  and  trust  funds. 
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In  checking  the  securities  representing"  the  in\'estnients  of 
the  several  funds,  it  was  noted  that  some  of  the  securities  are  not 
among  those  h'sted  as  legal  investments  for  savings  banks.  In 
this  connection  I  wish  to  call  attention  to  Section  54,  Chapter 
44.  ("xeneral  Laws,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Trust  funds,  including  cemetery  perpetual  care  funds,  unless 
otherwise  provided  or  directed  by  the  donor  thereof,  shall  be 
placefl  at  interest  in  savings  banks,  trust  companies  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  national  banks,  are 
under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  or  naticiia!  banks, 
or  invested  by  cities  and  towns  in  securities  '  ^vhich  are 
legal  in^•estments  for  sax  ings  banks.  This  section  shall  not  apply 
to  Boston." 

For  the  co-operation  received  from  the  \arious  Town  offi- 
cials while  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my 
assistants  and  myself,  to  express  my  appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 


To  The  Voters  of  Soiithbrid|?e : 

We  respectfully  submit  to  you  the  report  of  our  activities 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1925.  We  hope  it 
will  meet  with  your  approval. 

1925  has  certainly  been  a  year  of  exceptional  import- 
ance, by  the  number  and  the  complexity  of  the  problems 
which  we  have  had  to  solve.  We  have  tried  to  solve  them 
to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  ability,  having  always  in 
mind  the  best  interests  of  the  community  as  a  whole. 

The  most  perplexing  of  those  problems  was  the  question 
oi  transportation  by  busses,  a  question  which  kept  the  public 
mind  in  a  turmoil.  We  think  our  decision  in  that  matter  has 
satisfied  a  great  majority  of  the  citizens. 

Without  ever  thinking  of  commercializing  the  Lord's 
day,  by  granting  perjnits  for  Sunday  movies,  we  did  tiy  to 
help  different  charitable  organizations  to  keep  up  their  mem- 
bership, menaced  by  the  hard  times,  which  have  prevailed 
during  the  year.  We  were  misunderstood,  and  the  numerous 
protests  from  the  clergy  of  different  denominations  made  us 
abandon  what,  in  our  mind,  was  not  detrimental  to  the  ob- 
servance of  Sunday. 

The  regulation  of  traffic  was  next  a  question,  the  import- 
ance of  which  is  obvious.    We  made  rules  and  regulations 
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which  have,  in  our  opinion,  made  travel  through  the  main 
streets  of  the  town,  less  dangerous  and  helped  the  merchants 
to  transact  their  business.  For  the  same  reasons  of  safety,  we 
made  Chapin  street  Street  a  one-way  street  and  we  are  satis- 
fied this  has  worked  very  w^ell. 

A  condition  of  danger  existed  at  the  corner  of  Charlton 
and  Worcester  Streets,  accidents  of  a  very  grave  nature  had 
occurred  at  that  point.  We  had  a  beacon  lir^ht  installed  at 
the  intersection  of  those  two  streets.  This  has  at  least  lessen- 
ed the  dangers  of  one  of  the  worst  corners  in  town. 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  jvhich  appropriated  money  for 
the  same,  we  had  extensive  repairs  made  in  Town  Hall  Build- 
ing. These  repairs  were  badly  needed,  and  you  can  judge 
by  yourselves  of  the  good  they  have  done.  The  curtain  of  the 
stage  gives  a  new  air  to  the  entire  hall. 

With  the  help  of  the  Engineering  Department  we  have 
started  a  new  course  in  the  repairing  on  streets,  by  grading 
them  so  there  will  never  be  any  need  of  regrading  them  in  the 
future.  Goddard  and  Sayles  Streets  were  fixed  so  as  to  meet 
these  requirements. 

The  Public  Utilities  Commission  having  granted  the  Tele- 
phone Company  its  request  for  advanced  rates,  we  had  to  meet 
that  advance  some  way.  The  Company  offered  us  two  op- 
tions. One  was  for  us  to  get  a  certain  number  of  free  in- 
struments for  the  use  of  town  officials,  and  to  have  to  pay  full 
price  for  all  the  other  departments;  the  other  was  not  to  get 
any  free  instruments,  but  get  33-1-3%  off  on  all  charges  to 
the  Town.  After  due  consideration  we  chose  the  second  op- 
tion and  saved  quite  an  amount  to  the  Town. 

Recognizing  the  absolute  impossibility  for  us  or  for  any 
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board  to  have  laws  observed  without  an  up-to-date  set  of  by- 
laws, we  tried  our  best  to  get  a  report  from  a  committee,  ap- 
pointed some  ten  years  ago,  and  had  an  article  in  the  warrant 
of  a  spec? a'  Town  Meeting,  asking  for  such  a  report.  It  was 
not  given,  "bat  we  got  the  promise  of  one  for  this  spring  meet- 
ing. We  cannot  emphasize  too  much  the  importance  of  get- 
ting those  by-laws  adopted  and  recorded  at  the  earliest  pos- 
sible moment. 

We  recommend,  in  order  to  abolish  one  of  the  worst  and 
most  dangerous  curves  in  town,  that  a  piece  of  land  at  the 
corner  of  Charlton  and  Worcester  Street  be  purchased,  as  stak- 
ed out  by  the  Engineering  Department.  An  article  has  been  in- 
serted in  the  Town  Warrant  to  that  effect. 

We  recommend  that  a  more  powerful  light  be  installed 
at  the  corner  of  Main  and  Mechanic  Streets,  near  the  railroad 
bridge.  This  is  a  very  dangerous  corner  and  not  sufficiently 
lighted. 

We  recommend,  to  continue  repairs  in  Town  Hall,  that 
a  new  floor  be  laid  and  an  appropriate  ventilation  system  be 
installed. 

We  recommend  the  building  of  two  short  pieces  of  road 
on  Pleasant  and  River  Streets. 

We  recommend  the  appropriation  of  money  to  build  the 
North  Woodstock  Road  to  the  Connecticut  line. 

We  are  proud  of  our  Fire  Department,  we  have  the  ut- 
most confidence  in  its  Chief  Engineer,  and  the  whole  board, 
and  we  are  glad  to  recommend  the  project  of  an  addition  to 
the  Fire  Station,  as  requested  by  the  Board  of  Engineers. 
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Our  Police  Force,  unTiampered  by  official  red  tape,  cer- 
tainly deserves  commendation  for  the  excellent  work  it  has 
do^e,  under  the  direction  of  its  Chief. 

Economy  is  a  virtue,  and  we  believe  in  it.  We  would 
like  to  see  the  tax  rate  lowered,  but  we  believe  the  things  we 
hereby  recommend  are  necessary  for  the  well  functioning  of 
the  different  departments  and  the  well-being  of  the  citizens 
of  the  Town. 

There  are  of  course  a  great  many  other  things  of  less 
importance  which  we  could  recommend,  but  w^e  will  leave 
those  for  the  next  board  to  stud}^  and  recommend  in  the  future. 

We  might,  and  we  must  have  made  mistakes,  but  be  as- 
sured we  w^ere  prompted  in  all  our  decisions  for  the  general 
welfare  of  the  community.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  ENGINEER 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Engineering  Department  making  its  second  annual 
report,  respectfully  calls  to  your  attention  an  inventory  of 
equipment,  outline  of  work  accomplished  during  the  past  year 
and  a  list  of  recommendations  looking  to  improvements  and 
the  general  welfare. 

Our  first  attention  was  given  the  articles  of  the  Town 
Warrant,  w^hich  had  to  do  with  outside  construction  or  the 
acceptance  of  streets.  Of  the  forty  one  articles  voted  on  at 
the  1925  Town  Meeting,  this  office  made  estimates  or  plans 
for  twentj^  three.  We  are  calling  this  to  your  attention,  not 
because  of  the  work  involved,  but  to  emphasize  the  short 
length  of  time  allowed  for  preparation  of  estimates  covering 
so  many  different  needs. 

Preliminary  plans  were  prepared  for  the  constVuction  of 
a  bituminous  macadam  road  on  Charlton  Street  and  for 
cement  concrete  roadways  on  Mill  Street  and  Eastford  Road. 
Your  decision  to  do  this  work  by  day  labor  was  well  advised. 
On  Charlton  Street,  in  addition  to  building  the  specified 
length  of  roadway,  further  improvements  were  added  by  the 
construction  of  three  catch  basins  and  about  eight  hundred 
Mneal  feet  of  twelve  inch  surface  water  sewer.  On  Mill 
Strieet  and  Eastford  Road  the  day  labor  system  of  construc- 
tion resulted  in  building  one  third  more  surface  area  than 
would  have  been  possible,  had  the  work  been  let  out  to  con- 
tract.   The  construction  of  Cohasse  Street  extension  was  also 
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tumed  over  to  this  office.  We  appreciate  the  expression  of 
satisfaction  we  have  received  from  the  abutters. 

Plans  and  specifications  were  prepared  for  sidewalk  con- 
struction. The  program  was  extensive  and  surpassed  the  ef- 
forts of  communities  twice  our  size.  Your  decision  to  let  this 
work  out  to  contract  was  based  as  you  were  advised,  on  the 
k'jen  competition  which  would  result.  This  competition 
would  have  been  lacking-  in  the  matter  of  road  work. 

At  the  appointed  time  the  bids  were  received,  publicly 
.opened  and  read.  Frank  E.  Nichols  was  the  low  bidder  and 
having  furnished  a  satisfactory  bond,  was  awarded  the  con- 
t^'act.  Work  was  started  immediately  and  was  carried 
through  to  a  successful  completion  and  the  last  payment  on 
November  sixteenth  nineteen  hundred  twenty  five. 

During  the  course  of  this  sidewalk  contract  it  would  have 
been  much  easier  for  us  to  have  followed  the  grades  as  we 
found  them.  On  Goddard  Court  it  was  deemed  advisable  to 
lower  the  grade.  Now  that  the  work  is,  done  the  benefit  is 
tiiost  apparent.  The  same  w^as  true  of  Sayles  Street,  and  we 
are  surje  the  residents  along  this  portion  of  the  street  appre- 
ciate the  change. 

A  report  on  the  sidewalk  construction  of  last  year  would 
t  be  complete  without  calling,  to  your  attention  the  gene- 
•'osity  of  Mr.  Felix  Gatineau  and  of  Mrs.  and  Mr.  Jack  Cap- 
livich,  who  freely  gave  of  their  respective  plots  of  land,  so 
that  the  awkward  angle  on  Goddard  Court  was  smoothed  out 
and  traffic  conditions  greatly  improved.  In  our  opinion  it 
\''ould  seem  commendable  if  a  portion  of  each  sidewalk  as- 
sessment were  abated. 

The  Assessment  lists  together  with  the  necessary  form 
have  been  prepared  by  this  office  and  are  ready  for  mailing. 
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Grades  and  lines  were  given  for  the  construction  of  new- 
sewer  mains  in  Chestnut  and  Hartwell  Streets  and  Eastford 
Road,  also  on  the  low  level  line  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
American  Optical  Company  along  East  Main  Street.  Follow- 
ing the  advice  of  this  office  the  Town  voted  to  substitute  cast 
iron  pipe  for  the  akron  pipe  in  use.  An  inspection  of  this 
main  as  relaid,  shows  results  which  Vv^holly  justify  the  changes. 
In  our  opinion  it  would  be  \^ell  to  investigate  the  condition 
o^'  the  low  level  sewer  along  Mechanics  Street  with  a  view  to 
I  hanging  from  akron  pipe  to  cast  iron  pipe. 

Grades  and  lines  were  given  on  the  Dresser  Street  Play- 
grounds. The  Park  Commissioners  also  directed  that  this 
office  proceed  with  the  work  on  a  day  labor  basis.  For  the 
i.  oney  spent  niore  was  accomplished  than  in  previous  years. 
A  large  appropriation  for  the  completion  of  this  work  should 
commend  itself  to  the  voters.  The  boys  and  girls  of  the  Town 
need  a  public  recreation  and  athletic  field,  a  place  where  they 
can  develop  that  prowess  necessary  to  compete  favorably  with 
boys  and  girls  of  other  communities. 

We  prepared  plans  and  estimates  for  the  construction  of 
p  surface  water  sewer  on  Worcester  Street,  Olney  Avenue, 
Thomas  Street  and  Charlton  Street.  It  was  our  intention  to 
divert  the  brook  no^^'  unning  through  private  property  in  to 
this  sewer.  Abutters  in  the  area  to  be  benefited  objected  to 
'■he  method  of  assessment  and  therefore  nothing  further  has 
been  done. 

This  office  realizing  the  necessity  of  suitable  street  signs 
m.ade  an  effort  to  start  a  system  covering  this  need.  The  signs 
which  we  have  placed  in  the  business  district  seem  to  be  ac- 
ceptable. It  would  seem  advisable  to  continue  placing  similar 
signs  at  the  intersection  of  all  the  streets  leading  from  ]Main. 
iliimilton,  Worcester  and   Mechanics  Streets.    A  different 
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style  of  sign  might  be  more  appropriate  in  other  sections  of 
Ihe  Town.  The  signs  which  have  been  placed  on  Main  Street 
were  paid  for  out  of  this  department's  appropriattion  and  were 
placed  in  position  by  men  from  Fire  Headquarters.  , 

*  A  detailed  sectional  map  of  the  area  bounded  easterly 
Flm  Street,  southerly  by  Durfee  Street,  westerly  by  Prospect 
Street  and  northerly  by  Hartwell  Street,  has  been  compiled 
^V/r  the  use  of  the  Assessors. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  a  large  number  of  people: 
-  li-^ve  called  for  the  aluminum  house  numbers  which  this  office 
f.irnishes  free  of  charge.    We  feel  that  this  cooperatiton  will 
continue  and  we  are  ready  to  continue  the  custom  of  free  num- 
b^  rs  and  the  assignment  of  them. 

The  trafRc  paint  used  in  directing  and  controlling  traffic 
was  boueht  and  paid  for  by  this  office.  It  was  applied  by  the. 
men  from  Fire  Headquarters. 

As  a  m^eans  of  furthering  public  safety  we  have  painted 
some  of  the  poles  along  heavily  travelled  streets  and  at  dark 
and  dangerous  corners.  The  labor  of  painting  as  well  as  the 
purchase  of  the  paint  was  borne  by  this  office. 

The  major  portion  of  our  time  has  been  spent  on  the 
ccnstruction  of  new^  filter  beds  for  the  disposal  of  sewage.  In 
town  meeting  the  sum  of  $80,000.00  was  appropriated  for  this 
'v\ork.  The  work  included  the  completion  of  a  project  sub- 
mitted in  the  latter  part  of  1907,  with  the  addition  of  two  new 
beds  near  the  Quinebaug  River,  the  renovation  of  six  of  the 
3ld  beds,  and  the  possible  improvement  of  the  settling  tanks. 

Actual  work  was  started  during  the  week  of  June  20t}] 
P25.    Excellent  progress  was  made  in  spite  of  the  fact  thai 


v'^ry  hard  digging  and  water  was  encountered  in  three  of  the 
beds.  In  one  of  the  beds  the  character  of  the  excavation  was 
sach,  that,  it  became  necessary  to  use  about  two  tons  of  dyna- 
mite. By  October  30th  we  had  completed  the  excavation  and 
the  buildini;  of  the  banks,  and  the  greater  part  of  the  bank 
along  the  River  had  been  riprapped.  The  most  difficult  half 
'jf  the  work  had  been  completed  and  the  beds  were  ready  for 
sand.   Up  to  this  time  about  §28,000.00  had  been  spent. 

In  1924,  during  the  preliminary  investigation  of  the  pro- 
T)osed  work,  the  writer,  in  company  with  Mr.  Clarke,  chief 
chemist,  and  Mr.  Wright,  first  assistant  engineer  of  the  State 
I  epartment  of  Public  Health,  took  samples  of  sand  from  the 
bt>.nk  of  the  Southbridge  Printing  Company,  and  from  the  bank 
of  the  American  Optical  Company,  adjoining  St.  Mary's  Cem- 
eteiy.  The  latter  bank  being  under  lease  to  J.  A.  Genereux. 
lests  of  these  samples  revealed  satisfactorj^  sand. 

The  principal  item  necessary  to  the  completion  of  our 
work,  now,  was  the  placing  of  about  20,000  cubic  yards  of 
s.ind  in  the  beds.  This  should  have  been  done  for  the  sum 
of  $30,000.00.  This  office  was  somewhat  enthusiastic,  since 
\«.  e  expected  to  finish  all  the  required  program  for  about  $65,- 
000.00.  The  balance  of  the  appropriation  would  allow  us  to 
improve  the  settling  tanks  and  to  remove  a  sand  bar,  which 
had  formed  in  the  Quinebaug  River,  between  the  main  outlet 
fo  the  beds  and  the  bridge. 

Since  in  our  opinion  the  sand  of  the  Southbridge  Printing 
Company,  was  the  best  sand  in  the  locality,  we,  naturally,  turn- 
ed to  the  owners  expecting  hearty  co-operation  in  carrying  on 
the  project  so  vital  to  the  Town.  The  Treasurer  of  the  South- 
bndge  Printing  Company  refused  to  sell  the  sand  to  the  Town. 
The  price  submitted  for  sand  from  the  other  bank  from  which 
the  above  mentioned  samples  were  taken,  was  too  high,  in 
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our  opinion.  We  therefore  turned  our  attention  to  other  sites. 
1'ests  disclosed  an  acceptable  sand  on  the  farm  of  Thomas  W. 
l?lackmer,  m  West  Dudley.  This  bank  was  about  one  and 
one-half  miles  from  the  beds. 

After  removing  4800  cubic  yards  from  this  bank,  we  en- 
countered boulders  and  a  very  high  per  cent,  of  stone  con- 
tent. It  became  necessary  to  move.  The  price  of  ten  cents 
I-'er  cubic  yard  wp.s  paid  for  this  sand,  with  the  understanding 
that  the  fences  be  replaced  and  the  pits  left  in  good  condition. 
.About  this  time  the  sewer  commissioners  deemed  it  advisable 
to  enter  into  contract  with  Mederic  Duhamel  for  the  purchase 
of  his  sand.  This  bank  was  highly  stratified,  and,  while  one 
of  the  stratum  presented  excellent  material,  the  greater  volume 
of  the  sand  was  of  extremely  fme  texture.  It  finally  became 
necessary  to  stop  using  this  sand  after  10,156  cubic  yards  had 
i-ieen  taken.  This  bank  was  four  and  one-half  miles  from  the 
b^^ds  and  the  price  of  ten  cents  per  cubic  yard  was  paid. 
Further  consideration  was  now  given  to  the  bank  under  lease 
to  J.  A.  Genereux,  but  this  bank  now  having  been  opened  to 
a  greater  extent  than  in  1924,  showed  a  very  high  stone  con- 
tent, and  therefore  unavailable. 

Again,  we  turned  to  the  bank  of  the  Southbridge  Priiiting 
Company,  and  after  some  delay,  a  contract  between  tlie 
Trustees  of  this  Company  and  the  Town  of  Southbridge  was 
made.  The  delay  mentioned  was  caused  only  because  we  rnust 
wait  for  signatures  to  come  from  New  York.  This  ontract 
expires  June  1,  1926.  The  excellence  of  the  material  oblai/'od 
■rom  this  bank  is  unquestioned.  The  bank  is  located  less  than 
a  mile  from  the  beds.  Had  we  been  allowed  to  purchas.^  this 
sand  in  the  beginning,  it  would  have  saved  at  least  $10,000.00 
to  the  Town  of  Southbridge.  At  the  time  of  stopnmg  work 
for  the  winter,  January  30th,  1926,  we  had  taken  5107  cubic 
yards.    The  price  of  Twenty  five  cents  per  cubic  yard  was 
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Daid  to  the  Soiithbridge  Printing  Company's  Trustees,  and 
n  addition  to  this  we  were  compelled  to  pay  ten  cents  per 
^ubic  yard,  as  a  bonus,  to  J.  A.  Genereux.  ^lakinj?  ihe  total 
thirty  five  cents  per  cubic  yard  for  sand  alone. 

The  total  expenditures  up  to  February  1.  1926,  amount 
to  $65,749.02,  leaving  a  balance  of  §14,250.98  to  complete  the 
work.  Extreme  precaution  and  a  chancre  of  policy  must  be 
observed  if  the  proposed  program  is  to  be  carried  throueh  to 
completion  with  the  amount  of  money  on  hand. 

The  following  recommendations  are  made  with  the  hope 
that  they  will  appeal  favorably  to  you  and  to  the  voters  at 
large.  Many  of  last  year's  suggestions  have  become  jxalities, 
others  passed  over  at  that  time  will  be  found  again  ir*  the  fol- 
lowing list. 

Therefore  I  suggest: 

1.  A  cement  concrete  pavement  on  Main  Street,  start- 
ing at  its  junction  with  South  Street  and  extending  westerly 
to  Hamilton  Street.  Constructed  full  widtn  with  a  curb  on 
the  southerly  side. 

2.  A  bituminous  macadam  road  on  Goddard  Co^rt  from 
Main  Street  extending  southerly  to  Dresser  Street. 

3.  The  elimination  of  the  blind  comer  at  the  junction 
cf  Worcester  and  Charlton  Streets,  following  the  lines  as 
staked  by  this  office.  A  verbal  agreement  as  to  the  purchase 
price  of  this  land  has  been  made  between  the  owner  and  this 
office.  Favorable  action  on  this  suggestion  would  secni  well 
advised. 

4.  A  cement  concrete  pavement  on  Mill  Street  extend- 
ing from  the  northerly  end  of  the  present  pavement  rortherly 
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3bout  350  feet. 

5.  A  cement  concrete  sidewalk  on  the  southerly  side 
of  Hartwell  Street,  extending  westerly  from  the  westerly  end 
cf  the  present  walk  to  Prospect  Street. 

6-  A  6"  or  8"  sewer  main  on  Park  Avenue  and  Wood- 
land Street,  as  further  investigation  may  deem  advisable. 

7.  A  concrete  curb  and  gutter  on  High  Street  from 
Main  to  South,  east  side. 

8.  A  concrete  curb  and  gutter  on  the  westerly  side  of 
'rlverett  Street,  from  Main  to  Summer. 

9.  A  concrete  curb  and  gutter  on  the  w^esterly  side  of 
Toombs  Street,  from  Main  Street  to  Oak  Ridge  Cemetery. 

10.  A  flashing  beacon  at  the  intersection  of  Main  and 
'Hamilton  Streets. 

11.  Continuation  of  the  policy  of  placing  substantial  and 

highly  visible  street  signs  throughout  the  Town.

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  in  submitting  their  report 
for  the  year  1925  wish  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens 
the  congested  condition  which  now  exists  at  the  Elm  Street 
station. 

The  recent  purchase  of  the  combination  pump  which  add- 
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ei  to  our  equipment,  combined  with  the  presence  of  the  am- 
bulance in  the  station  has  taken  all  available  floor  space.  As 
a  result  of  this  congested  condition,  the  major  portion  of  im- 
pair work  and  all  washing  of  apparatus  must  be  done  outside 
the  building.  This  it  can  readily  be  seen  is  very  inconvenient, 
especially  so  during  the  winter  months  of  the  year. 

To  remedy  this  condition  and  to  provide  adequate  floor 
opace  for  the  department  we  recommend  that  an  addition  to 
the  present  building  be  erected. 

We  also  recommend  the  installation  of  five  new  hydrants. 

We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $28,554.00.  \ 

We  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  for  their  loyal  support  and 
ii.e  firemen  for  obedience  and  good  work.

I  herewith  present  my  report  for  the  year  ending  Janu- 
ary ]. 1926: 

The  work  of  this  department  has  consisted  mainly  of  the 
removal  oT  dead  and  dangerous  trees  and        -ttmg  out  o 
broken  and  decayed  branches  wherever  needed  most  for  the 
public  safety. 

While  it  has  been  necessary  to  bolt  several  weak  crotches 
in  a  few  trees  I  have  not  as  yet  attempted  any  systematic 
prun  ng  or  repair  work  but  am  in  hopes  the  commg  year  to  be 
ab?e  to  do  so  and  at  the  close  of  the  year's  report  a  vast  im- 
provement in  the  general  condition  of  the  town  shade  trees. 

I  wish  to  recommend  and  call  to  the  attention  of  the  citi- 
•  ens  he  urgent  necessity  that  some  effort  be  "lade  in  the  com 
infyeLr  to  plant  shade  trees  to  take  the  place  of  those  that 
had  to  be  removed. 

Durin.^  the  past  two  years  thirty  one  large  shade  trees 
,ave  been  cut  down  ad.iacent  to  our  highways  and  it  w^uld 
be  a  move  for  the  better  to  start  plantmg  now  with  a  three 
Ad  obTect  ve  in  view,  the  replacing  of  the  ones  that  have 
ten  removed,  the  natural  additional  beauty  and  shade  i 
would  Xe  to  our  highways  but  most  important  that  we  might 
hand  them  down  to  the  coming  generations.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge : 

The  Town  Forestry  Committee  has  secured  an  option  on 
a  76  acre  tract  of  land  which  the  Committee  considers  suit- 
ably located  and  adapted  for  the  establishment  of  a  Tow^n 
_  forest. 

The  tract,  through  which  passes  the  old  Hatchet  Hill 
read,  is  conveniently  located  at  the  upper  end  of  West  Street, 
and  it  may  be  purchased  for  the  sum  of  $3000.  The  Commit- 
tee has  already  received  a  standinjr  offer  of  $2500  for  the 
growing  timber.  The  greater  part  of  the  site  is  heavily  w^ood- 
ed  and  is  valued  by  lumbermen  to  be  in  excess  of  this  figure. 

The  purchase  of  this  property  by  the  Town  w^ould  in- 
sure sufficient  fuel  for  the  use  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  for  many  years  hence,  in  addition  to  placing  South- 
bridge  with  the  165  other  Massachusetts  cities  and  towns  that 
have  and  are  establishing  Town  forests. 

The  Committee  recommends  the  purchase  of  the  above 
mentioned  tract  of  land  for  the  establishment  of  a  Town 
forest.

A  total  of  4,000  cubic  yards  of  .arravel  was  used  during 
che  last  year  to  finish  the  filling  of  the  Dresser  Street  Play- 
i?round.  We  w^ere  fortunate  in  .sfettin$r  that  much  fillinof  done 
with  the  very  small  appropriation  given  us  on  account  of  ^ret- 
ting-  access  to  a  good  prravel  bank  but  a  short  distance  from 
tx^e  j2:rounds  with  ^ood  hauling-  roads  and  also  the  use  of  a 
sream  shovel. 

A  diamond  was  graded  and  rolled  so  that  from  July  to 
Movember  the  same  was  in  use  ver^-  good  day  and  evening. 

A  back  stop  was  also  built  which  was  badly  needed. 

This  year  we  will  need  about  2,000  cubic  yards  of  loam 
and  this  should  be  all  seeded  early.  A  quarter  mile  cinder 
track  should  be  built  and  also  a  wading  pool  about  18"  deep 
should  also  be  made  for  the  smaller  children  to  use. 

For  this  work  an  appropriation  of  $8,000.00  will  be  ne- 
cossary.  The  sooner  the  correct  amount  is  given  to  the  Park 
Commissioners,  the  sooner  the  Citizens  will  enjoy  their  Park 
and  also  be  well  proud  of  it. 
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The  Spanish  War  MonumeKts  and  Reindeau  Park  were 
Vv'ell  taken  care  of  during  the  Summer  months  for  the  Regular

BOARD  OF  WELFARE 


To  the  Citizens  of  Southbridjre : 

The  year  1925  closed  with  a  lare:er  number  of  people  re- 
ceiving aid  then  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  Town  al- 
thouorh  we  have  succeeded  in  carryin$r  on  our  work  wathoiit 
overdrawing  any  of  our  accounts.  The  depression  in  the  local 
industries  lastinj?  as  lon^r  as  it  has,  has  compelled  a  good  many 
thrifty  people  to  call  for  help  after  usinjr  up  their  small  sav- 
ing's. Up  to  the  present  time  we  can  see  no  noticeable  im- 
provement. The  Mothers'  Aid  account  is  as  usual  doing  good 
work  in  maintaining  homes  for  dependent  children  and  their 
mothers.  We  have  been  complimented  by  the  State  visitor 
on  the  class  of  people  receiving  aid  under  this  division. 

The  Almshouse  on  Chestnut  St.,  is  in  good  condition  and 
w^e  have  on  hand  about  ]20  cords  of  hard  w^ood  for  distribu- 
tion to  the  needy.  A  fire  escape  that  has  been  approved  by 
the  building  inspector  has  been  erected  and  some  changes  to 
meet  the  State  laws  have  been  made.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph 
N.  Pay  ant  have  been  appointed  for  1926  after  13  years  of 
valuable  service  as  warden  and  matron. 

The  collections  from  other  towns  and  cities  and  the  Com- 
monwealth have  been  greater  than  ever  before.  During  1925 
we  collected  $9709.65  which  has  been  turned  to  the  Town 
Treasurer. 
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A  marked  iifcrease  in  dese^-ted  families  and  neglected 
children  hay  occurred  in  the  past  few  years  and  we  have  pro- 
secuted these  cases  to  the  best  of  our  ability.  In  this  work  we 
have  been  willin.g-ly  assisted  by  the  Police  Department  to  whom 
we  express  ow^  gratitude.  We  also  wish  to  thank  the  Sewer 
Commission  for  >riving  preference  to  laborers  who  we  re- 
commended. To  other  Boards  and  Officials  we  extend  our 
thanks  for  their  cooperation.

Last  year  in  our  report  we  recommended  that  the  town 
erect  and  maintain  a  Sanitary  Station  in  the  business  section 
of  the  town,  since  that  time  an  article  was  inserted  into  a 
town  warrant  and  at  a  special  town  meeting,  the  matter  was 
referred  to  the  Board  of  Health  to  investigate  and  report  at 
a  later  meeting,  which  report  will  be  made  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  March  of  this  year. 

The  Board  has  made  arrangements  with  the  owner  of  a 
track  of  land  on  Harrington  Street  for  three  years,  for  its  use 
as  a  public  dump,  this  is  the  same  land  as  was  used  last  year 
but  we  believe  the  plan  now  used  is  better  and  a  much  lower 
cost  to  the  town. 
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The  collection  of  garbage  has  continued  with  better  re- 
sults this  year,  as  the  people  become  more  used  to  the  method, 
more  coo^^eration  is  shown,  the  Board  believes  that  a  can  for 
each  family  instead  of  one  can  for  the  whole  building  brings 
better  collection  and  recommends  that  each  family  have  a 
covered  galvariized  iron  can  owned  by  them  and  that  they 
use  only  their  own  for  their  own  garbage. 

The  Dental  Clinic  has  continued  with  good  results  and 
each  of  the  Dentist  as  they  are  called  to  have  charge  of  the 
clinic,  have  shown  great  interest  and  at  this  time  we  wish  to 
express  our  appreciation  for  their  services  in  this  good  work 
for  the  health  of  the  children,  in  the  Nurse's  report  will  be 
found  a  more  detailed  report.

Gentlemen : 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  agent  to  your  board  for  the 
-year  ending  December  31,  1925. 

All  complaints  received  at  the  office  have  been  investigat- 
ed and  in  every  case  have  been  adjusted  or  abated  to  the 
satisfaction  of  each  party. 

As  the  public  become  educated  in  sanitation,  each  year 
finds  more  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Health  in  keeping 
yards  and  houses  in  more  cleanly  condition. 

Houses  where  there  have  been  contagious  diseases  have 
been  placarded  according  to  law  and  in  most  cases  quarantine 
has  been  observed,  thus  preventing  the  chances  of  contact  and 
later  an  epidemic.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  NURSE 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health : 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Board  of  Health 
Nurse  for  the  year  1925. 

''Diphlheria  is  one  of  the  most  +'atal  diseases  of  child- 
hood. It  kills  thousands  of  children  each  year  while  many 
more  suffer  from  serious  after-effects." 

The  above  is  a  quotation  from  a  health  bureau  and  it  em- 
phasizes the  need  of  strict  precaution  as  well  as  isolation. 

Such  a  waste  of  human  life  and  health  is  needless  since 
all  children  can  be  made  safe  from  diphtheria. 

School  children  of  may  cities  and  towns  throughout  the 
country  are  receiving  the  protective  treatment  from  their 
family  doctor  or  under  the  supervision  of  the  health  depart- 
ment.   Tne  process  of  this  treatment  consists  of  two  parts. 

1.  The  Shick  Test,  which  shows  whether  or  not  a  per- 
son can  take  diphtheria. 

2.  Immunization  treatment,  which  prevents  those  who 
are  susceptible  to  diphtheria  from  catching  the  disease. 

The  recent  outbreak  of  diphtheria  in  this  community 
ought  to  stimulate  parents  to  protect  their  children  by  the 
simple  and  harmless  Schick  Test.

Every  human  being  can  help  to  protect  himself  against 
tuberculosis  if  he  will  only  exercise  care  and  follow  the  gen- 
eral rules  of  hygiene. 

The  patient  has  a  double  duty:  first,  to  himself,  in  order 
to  become  once  more  a  useful  member  of  society  and  secondly, 
by  observing  protective  regulations,  to  prevent  his  family  and 
others  in  the  neighborhood  from  acquiring  the  disease. 

The  tuberculosis  dispensary  was  opened  every  Monday 
evening  from  5  to  7,  for  people  who  have  the  disease  and  wish 
to  benefit  by  periodical  examinations  and  advice.

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Half  pint  bottles  of  milk. are  served  in  nearly  all  class- 
rooms at  St.  Mary's  School.  When  the  milk  lunch  is  served  in 
the  mid-forenoon  the  influence  of  numbers  is  keenly  felt. 
Children  want  to  do  what  other  children  are  doing.  In  this 
way  it  is  possible  to  induce  children  to  drink  milk  at  school, 
who  refuse  to  do  so  at  home.

Children  ten  per  cent  or  more  underweight  have  been 
weighed  twice  during  the  school  year  and  instructed  in  such 
fundamentals  as  rest,  fresh  air,  bathing  and  proper  clothing, 
are  very  important  in  helping  to  bring  the  malnourished  child 
up  to  normal. 

Diet  is  an  all-important  factor  in  overcoming  malnutri- 
tion. 

The  following  tables  show  that  the  majority  of  under- 
weights have  gained.

The  Worcester  County  children's  vacation  camp  at  Ster- 
ling provided  a  health  vacation  for  eight  children,  four  boys 
and  four  girls.  This  number  included  one  boy  from  St.  Mary's 
school.  The  children  sent  to  this  camp  were  maintained  by 
funds  from  the  sale  of  Christmas  seals.  Skilled  physicians, 
-trained  nurses,  teachers,  and  play  leaders  supei'\ised  them 
while  the  health  restoring  outdoor  life  brought  back  ruddy 
cheeks. 

The  care  of  the  children's  mouths  up  to  the  age  of  twelve 
years  is  morth  more  than  that  spent  later  in  repairing  the  re- 
sults of  disease.  The  work  in  the  clinic  stimulates  the  children 
to  start  the  habit  of  mouth  cleanliness  early  and  begin  the 
regular  visits  to  the  dentist. 

The  dental  clinic  was  opened  every  Monday  and  Tuesday 
forenoon  from  9  to  11 :45,  from  October  1st  to  June  1st.

The  usual  physical  examination  was  made  by  the  school 
physician  assisted  by  the  nurse.  With  the  exception  of  dental 
caries,  infected  tonsils  and  enlarged  adenoids  was  the  defect 
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most  frequently  encountered.  Abnormal  tonsils  and  adenoids 
often  prevent  children  from  getting  sufficient  air.  They  should 
be  removed. 

All  class  rooms  visited  and  health  talks  given  as  often 
as  possible.

These  were  installed  in  29  single  houses;  13  2-tenment; 
19  3-tenement:  1  theatre;  1  hotel;  4  business  blocks;  3  fac- 
tories and  additional  fixtures  have  been  placed  in  13  other 
buildings. 

On  this  work  I  have  made  81  water  tests  and  on  work 
where  water  test  was  impossible  or  impracticable  I  have  made 
inspections  and  other  tests. 

There  have  been  34  new  houses  connected  with  sewer; 
12  new  houses  connected  with  cesspools;  11  old  houses  con- 
nected with  sewers  and  4  old  houses  connected  with  cess- 
pools during  the  year.

Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  render  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1925. 

As  Inspector  of  Milk,  I  have  issued  50  licenses  to  peddle 
milk;  10  licenses  to  sell  milk  in  stores  and  4  licenses  to  sell 
oleomargarine  in  stores.  I  have  collected  for  these  license  the 
sum  of  $32.00  which  I  have  turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer 
who  gave  receipt  for  same. 

As  in  former  years  samples  have  been  taken  by  State 
Department  of  Public  Health,  Boston  for  analysis  and  the 
average  result  has  been  good,  there  is  some  demand  that  the 
town  do  this  here,  but  as  yet  there  is  not  any  apparatus  to  do 
the  work. 

Most  of  the  milk  sold  here  is  not  over  twelve  hours  old 
therefor  not  high  in  bacteria  if  properly  cared  for  after  deliv- 
ery ;  one  peddler  is  selling  pasteurized  milk  and  this  I  believe 
is  a  step  in  the  right  direction.

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REPORT  OF  PHYSICIAN. 


Following  is  my  report  and  recommendations  as  phy- 
sician for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1925. 

The  Tuberculosis  Clinic 

Tuberculosis  is  a  very  serious  disease  no  matter  how 
sli^>ht  the  symptoms  may  be.  It  is  often  difficult  to  convince 
patients  of  this  seriousness  as  they  sometimes  do  not  feiel 
sick  but  when  tuberculosis  is  diagnosed  the  patient  should 
put  himself  at  once  into  the  hands  of  a  physician.  Tuber- 
culosis deserves  to  be  taken  with  the  utmost  seriousness. 

Since  1904  the  Tuberculosis  death  rate  for  the  United 
States  has  been  cut  in  half.  But  the  fight  is  not  the  fight  of 
any  one  country.  It  is  the  fight  of  all  humanity.  And  when 
all  Humanity  fights  than  shall  the  Great  White  Plague  that 
has  whitened  the  world  with  tombstones  for  more  than  two 
thousand  years  be  driven  from  the  Eailh. 

No  medicine  will  cure  Tuberculosis — but  it  can  be  cured 
by  fresh  air  day  and  night,  winter  and  summer,  rain  or  shine. 

By  rest,  good  nourishment,  freedom  from  worry,  and 
supervision  by  trained  physicians.  Better  than  cure  is  pre- 
vention through  regular  examination  by  a  physician,  sanitary 
living  and  working  conditions,  and  always  fresh  air  and  sun- 
shine. 

The  disease  attacks  lungs,  skin,  brain  and  bone.  Rich 
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or  Poor  are  exposed.  It  attacks  ail  ages  from  babyhood  to 
old  age.  Acute  danger  periods  are  infancy  and  early  adult 
life. 

The  greatest  death  toll  is  exacted  between  35  and  45  the  • 
most  productive  years  of  life — just  when  the  family  is  most  , 
dependent  on  breadwinner  or  homemaker. 

Tuberculosis  is  preventable  regardless  of  previous  infec- 
tion, family  history  or  race.  It  is  true  that  the  child  of  tuber- 
culous parents  with  whom  he  is  closely  associated  in  infancy 
becomes  rapidly  and  heavily  infected  at  an  early  age  and 
hence  such  a  child  is  likely  to  develop  tuberculosis. 

The  Tuberculosis  Clinic  in  the  Town  Hall  is  open  every 
Monday  from  five  to  seven  o*clock.  The  Board  of  Health 
Nurse  along  with  the  Physician  are  there  to  render  services 
to  the  public.    This  sei'\uce  is  without  charge. 

The  Schick  Test. 

Not  so  many  years  ago  Diphtheria  was  the  black  enemy 
of  childhood.  All  over  the  world  it  claimed  a  frightful  toll. 
And  the  tragedy  was  that  three-quarters  of  its  victims  were 
little  tots  under  six,  hardly  more  than  babies.  Swiftly  it  struck 
with  deadly  result — without  warning  and  there  was  no  sure 
way  to  combat  it. 

The  Schick  Message  is  that  if  mothers  and  fathers  and 
all  others  who  love  children  will  help,  this  dread  disease  that 
has  blotted  out  so  many  lives  can  be  wiped  out.  Children 
need  not  have  Diphtheria.    It  can  be  prevented. 

Would  you  willingly  permit  a  man  to  drive  an  automo- 
bile into  a  crowd  of  little  children?  Why  then  permit  Diph- 
theria— unchecked  to  mow  them  down  ? 
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Today,  eminent  specialist  st^te  positively  and  definitely 
that  through  modern  preventive  treatment  Diphtheria  can  be 
Stamped  Oat.  Some  children  are  able  to  resist  the  germs  of 
Diphtheria. 

Others  are  not.  The  wonderful  discovery  of  Dr.  Schick 
of  Vienna,  is  now  being  used  to  show  which  children  need 
protection  which  are  susceptible  and  which  are  not.  The 
Schick  Test  consists  in  giving  the  child  a  tiny  injection  in  the 
skin  of  the  arm.  If  after  a  few  days  a  red  spot  appears  where 
the  injection  was  made,  the  child  is  susceptible.  If  no  spot 
appears,  the  child  is  immune. 

Children  who  show^  by  the  Schick  Test  that  they  are  liable 
to  Diphtheria  can  be  given  at  once  the  Toxen-Antitoxen  Pre- 
ventive Treatment.  This  treatment  consists  of  three  injec- 
ttions  of  Toxen-Antitoxen,  one  each  week  for  three  weeks. 
The  Schick  Test  does  not  make  the  child  immune,  but  authori- 
ties agree  that  the  Toxen  Treatment  does.  Experience  shows 
that  both  are  painless  and  harmless. 

This  year  the  Board  of  Health  Physician  has  introduced 
the  Schick  Test  in  all  schools  and  needs  your  heartiest  coop- 
eration. If  your  child  brings  home  a  request  for  your  approval 
for  the  Test  or  the  Toxen-Antitoxen  treatment  do  not  hesitate 
to  give  permission.    If  you  love  them  Make  them  safe. 

Diptheria  is  extremely  contagious.  Have  your  childrens' 
throats  examined  at  first  suggestion  of  a  cold  or  of  a  fever. 
The  disease  is  caused  by  a  germ  that  lodges  in  the  throat  and 
later  forms  a  membrane.  Death  is  frequently  caused  by  stran- 
gulation and  the  agony  of  the  struggling  child  beggars  des- 
cription.

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REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 


The  Cemetery  Committee  ore:anized  for  the  year  of  1925 
with  Georjre  H.  Hartwell  Jr.  as  Chairman  and  S.  W.  Williams 
as  Clerk. 

The  Cemetery  work  was  carried  along:  the  usual  lines 
during  the  year  just  ending  erivin^r  special  attention  to  the 
perpetual  care  lots  and  as  much  care  as  possible  to  the  lots 
not  havine:  this  care. 

It  is  necessary  to  do  an  increasinj?  amount  of  work  on  the 
gravel  drives  eveiy  year.  The  use  of  automobiles  necessitates 
a  constant  effort  on  the  part  of  the  workmen  to  keep  them  in 
proper  condition. 

A  ffreat  deal  of  time  has  to  be  spent  every  year  in  grading 
sunken  graves.  This  requires  the  removal  of  the  sod,  filling 
the  depression  with  loam,  stamping  the  grave  and  replacing 
the  sod.  This  year  we  have  graded  over  three  hundred  graves 
in  this  manner. 

We  have  been  able  during  the  year  to  give  more  atten- 
tion to  the  sections  located  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Cemetery. 
For  a  number  of  years  we  have  had  to  neglect  these  sections 
due  to  a  lack  of  funds.  While  we  have  not  been  able  to  do 
all  the  work  we  would  like  to  have  done,  we  feel  a  start  has 
been  made  and  know  with  the  attention  we  will  be  able  to 
give  these  parts  from  now  on  it  will  only  be  a  few  years  be- 
fore they  will  be  in  as  good  condition  as  the  rest  of  the  Ceme- 
tery. 
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Eveiy  year  we  have  endeavored  to  give  what  is  know:' 
as  the  old  part  of  the  Cemeter>%  the  part  that  was  filled  be 
lore  perpetual  care  was  originated,  an  increasing  amount  o 
care.  This  year,  due  to  a  greater  income,  we  have  repairei 
the  Main  street  arch,  re-set  the  curbing  along  the  drive  lead 
ing  to  Main  Street  and  made  several  minor  improvements. 

The  greater  part  of  July  was  spent  working  on  the  trac 
of  land  given  the  Cemeteiy  a  year  ago.  What  underbrusl 
had  grown  during  the  year  was  cut  out,  also  a  few  dead  tree 
removed.  By  doing  this  work  we  have  endeavored  to  fulfil 
the  provision  of  the  gift  in  which  we  agreed  to  keep  this  lo 
in  the  best  of  condition. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  we  acknowledge  with  sin 
cere  appreciation  the  construction  of  the  fine  cement  road  an( 
sidewalk  at  the  main  entrance  to  the  Cemetery.  This  wa 
made  possible  by  the  interest  and  generosity  of  Hon.  Calvii 
D.  Paige.  An  entrance  of  this  kind  has  been  badly  neede( 
for  a  great  many  years.  We  now  have  an  approach  that  wil- 
be  a  lasting  satisfaction  to  all  those  who  are  in  any  way  in 
terested  in  the  Cemetery. 

It  is  of  great  encouragement  to  the  Committee  to  not* 
the  increasing  interest  that  is  being  taken  in  a  material  wa; 
by  our  citizens  in  the  welfare  of  the  Cemetery.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Jacob  Edwards  Library : 

USE 

A  circulattion  of  70,641  volumes  during"  1925  contrast- 
ed with  the  47,788  volumes  'taken  out'  ten  years  a^:o,  during 
-  our  first  year  in  the  new  building,  tells  the  tale  of  the  constant- 
ly increasing  use  of  the  library — increasing  use  by  both  adults 
and  children,  by  the  seeker  for  amusement  and  the  seeker  for 
knowledge.  The  percentage  of  fiction  circulated  has  decreas- 
ed a  bit,  which  indicates  that  the  seeker  after  knowledgre  is 
increasing. 

With  real  encouragement,  almost  any  number  of  children 
would  use  the  library.  We  have  unfortunately  not  the  num- 
ber of  assistants  required  for  that  sort  of  work.  Swarms  of 
children  use  the  library  after  school  hours  (many  days  we 
seem  to  be  a  reference  library  for  the  high  schools.  This  is 
as  it  should  be.  We  would  however,  call  to  the  attention  of 
the  townspeople  that  they  are  thus  saved  providing  an  ade- 
quate high  school  library,  which  is  a  growing  custom  and  is 
required  in  some  states.  That  we  may  meet  the  needs  of 
these  young  people,  we  need  greatly  increased  stocks  of  stand- 
ard and  reference  books. 

GROWTH 

Nine  hundred  and  three  volumes  were  added  during  the 
year.  469  of  which  were  bought  to  replace  wornout  books. 
Seven  hundred  and  ninety  volumes  were  discarded,  because 
they  were  worn,  dirty  or  out  of  date — books  on  prohibition,; 
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woman  suffrage,  old  books  on  etiquette,  science,  education, 
and  health.  Books  out  of  date  are  not  only  of  no  value  in  a 
library,  but  are  a  detriment,  as  people  often  choose  them  in- 
stead of  the  up-to-date  book,  which  will  give  them  the  informa- 
tion they  seek. 

The  library  now  contains  25,280  volumes. 

ACTIVITIES 

Instruction  in  the  use  of  the  library  was  given  to  the  fresh- 
man class  of  the  Mary  E.  Wells  high  school  and  to  the  pupils 
of  the  continuation  schools,  in  small  groups. 

A  new  service,  which  is  welcomed  by  many  readers,  is 
the  series  of  reading  courses  published  by  the  American  library 
association,  and  now  available  at  the  Library.  Most  people 
feel  that  their  reading  might  be  both  more  enjoyable  and 
more  profitable.  'Reading  with  a  purpose'  offers  expert  ad- 
vice for  study  in  many  fields — the  lists  are  popular  and  brief 
and,  at  the  same  time,  sound.  Biology,  English  and  American 
literature,  American  government.  Music,  Sociology,  Biography, 
Economics,  Psychology,  and  Child  study  are  the  courses  of- 
fered. All  books  recommended  in  the  courses  are  in  the  li- 
brary. 

GIFTS 

Many  gifts  of  books  and  periodicals  are  acknowledged 
elsewhere. 

A  bequest  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of 
books  in  French,  came  to  the  Library  from  the  estate  of  Mr. 
Clement  Begin.  The  books  purchased  can  now  be  obtained 
at  the  libraiy. 
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The  Southbridge  water  supply,  through  the  kindness  of' 
Mr.  G.  H.  Abbott,  presented  to  the  historical  museum  belong- 
ing to  the  library,  an  Indian  dugout,  which  had  been  found 
in  Hatchett  Pond.  The  Library  would  again  call  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  people  of  Southbridge  that  here,  in  a  fireproof 
building,  is  the  natural  place  to  deposit  articles  connected 
with  the  early  history  of  the  town. 

APPROPRIATION 

Merely  to  be  up  to  the  average  appropriation  for  public 
libraries  of  other  towns  of  our  size,  our  appropriation  should 
be  $10,826.  With  less,  we  cannot  offer  our  townspeople  what 
other  towns  are  offering  their  people,  through  their  public 
libraries.  The  great  increase  in  the  use  of  the  library  during 
the  last  few  years  demands  increased  numbers  of  assistants, 
replaced  copies  of  wornout  books  and  much  rebinding  of^ 
books  lit  to  bind.  All  of  this  merely  to  keep  up  the  present 
level  of  the  library.  However,  the  demand  is  large  for  in- 
creased opportunities  of  every  sort.

REPORT  OF 
THE  SEWERS  COMMISSONERS 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridti'e : 

Your  board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  herewith  submit 
their  report  for  the  year  ending  December  21st,  1925. 

There  are  now  connected  with  the  system  1279  buildings 
including  manufacturing  plants,  schools,  public  buildings, 
tenement  houses  and  residences. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Town  of 
Southbridge.  the  Commissioners  have  built  a  stretch  of  sewer 
on  Eastford  road  a  length  of  1800  feet  at  a  cost  of  $9,412.03. 

The  st^-etch  of  sew^er  was  laid  on  Hartwell  Street  exten- 
sion, a  length  of  198.2  feet  at  a  cost  of  $379  47  and  also  a 
stretch  laid  on  Chestnut  Street  a  length  of  145  feet  at  a  cost 
of  $449.14.  These  sew^ers  were  built  from  our  sewer  assess- 
ment revenue. 

East  Main  Street  sewer  was  relaid  with  10  inch  cast  iron 
pipe,  for  a  length  of  527  feet,  at  the  cost  of  $3,489.68.  this 
work  had  to  be  done  under  dangerous  conditions.  Trench  was 
dug  at  a  depth  of  12  feet,  and  dropped  3  feet  below  the  water 
line  of  the  Quinebaug  River.  It  was  necessary  to  shore  the 
trench  with  planks  to  prevent  same  from  caving  iu.  The  ex- 
cavated dirt  had  to  be  thrown  into  the  road  due  to  the  fact 
that  we  were  digging  too  close  to  the  River  bank.    The  lay- 
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in^r  of  pipes  had  to  be  done  on  Saturday  afternoons  and  Sun- 
days while  the  mills  were  not  in  operation,  because  it  was 
necessary  to  lower  the  River  for  such  work. 

It  was  also  necessary  to  relay  15  feet  of  sewer  on  Cliff 
Street  after  excavating  it  was  found  that  the  pipes  were  bro- 
ken by  the  weight  of  stones  and  boulders,  which  were  dump- 
ed over  the  pipe  at  the  time  that  the  Grand  Trunk  excavated 
for  the  Railroad  bed,  here  it  was  necessary  to  go  down  a 
depth  of  18  feet  under  very  dangerous  conditions,  it  was 
necessary  to  shore  the  trench  to  make  it  safe  for  the  work- 
men, and  it  was  also  necessary  to  keep  a  motor  driven  pump, 
pumping  continuously  to  keep  sewage  out  of  the  trench  while 
repairs  were  being  made. 

Cohasse  Street  sewer  was  built  at  the  cost  of  $224.22. 

Work  started  on  the  construction  of  new  Filter  beds  on 
May  28th,  men  were  put  to  work  cutting  down  trees  and  build- 
ing bridge  and  clearing  the  grounds  ready  to  receive  steam 
shovel. 

On  June  20th  Thomas  F.  McGovern's  steam  shovel  was 
moved  to  the  premises  setting  up  and  getting  ready  to  exca- 
vate. On  June  22nd  excavating  and  drawing  of  dirt  with 
trucks  begun  with  nine  (9)  trucks  working.  On  October  21st 
Mr.  M.  Streeter  &  Son's  steam  shovel  was  moved  to  the  West 
Dudley  sand  bank,  and  worked  there  until  December  2nd. 
Thomas  F.  McGovern's  steam  shovel  also  moved  to  the  Dud- 
ley pit  on  November  1st  and  moved  out  from  the  Dudley  pit 
on  December  6th  to  go  to  Mr.  M.  Duhamel's  sand  bank.  On 
December  8th  hauling  of  sand  from  bank  started  with  18 
trucks  work-tng.  After  taking  10,158  cubic  yards  of  sand  it 
was  necessary  to  move  out  of  M.  DuhameFs  bank,  because  the 
run  of  the  sand  was  too  fine  for  filtering  purposes,  therefore 
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the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  ordered  us  to  obtain 
coaser  sand,  and  they  recommended  the  Southbridge  Printing 
Works's  sand  bank.  On  December  24th  the  shovel  moved  out 
of  M.  DuhamePs  bank  to  ^o  to  the  Southbridge  Printing 
Works  bank,  and  was  still  working  on  December  31st.  with 
11  trucks.

Dear  Sir : 

The  Play.Q:rounds  at  Central,  School,  Elm.  Union,  and 
Sandersdale  opened  for  the  Summer  session  of  five  weeks  on 
July  7,  1925,  with  a  daily  average  attendance  of  eight  hundred 
children. 

As  in  previous  years  the  afternoon  session  of  four  hours 
was  divided  into  Industrial  and  Play  periods.  The  work  com- 
pleted this  past  season  was  more  than  gratifying,  there  being 
more  interest  shown  in  the  Industrial  work,  such  as  Basketry, 
Sewing  and  Weaving.  Ribbons  were  awarded  in  these  three 
branches  of  work,  and  were  on  display  in  the  Edwards  Com- 
pany window,  through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  John  Shaughnessy. 

The  fact  that  the  Senior  and  Junior  Boys  and  Girls  qua- 
lified for  and  passed  the  Playground  and  Recreation  Associa- 
tion of  America  Badge  test  proves  increased  interest  in  athlet- 
ics.   Other  Boys  and  Girls  tried  but  failed  to  pass  the  test. 

The  Track  Meet  on  Festival  Day  held  at  the  Central 
Street  Playground  attracted  about  two  hundred  boys  from  all 
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the  playgrounds,  more  boys  than  ever  before  taking  part  in 
the  dashes,  relays,  etc.  The  most  suitable  prizes  were  award- 
ed to  the  runners. 

The  Baseball  series  of  the  Senior  and  Junior  Boys  was 
very  lively,  also  the  Punch  ball  series  between  the  Senior  Girls 
of  the  Central  Street  Grounds  and  the  Girls  of  the  School 
Street  Grounds.  Other  interesting  features  of  the  season  was 
the  special  days  aiTanged  by  the  directors  of  the  different 
grounds. 

I  wish  to  publicly  acknowledge  the  helpfulness  of  the 
Playground  Committee  and  its  Chairman,  Dr.  D.  H.  Peloquin 
for  his  assistance  and  kindness,  also  wish  to  thank  the  instruc- 
tors for  their  co-operation  during  the  season.

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Southbridge  for  the  year  ending 
-December  31,  1925,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon: 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  reported  receipts  were 
checked  with  the  records  in  the  several  departments  collect- 
ing money  for  the  town  and  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book, 
and  the  expenditures  were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  war- 
rants authorizing  payments.  Original  bills  and  pay-rolls 
were  examined  in  sufficient  numbers  to  satisfy  me  of  their 
correctness. 

The  town  clerk's  record  of  appropriations  and  transfers 
voted  by  the  town  were  examined  and  checked  to  the  appro- 
priation accounts.  The  classification  book  was  examined  and 
found  to  be  in  agreement  with  the  ledger.  The  ledger  ac- 
counts were  analyzed,  a  trial  balance  was  taken  off,  and  a 
balance  sheet  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the 
town  as  of  December  31,  1925. 

The  outstanding  debt  was  verified  and  the  debt  and  in- 
terest payments  were  checked  with  the  amounts  falling  due 
and  with  the  cancelled  bonds,  notes  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked,  the  recorded  receipts  being  compared  with  the 
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records  of  departmental  payments  to  the  treasurer,  with  the 
other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  treasury, 
and  with  the  accountant's  books.  Tlie  disbursements  were 
checked  with  the  warrants  authorizing  them. 

The  cash  book  was  footed  and  the  balance  was  recon- 
ciled with  the  amounts  in  the  banks,  less  the  outstanding- 
checks.  The  trust  and  sinking  funds  in  the  custody  of  the 
treasurer  were  verified  by  examining  the  savings  bank  books 
and  securities,  the  income  being  proved  and  found  to  be  cor- 
rectly recorded. 

The  sewer  assessments  committed  to  the  treasurer  for 
collection  were  verified,  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed 
and  proved  to  the  control  account  in  the  accountant's  ledger, 
and  the  collections  were  checked  to  the  treasurer's  and  the 
accountant's  books. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  exam- 
ined and  checked.  The  collections  were  compared  with  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer  as  recorded  on  the  treasurer's  books, 
and  the  abatements  were  checked  to  the  assessors'  record  of 
abatements  granted. 

The  commitments  of  taxes  and  assessments  were  proved 
with  the  warrants  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed 
and  verified  by  a  comparison  with  the  accountant's  ledger. 

A  number  of  notices  were  mailed  to  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from 
the  replies  received  I  am  satisfied  that  the  accounts  as  listed 
are  correct. 


The  practice  of  making  appropriations  for  sewers  from 
sewer  assessment  revenue  should  be  discontinued,  as  this  is 
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the  balancing  account  for  outstanding  sewer  assessments  and 
as  shown  by  the  balance  sheet,  payments  have  been  made  oi 
account  of  sewers  in  excess  of  collections.  In  the  future  th< 
accountant  will  set  up  a  sewer  reserve  account,  which  will  b( 
made  up  of  collections  of  sewer  assessments  and  from  whicl 
appropriations  for  sewers  should  be  made. 

The  town  clei'k's  records  of  licenses  issued  for  the  town 
the  state,  and  the  county  were  examined  and  verified,  th( 
reported  payments  being  compared  with  the  treasurer's  anc 
the  accountant's  books  and  with  receipts  on  file  from  the  state 
and  the  county. 

In  addition  to  the  departments  and  accounts  mentioned 
the  records  of  receipts  from  the  rent  of  the  town  hall,  fron 
the  sealer  oi'  weights  and  measur*es,  as  well  as  from  the 
police,  fire,  health,  highway,  poor,  school,  library  and  ceme 
tery  departments,  were  examined,  and  payments  to  the  trea 
surer  were  verified  by  a  comparison  with  the  treasurer's  anc 
the  accountant's  books. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  treasurer,  the  collector  and  th( 
town  clerk  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  reconcilia- 
tion of  the  treasurer's  and  the  tax  collector's  cash,  summar- 
ies of  the  tax,  assessment  and  departmental  accounts,  to 
gether  wuth  tables  showing  the  condition  of  the  sinking  anc 
trust  funds. 

For  the  courtesies  extended  and  the  assistance  renderec 
during  the  process  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assist

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REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge : 

We  herewith  submit  our  doings  for  the  past  year,  it  has 
been  a  year  full  of  projects  of  importance  and  we  hope  that 
the  results  have  been  satisfactory. 

Several  articles  of  the  annual  town  meeting  were  referred 
to  us  to  make  a  study  of  the  subject  and  either  to  correct  or 
report  to  the  Town  at  a  future  meeting. 

One  of  the  most  serious  was  the  selling  of  the  town 
property  on  Goddard  Street,  and  purchasing  of  a  new  site  for 
a  town  barn,  we  have  received  offers  and  have  visited  the  fol- 
lowing locatitons :  Freeman  Spaulding,  5  acres,  off  East  Main 
St.,  ?5500;  T.  J.  Harrington,  42,500  Sq  Feet,  Worcester  St. 
$7000;  F.  E.  Corbin,  23^  acres,  Charlton  St.  $5000;  J.  E. 

Paige,  Central  St.  $  ;  David  Lenti,  19,500  sq.  ft.  Main 

St.  (with  barn)  $15,000;  W.  J.  Earls,  Main  St.  $13,000;  A. 
M.  Bartholomew,  II/2  acres,  Marcy  St.  $9000;  O'Shaughnes- 
sy  &  Marcy,  60,000  sq.  ft.  $  ;  J.  E.  Paige,  any  amount 
$10.00  running  front  foot.  Elm  St.,  John  G.  Clarke,  Duval  St. 
21/2  acres,  $4000;  W.  W.  Buckley,  Moon  St.  9  acres  and  sheds 
$7000;  Morris  Green,  300  front  feet.  Green  Ave.  $6000;  Ame- 
rican Optical  Co.  North  St.,  $  ;  Paul  Lataille,  Fairlawn, 

$2000 ;  we  submit  these  figures  and  sites  for  consideration  of 
the  voters,  no  actual  offers  have  been  received  for  the  old 
barn  and  land  on  Goddard  Court  for  we  waited  until  we  had 
purchased  a  new  site  before  disposing  of  same. 
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As  requested  by  the  voters  the  wooden  Honor  Roll  has 
been  removed  from  the  lav^n  at  the  town  hall  buildin^f  and 
stored  in  the  basement  for  reference  by  the  American  Legion 
Post. 

Street  lights  have  been  installed  on  Brochu,  Henry  and 
Waid  streets,  arc  lights  were  installed  as  an  experiment,  at 
the  junction  of  South  and  Main  Streets  also  Hamilton  and 
Oliver  Streets. 

The  Selectmen  under  Article  42  of  the  annual  meeting 
have  worked  with  the  Special  Committee  appointed  to  re- 
pair and  build  an  addition  to  the  Fire  Headquarters  and 
have  also  had  the  sidewalk  repaired  and  a  driveway  con- 
structed. 

We  believe  that  some  action  should  be  taken  to  install 
some  device  for  better  ventilation  of  the  main  auditorium  in 
the  town  hall  building,  this  hall  is  being  used  more  and  more 
each  year  and  at  times  the  air  is  in  a  very  unhealthy  condi- 
tion, to  install  a  complete  system  would  be  a  very  expensive 
undertaking,  yet  we  think  that  two  or  three  electric  driven 
fans  put  in  at  either  end  of  the  hall  would  be  an  improvement. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  four  of  the  members  of  the  By- 
Law  Committee  have  passed  away,  we  recommend  that  the 
present  committee  be  discharged  and  a  new  committee  ap- 
pointed with  a  sufficient  amount  appropriated  for  a  definite 
report  to  be  made  at  the  next  annual  town  meeting. 

We  recommend  that  only  necessary  new  construction  be 
continued  this  year,  such  as  the  Main  Street  Paving  toward 
the  Globe  Village.  The  town  should  get  away  from  the  habit 
of  ''Buying  on  the  installment  plan"  so  to  speak,  we  should 
pay  as  we  go,  tieing  up  the  town  for  a  period  of  years  is  poor 
policy  and  should  be  abandoned,  with  a  special  effort  to  re- 
duce the  tax  rate. 
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All  departments  should  make  a  special  effort  to  stay- 
within  their  appropriations,  and  no  department  be  allowed 
to  overdraw  unless  an  acute  emergency  arises,  we  would 
also  ask  that  they  keep  their  budget  within  last  year's  appro- 
priation or  reduce  if  possible. 

As  our  town  grows  the  question  often  arises  if  it  would 

not  be  wise  to  change  our  form  of  government  either  to  a  city 
or  representative  form  of  town  government,  this  is  being  done 
in  many  towns  of  the  size  of  Southbridge,  there  being  now 
so  many  voters,  it  is  hard  for  all  to  assemble  in  any  one  hall 
and  thereby  deprives  some  of  their  rights  as  voters.  If  we 
are  to  continue  as  we  are,  would  it  not  be  best  to  elect  our 
selectmen  for  a  term  of  three  years,  therby  having  at  least  a 
majority  of  the  members  with  a  knowledge  of  the  duties  of 
the  office,  as  the  Selectmen  should  be  the  ''Clearing  House" 
of  all  town  departments. 

The  Board  passed  new  regulations  relating  to  the  licens- 
ing of  motor  vehicles  for  carrying  passengers  for  hire,  after 
looking  into  the  matter  very  carefully,  studying  other  towns 
and  city  rules  and  regulations  and  the  State  Law  we  agreed 
that  the  passengers  should  be  protected  by  an  insurance 
taken  out  by  all  operating  these  cars  and  they  to  be  licensed 
by  the  Selectmen,  at  the  same  time  we  designated  certain 
area  on  Main  Street  for  the  parking  of  motor  vehicles  for  hire, 
this  space  being  between  the  Southbridge  Savings  Bank  Build- 
ing and  Everett  Street.  The  board  has  licensed  35  cars  to 
carry  passengers  for  hire  and  70  drivers  licenses  for  above 
cars,  charging  $3.00  for  each  car  and  $1.00  for  each  drivers 
license,  the  rules  require  a  policy  with  $5,000  to  $20,000  lia- 
bility and  $1000  property  damages. 

The  Board  held  a  public  hearing  for  the  laying  out  of 
Newell  Avenue  as  a  public  way,  this  new^  street  has  seven  new 
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houses  now  built  with  others  to  be  constructed  in  the  spring, 
and  we  are  to  recommend  its  acceptance  at  the  annual  town 
meeting. 

Two  hearings  were  held  on  the  re-location  of  Lebanon 
Hill  road  as  instructed  under  Article  26  of  annual  meeting,  as 
little  progress  could  be  made  in  reference  to  land  damages  no 
action  was  taken  on  the  re-location. 

Petitions  have  been  received  for  laying  out  of  several 
other  streets  but  after  viewing  the  locations  we  have  advised 
the  petitioners  to  have  the  streets  put  in  better  condition  for 
travel  before  asking  for  acceptance. 

Chapin  Street  has  been  discontinued  as  a  one  way  street 
and  the  No  Parking  signs  have  been  removed  from  Main 
Street. 

Work  on  the  North  Woocistock  Road  was  started  last 
August,  the  contract  being  awarded  to  The  Indian  Head  Con- 
struction Co.  of  Lowell,  Mass.,  and  although  not  yet  com- 
pleted will  be  open  for  traffic  in  the  early  spring,  thereby  mak- 
ing a  direct  route  from  Springfield  to  Providence. 

On  March  15th,  1926,  regular  ofiftcer  Ernest  Fierro  hav- 
ing tendered  his  resignation,  Mr.  Martin  J.  Brennan  was  pro- 
moted from  Reserve  Officer  to  regular  and  Mr.  Carl  Corriveau 
from  substitute  to  Reserve  Officer. 

The  Board  re-appointed  Mr.  F.  E.  Corbin  and  Mr.  H.  J. 
Tetreault  as  Trustees  of  Jacob  Edwards  Library  for  a  term 
of  two  years  also  reappointed  Mr.  Valmore  P.  Tetreault  as 
Town  Accountant  for  a  term  of  three  years.

The  Fire  Department  still  continues  to  do  the  same  good 
work  as  in  former  years,  the  town  was  visited  by  one  of  the 
worst  fires  in  its  history  this  year  at  the  corner  of  Elm  and 
Main  streets,  and  we  hear  nothing  but  praise  for  the  work 
done  at  that  time,  and  we  also  wish  to  commend  and  publicly 
thank  the  Town  of  Webster  for  the  timely  aid  of  its  Depart- 
ment at  this  fire. 

The  Police  Department  has  done  its  work  this  year  in  a 
very  efficient  manner  and  deserves  much  credit. 

We  recommend  that  a  flashing  traffic  beacon  be  erected 
at  the  junction  of  Main  and  Hamilton  Streets  in  the  center  of 
the  town.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  ENGINEER 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  third  annual  report  of  this  Department,  containing 
a  resume  of  our  activities  during  the  past  year  and  a  very 
few  recommendations,  is  submitted  for  your  approval. 

Following  the  practice  of  the  past  two  years  the  Finance 
Committee  assigned  all  articles  in  the  warrant  for  the  town 
meeting,  which  called  for  the  expenditures  on  outside  con- 
struction, the  lighting  system  of  the  town,  construction  of 
sewers,  the  acceptance  of  new  streets,  the  highway  budget, 
etc.,  to  this  office  for  report. 

Preliminary  plans  were  prepared  for  the  construction 
of  reinforced  concrete  pavements  on  Main  and  Mill  Streets; 
for  bituminous  macadam  roadways  on  Goddard  Court  and 
Eastford  Road.  On  Eastford  Road  a  short  stretch  of  rein- 
forced concrete  pavement  was  built,  extending  along  the 
frontage  of  the  Hyde  Manufacturing  Company. 

This  work  was  advertised  in  the  newspapers  and  at  the 
proper  time  the  bids  were  submitted  and  publicly  opened 
and  read.  The  work  was  awarded  to  J.  A.  Genereux,  who 
furnished  satisfactory  bond  and  proceeded  with  the  work 
promptly.  The  pavement  on  Main  Street  extended  from  the 
junction  of  Main  and  South  Streets  to  the  westerly  side  of 
Oakes  Avenue.    To  the  construction  of  the  pavement  we  add- 
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ed  a  concrete  curb  along  the  southerly  side,  and,  where  need- 
ed, resurfaced  the  walk  with  new  gravel.  We  believe  the  ad- 
vantages gained  by  building  the  pavement  the  full  width  will 
be  apparent  and  that  the  policy  of  building  a  strip  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  roadway  will  be  abandoned. 

On  Mill  Street  the  work  started  at  the  end  of  the  pave- 
ment built  in  1925  and  extended  northerly  and  westerly,  tak- 
ing in  the  main  truck  entrance  of  the  Hamilton  Woolen  Com- 
pany. 

The  bituminous  road  construction  on  Goddard  Court  ex- 
cended  from  Main  Street  to  Dresser  Street.  On  Eastford  Road 
the  macadam  was  carried  to  Cohasse  Brook. 

The  lack  of  a  main  sewer  line  on  Goddard  Court  delayed 
the  construction  of  the  roadway,  but  it  was  deemed  advisable 
to  build  this  sewer  line  before  proceeding  with  the  permanent 
pavement. 

Bituminous  macadam  surfaces  on  these  streets  were 
recommended  by  this  office  with  the  expectation  that  they 
will  receive  the  proper  care.  If  this  care  is  given,  the  economy 
of  the  construction  will  prove  itself. 

The  preliminary  plans  and  surveys  for  the  construction 
of  the  bituminous  macadam  roadway  on  the  North  Wood- 
tsock  Road  were  prepared  by  this  office.  In  spite  of  the  fact 
that  the  State  and  the  County  maintain  engineering  forces  to 
do  this  work,  request  was  made  by  the  County  Commission- 
ers and  the  Public  Works  Department,  that  this  office  proceed 
v/ith  the  work.  We  acceded  to  this  request  because  we  were 
firmly  convinced  that  it  was  the  only  way  to  bring  about  an 
immediate  start  on  the  construction  of  a  road  that  has  been 
under  discussion  for  the  past  eight  years. 
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Plans  and  specifications  were  prepared  for  sidewalk  con 
struction.  The  proposed  work  was  advertised  in  the  papers 
and  at  the  proper  time  the  bids  were  publicly  opened  and 
read.  Contract  was  awarded  to  J.  A.  Genereux,  who  furnish- 
ed a  satisfactory  bond  and  proceeded  forthwith  to  complete 
the  work.  The  work  progressed  without  interruption-  al- 
though on  Glover  Street,  legal  question,  as  to  the  Town's 
right  to  turn  water  into  an  open  ditch  and  within  the  street 
imes,  was  raised.  The  delay  in  settling  this  question  has,  un- 
doubtedly, caused  the  immediate  abutter  some  inconvenience 
However,  we  have  been  given  to  understand  that  orders  have 
been  given  to  make  the  necessary  opening. 

Grades  and  lines  were  given  for  the  construction  of  sewer 
mam  on  Park  Avenue  and  Woodland  Street.  The  labor  of 
digging  the  trench,  laying  pipe,  building  manholes  and  re- 
fillmg  was  awarded  by  contract  to  J.  A.  Genereux. 

Grades  and  lines  were  given  for  sewer  mains  in  Goddard 
Court  and  Main  Street.  On  Goddard  Court  the  line  extends 
from  Dupaul  Street  to  a  manhole  about  350  feet  northerly; 
on  Main  Street  the  line  extends  from  Oakes  Avenue  easterly 
to  Cross  Street. 

Assessment  plans,  lists  and  the  necessary  forms  covering 
sewer  and  sidewalk  construction  were  prepared  by  this  office 
and  turned  over  to  the  proper  officials. 

We  have  had  general  supervision  of  the  Dresser  Street 
Playgrounds.  A  more  complete  discussion  of  this  work  will 
be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Parks  Commission. 

Under  our  supervision  street  signs  have  been  placed  at 
various  comers;  principally  along  the  main  thoroughfares  of 
the  Town.    Basing  our  opinion  on  the  number  of  requests 
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for  additional  signs,  it  would  seem  that  this  programme  should 
be  continued  during  the  coming  year. 

This  office  continues  to  assign  house  numbers  to  those- 
making  application.    The  numbers  are  given  free  of  charge.. 

Under  article  26  of  the  1926  town  meeting,  this  depart-^ 
ment  was  ordered  to  make  plans  for  the  re-location  of  Leban- 
on Hill  Road,  so-called.  In  fulfillment  of  the  above  order  we 
have  made  surveys  and  plans  calling  for  an  increase  of  the 
present  width,  33  feet,  to  one  of  40  feet.  At  first  an  effort 
was  made  to  take  three  and  one  half  feet  from  hte  abutters, 
on  each  side  of  the  street.  The  first  hearing  on  the  matter, 
open  to  the  public,  developed  a  general  feeling  that  it  would' 
be  more  advantageous  to  straighten  out  some  of  the  sharp 
angles,  thereby  increasing  the  encroachment  on  the  land  of 
certain  owners  and  avoiding  the  land  of  others.  The  desired 
plans  were  made  and  apparently  met  with  general  approval. 
The  matter  is  now  on  the  hands  of  your  Board. 

Article  37,  relating  to  the  construction  of  a  sewer  main 
in  the  Gulf  Woods  Road,  so-called,  was  referred  to  us  for 
report.  We  find  that  the  Proulx  property,  mentioned  in  the 
article,  is  about  800  feet  from  the  sewer  main  in  Charlton 
Street.  Extending  easterly  along  the  Gulf  Woods  Road  for 
a  distance  of  about  500  feet  we  believe  that  ordinary  digging 
would  be  encountered ;  throughout  the  next  300  feet,  excava- 
tion would  be  through  ledge.  To  build  a  sewer  main 
through  this  ledge  would  not  be  prohibitive,  if  it  were  pos- 
sible to  place  it  at  a  depth  not  exceeding  5  or  6  feet.  How- 
ever about  300  feet  easterly  of  the  summit  at  the  Proulx~ 
property,  occurs  a  low  spot.  Should  a  sewer  be  placed  in 
this  street,  it  would  seem  advisable  to  build  it  low  enough  to« 
care  for  such  low  spots.  This  would  necessitate  excavation 
in  ledge  to  a  maximum  depth  of  about  20  feet.  Cesspools,.. 
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into  which  empties  the  sewage  from  the  houses  in  the  neigh- 
borhood, continually  overflow.  This  condition,  it  would  seem, 
has  influenced  the  Board  of  Health  to  recommend  the  con- 
struction of  this  line.  An  alternative  line  following  the  brook 
from  Gulf  Woods  Road  to  Evergreen  street  would  entail  great- 
er cost. 

Article  41  was  referred  to  this  oflfice  for  report.  This 
-  article  concerns  the  surface  water  drainage  on  Henry, 
Worcester,  Charlton,  Mechanic  and  Thomas  Streets  and  01- 
ney  Avenue,  and  is  intended  to  embrace  the  care  of  a  brook 
running  from  Morton  Pond  to  Cady  Brook.  This  matter  would 
have  been  cared  for  in  part,  had  we  followed  the  vote  taken 
at  a  previous  town  meeting.  The  abutters  objected  to  the 
method  of  assessment  to  be  followed  under  the  article  and 
asked  that  construction  be  deferred.  Later  in  town  meeting 
the  article  appropriating  money  for  this  purpose  was  rescind- 
ed. 

We  believe  the  original  cause  for  this  article  was  the 
overflowing  of  the  above  mentioned  brook  into  the  cellars 
which  border  its  course.  We  understand  that  the  owners  of 
property,  who  have  been  inconvenienced  by  this  overflow 
place  the  blame  for  this  condition  on  the  Town,  because  of 
its  improved  streets  in  that  neighborhood. 

We  believe  that  if  the  entire  territory  bounded  by  Moon 
Strset  on  the  north,  Charlton  Street  on  the  south,  Morton 
Pond  on  the  west  and  Cady  Brook  on  the  east  were  so  thickly 
built  up  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  have  a  single  public 
street  in  this  area,  that  this  brook  would  continue  to  over- 
flow, unless  it  was  given  the  attention  of  the  individual  own- 
ers. They  might  protect  themselves  by  concerted  action  in 
keeping  the  brook  clear  from  its  source  to  the  point  at  which 
it  empties.   However,  since  there  are  public  streets  within  this 
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area  it  is  possible  that  the  complaints  are  of  a  legitimate  na- 
ture. If  legal  advice  assures  us  that  some  of  the  burden  should 
fall  on  the  Town,  then  it  will  be  advisable  to  build  a  separate 
surface  water  drain  throughout  the  streets  mentioned. 

Under  article  50  this  dpeartment  was  directed  to  confer 
with  the  Webster  &  Southbridge  Gas  &  Electric  Company,  for 
the  purpose  of  transferring  certain  street  lights  to  those  sec- 
tions of  the  Town  in  which  these  lights  might  better  serve 
their  purpose.  A  detailed  survey  of  the  lighting  system  of 
the  town  was  carried  out.  We  find  that  a  contract  between  . 
the  Town  of  Southbridge  and  the  Webster  and  Southbridge 
Gas  &  Electric  Company  was  made  and  dated  August  13, 
1923  and  will  expire  August  13,  1933. 

This  contract  requires  the  Town  to  operate  not  less  than 
600  lamps  of  60  candle  power;  12  or  more  lamps  of  100  can- 
dle power;  and  20  luminous  arcs.  Concerning  the  lower  can- 
dle po-wer  lamps  it  is  specified  that  they  shall  be  placed  not 
more  than  three  poles  apart. 

We  found  that  706  lamps  of  60  candle  power,  12  lamps 
of  100  candle  power,  and  20  luminous  arcs  were  being  paid 
for  by  the  Town, 

It  was  thought  that  because  of  the  change  in  method  of 
transportation,  from  horse  drawn  vehicles  to  automobile,  it 
w^ould  be  entirely  proper  and  feasible  to  reduce  the  number 
of  lights,  especially  on  those  streets  which  carried  an  incan- 
descent light  on  every  pole.  However,  it  was  brought  to  our 
attention  that  these  lights  were  placed  in  their  particular  lo- 
cation by  vote  of  the  Town  and  to  remove  any  of  them  would 
require  another  vote  of  the  Town.  Therefore  we  suggest,  if 
your  Board  deem  it  advisable,  that  an  article  be  inserted  in 
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the  warrant  for  the  coming  town  meeting,  vesting  the  need- 
ed authority  in  some  department,  in  order  that  the  desired 
end  may  be  obtained. 

The  repairs  and  buildinpr  of  the  addition  to  the  Fire 
Headquarters  Building  were  under  our  supervision. 

At  this  time  we  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  real 
need  of  a  municipal  survey  of  the  Town.  This  survey  once 
started  should  be  carried  through  to  completion.  Two  years 
at  least  would  be  needed  for  its  accomplishment.  It  is  diffi- 
cult to  interest  the  general  public  in  a  project,  the  advantages 
of  which  can  not  be  visualized  as  is  the  finished  roadway  or 
the  completed  building. 

The  large  amount  of  construction  work  undertaken  by 
the  Town  during  the  past  few  years  together  with  almost  in- 
numerable demands  of  every  conceivable  nature  has  pre- 
cluded the  accomplishment  of  any  work  in  this  direction  by 
us. 
f 

The  location  of  the  street  lines  of  the  Town  are  of  the 
most  indeterminate  nature.  This  office  has  tried  to  satisfy 
property  owners,  who  have  asked  that  the  street  line  be  stak- 
ed out  along  their  particular  frontage.  As  a  rule  the  results 
of  our  efforts  have  been  far  from  satisfactory.  The  policy  of 
the  Town  in  accepting  and  making  public,  streets  with  only 
a  written  description,  can  be  blamed  for  this  condition.  It 
would  seem  that  all  streets  presented  for  acceptance  as  public 
ways  should  have  the  endorsement  of  the  planning  board. 
Every  public  street  in  the  town  should  be  defined  by  stone 
bounds  set  in  the  ground,  if  not  on  the  exact  street  line  then 
on  an  offset  of  two  feet,  and  properly  marked  by  letters  **S. 
H."  indicating  Southbridge  Highway.  This  survey  would  call 
for  making  exact  traverses,  thereby  not  only  establishing^ 
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street  lines,  but  determining  the  exact  area  within  the  differ- 
ent blocks.  It  would  seem  to  us  that  the  Assessors  would  wel- 
come such  information,  since  it  would  enable  them  to  assess 
land  areas  more  intelligently.  Their  present  method  of  as- 
sessment by  the  number  of  lineal  feet  along  the  street  line 
could  be  abandoned  for  the  more  accurate  method  of  a  square 
foot  basis.  Present  Indications  lead  us  to  hope  that  construc- 
tion work  in  the  town  will  be  curtailed  to  a  minimum  and 
that  we  will  be  allowed  to  carry  forward  this  necessary  work. 

Except  for  the  recommendations  previously  mentioned 
in  this  report  we  shall  omit  the  annual  list.  Although  the  com- 
pletion of  a  concrete  pavement  on  Main  Street,  from  Oakes 
Avenue  to  Hamilton  Street,  and  the  possible  construction  of 
a  sidewalk  on  Columbus  avenue  might  not  be  out  of  line  with 
a  curtailment  programme.

In  closing  our  report  for  the  year  we  would  like  to  say 
a  few  words  in  regards  to  the  alterations  that  have  been  made 
at  the  Elm  Street  fire  station. 

The  work  was  authorized  at  the  special  town  meeting  in 
June  and  under  the  supervision  of  a  committee  of  five  ap- 
pointed at  the  regular  town  meeting  last  March. 

The  committee  consisted  of  the  Messrs.  E.  L.  Schumacher, 
John  E.  Paige,  William  W.  Buckley,  Town  Engineer  Thomas 
F.  McGovern  and  Chief  Joseph  E.  Ducheneau. 

A  new  cement  floor  was  laid,  the  four  posts  that  support- 
ed the  upper  floors  were  removed  and  steel  girders  placed  in 
their  stead.  An  addition  was  built  on  the  north  side  of  the 
building  which  will  be  used  as  a  repair  shop  for  the  depart- 
ment. We  believe  that  these  alterations  cover  a  long  felt  need 
in  the  department  and  places  this  building  in  first  class  shape 
and  will  not  require  any  attention  for  some  time  to  come. 

A  great  saving  was  made  inasmuch  as  the  permanent  men 
helped  a  great  deal  in  the  removal  of  the  old  floor,  also  all 
the  painting  that  was  required  has  been  done  at  a  very  slight 
cost. 
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We  would,  at  this  time,  like  to  say  a  word  in  apprecia- 
tion of  the  courtesy  extended  the  department  by  the  Ameri- 
can Optical  Co.,  in  the  loaning  of  their  tent  for  the  housing 
of  the  apparatus  during  the  period  of  alteration. 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  also  at  this  time  would  like 
lo  thank  the  citizens  for  their  co-operation  and  to  the  firemen 
for  their  obedience  and  loyalty  to  duty.

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When  a  new  location  is  chosen  for  a  Town  Barn.  The 
^own  should  provide  a  suitable  place  for  a  truck  scale  with 
a  large  capacity  that  should  be  located  where  it  should  be 

under  cover. 

During  the  last  year  the  fees  from  Hawkers  and  Peddlers 
produced  $125.00  to  the  benefit  of  the  Town. 

The  Sealer's  fees  collected  during  the  last  year  and  paid 
to  the  treasurer  amount  to  $172.82. 

The  invenlory  of  the  Sealer's  department  which  was  done 
on  Dec.  8th,  by  the  former  sealers  Fred  G.  Adams,  Eugene 
Gabree  and  the  town  sealer,  has  given  the  amount  of  $1180.25 
of  which  a  copy  has  been  returned  to  the  Director  of  Stand- 
ards and  the  Town  Treasurer.

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REPORT  OF  TREE  WARDEN 


To  the  Citizens  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Town  of  Southbridge,  Mass. 

I  herewith  respectfully  submit  my  report  for  the  year 
ending  January  1st,  1927. 

My  work  this  year  has  consisted  mainly  of  a  continua- 
tion 01  the  policy  of  the  previous  two  years  of  removing  of  all 
dead  and  dangerous  branches,  the  pruning  of  the  better  and 
more  important  trees  of  the  town,  the  removal  of  trees  which 
from  various  causes  had  died  or  become  a  menace  to  the  tra- 
velling public  and  now  I  can  assure  you  that  I  am  in  a  posi- 
tion to  state  that  the  public  shade  trees  of  Southbridge  can 
compare  favorably  as  to  general  conditions  with  the  trees  of 
any  town  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  of  a  like  size,  taking 
into  consideration  the  number  of  trees  we  have  and  the  ap- 
propriation at  the  disposal  of  this  department  for  their  care 
and  maintenance. 

Last  spring  a  start  was  made  in  planting  trees  to  take 
the  place  of  those  removed  and  this  is  a  step  in  the  right  di- 
rection and  should  be  continued. 

There  arc  approximately  six  hundred  and  fifty-seven 
trees  in  the  residential  district  of  the  town;  of  this  number 
381  are  maples,  217  elms  and  the  other  59  is  composed  of  a 
few  oaks,  ash,  horse  chestnut,  lindens,  sycamore  and  pines. 
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Thirty-two  trees  have  been  planted  in  various  sections  of 
the  town  and  I  have  on  hand  twelve  maples  healed  in  ready- 
to  plant  this  spring. 

Fifteen  trees  on  or  adjacent  to  the  highways  have  been 
removed  so  for  the  first  year  to  my  knowledge  there  has  been 
more  trees  planted  than  have  been  cut  down.

TOWN  FORESTRY  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbrid^:e : 

The  Town  Forestry  Committee,  after  an  extensive  inves- 
tigation has  selected  a  76-acre  tract  off  West  Street,  which  is 
particularly  adaptable  for  the  establishment  of  a  Town  forest, 
and  can  be  purchased  for  $3500. 

The  tract  is  heavily  wooded,  and  at  a  conservative  es- 
timate will  cut  300,000  feet  of  lumber,  together  with  1,000 
cords  or  more  of  wood.  Its  close  proximity  to  the  center  of 
the  town,  the  healthy  growth  of  young  trees  covering  the 
greater  part  of  the  area  and  the  increasing  value  of  timber 
land  all  contribute  to  the  desirability  of  its  purchase  and  in- 
sures a  safe  financial  investment  for  the  town.  The  committee 
recommend  the  purchase  of  the  above  described  site  for  the 
establishment  of  a  Town  forest.

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REPORT  OF  PARK  COMMISSIONERS 


To  The  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge : 

Out  of  an  appropriation  of  $4500.00  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  of  1926,  the  total  sum  of  $4481.75  was  expended. 
The  large  items  being  labor  $1265.86  and  Filling  and  Loam 
$2868.75.  Other  smaller  items  you  will  find  in  another  sec- 
tion of  the  Annual  Town  Report,  under  their  proper  headings. 

We  were  able  to  procure  2000  cu.  yds.  of  filling  material 
delivered  at  an  average  cost  of  411/2  cents  per  cu.  yd.  This 
material  came  from  the  road  construction  work  on  Main,  Mill, 
Goddard  Sts.  and  Eastford  Road,  and  was  spread  as  deliver- 
ed. We  bought  847.5  cu.  yds.  of  loam  costing  the  town  $2.50 
per  cu.  yd.  delivered  at  the  playgrounds.  This  was  spread 
as  delivered  and  also  seeded.  We  laid  230  lineal  ft.  of  6" 
vitrified  clay  pipe  to  serve  as  a  drain  from  the  tennis  courts 
to  the  brook  at  Dresser  St. 

A  very  large  portion  of  the  area  which  is  to  be  devoted 
to  the  playground  has  been  brought  to  a  finished  grade. 
Special  attention  is  called  to  the  turtle-back  baseball  diamond 
which  is  one  of  the  features  of  the  project  and  which  was 
used  for  baseball  and  football  during  the  past  season.  The 
tennis  courts  are  in  condition  for  use  and  the  outline  of  a  run- 
ning track  has  been  started. 

We,  who  have  been  closely  identified  with  this  work, 
since  its  beginning,  giving  our  time  and  support  without  cost 
to  the  town,  are  fully  aware  of  the  unwarranted  criticism  of

a  very  few  of  our  citizens.  We  believe,  however,  that  the 
playground  is  one  of  the  greatest  assets  to  the  Town,  and 
when  the  coming  generation  grows  a  few  years  older  they 
will  point  with  pride  to  the  Dresser  St.  Playgrounds. 

Our  Town  Engineer  informs  us  that  it  will  take  an  ap- 
propriation of  $2500.00  to  complete  the  grading  and  that 
another  $1,000.00  will  be  needed  to  make  a  cinder  track  and 
carrying  out  the  finishing  of  the  work  already  started. 

We,  therefore,  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $3500.00  at 
the  coming  Town  Meeting.

In  making  our  report  for  1926  we  wish  that  every  citizen 
interested  in  town  affairs  would  carefully  read  and  weigh 
our  statements.  The  year  has  been  the  hardest  year  we  be- 
lieve in  the  history  of  the  town.  Short  time  in  the  factories 
for  so  long  a  period  with  a  general  low  wage  and  lack  of  out- 
side work  has  been  the  real  cause.  If  you  citizens  will  stop 
and  consider  we  feel  sure  that  you  will  agree  that  the  amount 
of  money  spent  although  large  is  not  excessive  for  existing 
conditions.  We  present  four  cases  that  are  on  our  books  at 
this  time  to  allow  you  to  judge  the  cost  of  maintaining  a  fam- 
ily with  public  funds : 

Case  No.  1 — Man,  wife  and  seven  children.    Man's  wages 

$16  weekly  less  a  $2  payment  on  loan  leaves  $14  income. 

We  aid  $10  a  week.    Total  $24  for  nine  people. 
Case  No.  2 — Man,  wife  and  nine  children.    Man's  wages  $18 

weekly  with  loss  of  time  for  bad  weather.    We  aid  $12  a 

week.    Total  $30,  for  eleven  people. 
Case  No.  3 — Woman  and  five  children.    No  one  working.  We 

aid  $10  weekly  for  groceries;  $4  for  rent;  $1,82  for  milk, 

plus  necessary  clothing  and  fuel.    Estimated  total  aid 

$19.82  weekly. 

Case  No.  4 — Widower  and  seven  children.  Man's  wages  $16 
weekly.  We  aid  $13  a  week;  oldest  girl  15  years  old  cares 
for  home.    Total  $28  for  eight  people. 
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These  are  sample  cases  any  one  of  which  is  considerable 
over  $1000  annual  cost  to  the  town.  We  realize  that  the 
amount  spent  this  year  seems  unreasonable  but  if  one  will 
Intel  est  him  or  herself  enough  to  attend  one  of  our  meetings 
and  care  to  make  suggestions  we  will  welcome  them. 

From  January  1,  to  December  31,  1926  there  were  709 
persons  aided.  There  were  22  cases  of  non-support  and  2 
cases  of  ne^^lect  brought  before  the  local  court. 

The  reports  of  people  owning  automobiles  and  expen- 
sive radio  sets  is  idle  talk.  When  application  is  made  for 
aid  an  investi,Q-ation  is  made  before  any  is  given.  People  are 
not  willing  to  give  information  about  their  neighbors  and  we 
must  secure  our  own  evidence. 

Regardless  of  a  father's  or  mother's  actions  up  to  the 
time  of  application  we  cannot  see  children  go  without  food, 
shelter  or  proper  clothing  and  it  is  a  rare  case  where  aid  is 
given  that  there  is  less  than  three  children. 

A  survey  of  twenty-five  of  our  cases  by  a  state  visitor 
did  not  result  in  a  single  recommendation  for  a  cut  but  in 
one  case  he  did  suggest  and  increase  of  two  dollars  a  week. 

The  question  of  an  alimoner  has  become  common  talk 
and  we  shall  leave  with  the  voters  the  decision  of  the  im- 
portant subject. 

Our  meetings  held  every  Monday  evening  are  open  to 
all  the  citizens,  our  recotrds  are  your  property  and  we  invite 
suggestions  and  just  criticism. 

The  Almshouse  on  Chestnut  Street  is  in  excellent  con- 
dition with  no  need  of  special  repairs.    Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jos.  N. 
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Payant  have  been  reappointed  after  14  years  of  faithful  ser- 
vice.

The  dump  provided  by  the  town  on  Harrington  Street 
has  caused  some  trouble  to  the  Board  and  to  the  surrounding 
residents,  but  after '  careful  investigation  we  have  decided 
that  more  co-operation  by  the  merchants  especially  those  sell- 
ing fish,  it  would  remove  mo.-^t  of  the  odor  and  the  nuisance 
there  at  times. 

Fish  and  decayed  material  is  taken  to  the  dump  during 
the  night  and  the  people  in  charge  not  knowing  this,  do  not 
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cover  same  and  the  result  is  a  disagreeable  odor,  unless  more 
co-operation  is  shown  by  those  usin^:  the  dump  and  more  dirt 
and  ashes  taken  there  to  be  used  to  cover  refuse,  the  Board 
must  ask  for  a  larprer  appropriation  to  car'3  for  the  dump  or 
close  it  to  the  public. 

Plans  are  being:  made  by  the  Board  to  do  more  next  year 
and  we  ask  for  the  help  of  the  public. 

During  the  year  the  Board  passed  a  regulation  calling 
on  each  family  to  have  a  separate  garbage  pail  of  right  size 
for  its  own  use,  we  have  found  that  this  works  better  for 
good  collection  of  garbage,  the  collection  and  care  of  garbage 
we  think  is  improving  as  these  become  more  used. 

The  Board  again  wish  to  bring  before  the  voters  the  need 
of  a  Sanitary  Station  in  the  central  part  of  the  town  and 
have  requested  the  Selectmen  to  insert  in  the  annual  warrant 
an  article  for  the  erection  of  same. 

Following  will  be  found  the  reports  of  the  Physician  for 
the  Board,  Agent,  Nurse,  Inspectors  of  Plumbing,  Milk  and 
Slaughtering.

THERE  IS  A  SAFE,  SURE  WAY  TO  GUARD  YOUR 
CHILDREN  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA 

The  man  from  the  health  department   is   tacking  up 
signs — quarantine  signs.    The  big  red  placard  that  is  being 
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tacked  on  the  house  next  door  reads,  ''Danger!  Diphtheria/* 
In  smaller  type  underneath,  the  local  health  ordinance  is 
quoted,  warning  all  of  the  penalties  imposed  on  those  who 
remove  the  sign  or  who  enter  the  premises  under  quarantine. 
You'd  like  to  run  over  and  call,  just  to  be  neighborly,  but  the 
sign  keeps  you  out.  You're  glad  that  the  sign  hasn't  been 
tacked  on  your  house. 

But  suppose  the  sign  read  differently.  Suppose  it  said: 
"No  danger!  No  Diphtheria,"  and  in  smaller  type  underneath 
added : 

''Diphtheria  can  never  enter  this  house.  None  of  the 
children  living  here  will  ever  have  the  disease.  Friends  and 
neighbors  can  come  and  go  at  will.  No  diphtheria  quaran- 
tine will  ever  hinder  them." 

If  you  saw  a  sign  like  that  tacked  up  on  your  neighbor's 
door  and  not  on  yours,  you'd  lose  no  time  in  finding  out  what 
it  meant  and  why  one  shouldn't  be  placed  on  every  house. 

Probably  no  such  sign  will  ever  be  printed,  but  there  are ' 
already  many  homes  that  would  be  entitled  to  display  it  — 
homes  into  which  diphtheria  can  never  come,  homes  where 
every  child  is  protected  against  the  disease  and  where  the 
fathers  and  mothers,  when  they  read  that  diphtheria  is  epid- 
emic in  their  neighborhood,  never  need  worry  about  their 
children  catching  it. 

If  you  were  given  the  choice  of  which  sign  you  would 
have  placed  at  your  door,  "Danger!  Diphtheria,'  or  "No 
Danger!  No  Diphtheria,"  you'd  choose  the  "No  Diphtheria" 
sign  every  time. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  you  can  make  your  home  safe  from 
diphtheria  with  very  little  trouble.  It's  possible  that  none  of 
your  children  will  ever  have  diphtheria,  even  if  you  neglect  to 
protect  them,  but  it  is  also  possible  that  they  will.  About 
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15,000  people,  most  of  them  children,  die  annually  in  the 
United  States  from  diphtheria.  The  chance  that  one  of  these 
children  may  be  yours  is  one  that  no  father  or  mother  will 
want  to  take. 

There  is  an  easy  and  harmless  way  to  prevent  your  chil- 
dren from  having  diphtheria.  It  is  only  necessary  to  have 
your  own  doctor  give  them  what  is  called  the  toxin-antitoxin 
-treatment,  or,  in  most  cities,  you  can  take  them  to  a  clinic  es- 
tablished and  operated  under  the  direction  of  the  city  health 
department  and  have  the  treatment  given  there.  In  most  in- 
stances no  char^re  is  made  at  the  clinics,  or,  if  there  is  one,  it 
will  be  trifling:. 

The  treatment  is  simpler  than  its  name  would  indicate. 
It  consists  of  an  injection  of  toxin-antitoxin  just  under  the  skin 
once  a  week  for  three  weeks.  There  is  no  harmful  effect.  In 
most  cases  neither  you  nor  the  children  will  be  able  to  detect 
any  effect  at  all.  No  illness  follows  and  no  scar  is  left.  But 
the  treatment  does,  almost  without  exception,  make  it  impos- 
sible for  the  children  to  get  diphtheria. 

Because  young  children  are  more  likely  to  catch  diphthe- 
ria than  older  children,  and  more  likely  to  die  of  it  if  they  do 
catch  it  than  their  older  brothers  and  sisters,  it  is  important 
to  have  the  treatment  administered  early.  After  the  baby  is 
six  months  old,  the  earlier  he  is  protected  against  diphtheria, 
the  better. 

Older  children,  particularly  those  of  school  age,  are  not 
so  liable  to  take  diphtheria  as  younger  children.  If  your  child 
has  reached  school  age  and  has  not  yet  received  the  toxin- 
antitoxin  treatment,  he  may  be  given  the  Schick  Test  to  fmd 
out  if  he  is  likely  to  take  diphtheria.  This  test  is  made  by 
the  doctor,  who  mjects  a  single  drop  of  a  harmless  fluid  under 
the  skin  of  the  arm.  If  the  child  is  liable  to  get  diphtheria,  a 
red  spot  appears  and  remains  for  a  few  days  where  the  in-

jection  was  made.  If  the  child  is  not  subject  to  diphtheria, 
no  red  spot  appears.  The  red  spot  is  warning  that  your  child 
needs  the  toxin-antitoxin  treatment.  After  that  is  given,  he 
will  be  safe. 

The  very  best  time  to  have  this  matter  attended  to  is 
right  now.  There  is  no  absolutely  closed  season  for  diphtheria. 
It'' can  occur  every  month  in  the  year,  but,  like  many  other 
diseases,  it  is  generally  more  prevalent  in  cold  weather.  Just 
at  present  there  may  be  no  epidemic  of  diphtheria  in  the  town 
or  city  where  you  live,  and  you  may  feel  that  there  is  no  need 
to  have  the  children  treated.   But  you  can  never  be  sure  that 
diphtheria  will  not  develop  in  your  own  neighborhood,  per- 
haps in  the  very  house  where  you  are  living,  tomorrow,  or 
rext  day,  or  next  week.    In  the  early  stages  of  the  disease, 
diphtheria  is  often  mistaken  for  a  mere  case  of  sore  throat. 
The  child  who  has  it  may  be  playing  about  with  other  chil- 
dren and  exoose  dozens  of  them  to  the  disease  even  before  his 
own  parents  realize  that  anything  serious  ails  him.    It  is  too 
much  like  locking  the  door  after  the  horse  is  stolen  to  start 
thinking  about  protecting  the  children  after  the  diphtheria 
germs  have  already  found  lodgment  in  their  throats. 

Many  state  and  city  health  departments  are  carrying  on 
active  campaigns  to  stamp  out  diphtheria  permanently  by 
havin<^  every  child  immunized  against  it.  In  many  places 
fr»e  clinics  have  been  established  where  mothers  can  bring 
their  children  and  have  the  toxin-antitoxin  administered  with- 
out charge.  Hundreds  of  thousands  of  children  have  been 
aiven  the  toxin-antitoxin  treatment  at  such  clmics  without 
harmful  results.  Hundreds  of  thousands  have  been  protected 
through  special  clinics  in  the  schools.  Thousands  are  bemg 
treated  by  their  own  family  physicians. 

It  is  no  longer  a  matter  of  theory  that  diphtheria  can 
be  prevented.  It  is  a  clearly  proved  fact!  The  toxin-antitoxm 
tiatment  has  been  used  on  such  a  large  scale  in  widely  sepa- 
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rated  communities  that  the  results  are  definitely  established. 
In  New  York  City  we  find  a  striking  example  of  intensive  diph- 
theria immunization  work.  Since  1920  more  than  1,000,000 
school  children  of  pre-school  age  have  been  Schick-tested. 
More  than  one  third  have  been  immunized  with  toxin-anti- 
toxin. The  death  rate  from  diphtheria  in  1923  was  just  about 
one-half  of  what  it  was  in  1920.  Although  there  has  been  an 
increase  of  nearly  half  a  million  in  the  city's  population  be- 
tween 1919  and  1924,  the  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  re- 
ported, dropped  from  14,0000  to  9,000. 

Children's  lives  are  being  saved.  They  are  being  saved 
by  use  of  toxin-antitoxin.  Children's  lives  are  being  risked, 
needlessly  risked,  by  failure  to  use  toxin-antitoxin.  Here 
comes  the  man  from  the  Board  of  Health  to  tack  up  his  signs, 
''Danger!  Diphtheria."  He'll  never  tack  one  on  your  door  if 
you  have  had  the  children  treated  with  toxin-antitoxin.  It 
will  be  ''No  Danger!  No  Diphtheria,"  and  you  won't  need  a 
sign  to  remind  you. 

The  harmlessness  of  the  toxin-antitoxin  treatment  is  best 
demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  more  than  1,000,000  school 
children  have  been  immunized  in  the  last  five  years.

Gentlemen : 

I  hereby  submit  m.y  report  as  your  agent  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1926. 

As  in  former  years  all  complaints  entered  at  this  office 
have  been  investigated  and  where  a  nuisance  was  found  it 
was  abated  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  to  whom  all  cases 
were  referred  and  generally  to  all  parties  concerned,  this  is 
not  always  possible  as  sometimes  fancied  nuisances  or  neigh- 
borhood disagreements  were  found. 

Houses  have  been  placarded  and  quarantine  watched, 
if  all  would  be  careful  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases  would 
be  kept  under  control,  but  in  most  cases  the  people  have  been 
very  faithful  in  doing  what  is  best  for  all. 

Conditions  I  think  are  in  good  sanitary  state  in  general, 
some  districts  are  always  dirty  yet  as  improvements  are  made 
to  one  house  in  that  district  it  always  has  a  good  influence 
on  the  rest  of  the  property. 

The  work  with  the  board  and  the  public  has  been  pleasant 
and  at  this  time  I  wish  to  thank  both  for  their  co-operation.

An  underweight  child  is  always  more  suspectible  to  dis- 
ease, and  especially  to  the  juvenile  type  of  tuberculosis,  called 
Hilum  tuberculosis.  So  called  because  the  glands  affected  are 
those  at  the  base  of  the  lung,  known  as  the  hilum  group  This 
form  of  tuberculosis  may  later  develop  into  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis, if  the  progress  is  not  checked  in  early  childhood. 

Children  ten  per  cent  or  more  underweight  and  con- 
tact cases  who  were  known  to  have  been  exposed  to  tubercu- 
losis in  their  homes  were  listed  for  examination. 

Parents  of  the  children  who  were  underweight  were 
visited  and  told  of  the  advantage  of  such  an  examination  as 
was  offered,  and  consent  of  the  parents  obtained. 
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The  clinics  were  held  in  the  Town  Hall,  June  7th  and' 
8th  in  charge  of  Dr.  Henry  D.  Chadwick.  of  the  Westfield 
Sanatorium.  There  were  also  other  specialists,  assisted  by^ 
nurses  of  the  State  Department  of  Health,  and  nutritionists.

The  follow-up  work  on  these  underweight  children,  con- 
sist of  measuring  them  every  six  months,  weighing  them  every 
month,  visiting  the  homes  three  or  four  times  during  the  year, 
and  urging  parents  to  have  defects  corrected.  At  the  end 
of  twelve  months  these  reports  will  be  sent  to  Dr.  Henry  D. 
Chadwick,  chief  of  the  State  clinic.  A  re-examination  will 
then  follow  for  children  who  are  still  below  normal. 

In  September  the  supervision  of  the  Ste.  Jeanne  d'Arc 
parochial  school  was  taken  over.  This  is  a  large  school,  of 
nine  rooms  with  an  enrollment  of  four  hundred  and  eighty- 
two  pupils. 

A  health  program  in  this  school  is  an  entirely  new  pro-^ 
ject,  and  the  work  will  necessarily  move  along  slowly  until 
fully  organized.

These  were  installed  in  21  single  houses;  9  two  ten- 
ements; 3  three  tenements;  1  four  tenement;  1  six  tenement* 
2  stores;  2  office  buildings;  1  barber  shop  and  additional  fix- 
tures in  5  old  buildings. 

I  have  made  44  water  tests  and  final'  inspections  on  all 
of  this  work. 

There  have  been  19  new  houses  and  2  old  houses  connect- 
ed with  the  sewer  and  8  new  houses  and  6  old  houses  con- 
nected with  cesspools  during  the  year. 

The  by-laws  are  in  need  of  revision  and  I  hope  that  this, 
may  be  done  during  the  coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  COMMITTEE 


The  Cemetery  Committee  organized  for  the  year  of  1926 
with  George  H.  Hartwell,  Jr.,  as  Chairman  and  S.  W.  Wil- 
liams as  Clerk. 

In  carrying  on  the  Cemetery  work  for  the  year  just  end- 
ed we  have  had  constantly  in  mind  our  obligation  to  those  who 
have  taken  an  interest  in  their  lots  by  placing  them  under 
Perpetual  Care.  All  badly  sunken  graves  were  graded.  A 
great  many  stones  straightened.  These  lots  have  been  care- 
fully checked  over  three  times  during  the  year. 

We  have  endeavored  to  keep  the  rest  of  the  Cemetery 
in  the  best  possible  condition  with  the  available  funds.  Con- 
stant attention  has  to  be  given  the  several  dirt  drives,  filling 
in  washouts  and  repairing  the  damage  done  by  heavy  auto- 
mobile traffic. 

The  greater  part  of  July  was  spent  in  the  Cole  Lot,  cut- 
ting out  what  brush  had  grown  during  the  year  and  in  doing 
other  work  needed.  The  drive  entering  this  lot  from  the 
Cemetery  had  been  neglected  for  a  number  of  years,  bru^h 
had  accumulated  on  both  sides  until  the  driv-  was  nearly 
obliterated.  'I  wo  brooks  run  across  the  drive,  formerly 
bridges  had  been  constru-jrcM]  over  chem.  T'-.ese  had  been 
■destroyed  by  decay.  Durng  rhe  past  vear  this  brush  has  been 
cut  out  and  new  bridge.  crn:uructed.  At  ^  present  time 
:he  entrance  is  in  the  same  condition  as  the  lot  itself.  It  is 
our  intention  and  desire  to  maintain  this  condition. 
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We  have  mentioned  in  previous  reports  that  due  to  lack 
of  funds  we  have  been  forced  to  neglect  the  outskirts  of  the 
Cemetery.  For  the  past  two  years  considerable  time  has  been 
spent  on  these  sections.  In  a  f ev^  years  v^e  hope  to  have  them 
restored  to  their  former  condition.  It  is  our  constant  aim  to 
have  the  whole  Cemetery  present  a  neat  attractive  appear- 
ance. In  doing:  the  work  just  mentioned  a  start  has  been 
made  in  the  right  direction. 

A  number  of  years  ago  it  was  voted  to  fill  Pleasure  Pond. 
Because  it  being  an  artificial  pond,  the  cost  of  keeping  it  fill- 
ed with  water  was  too  great.  The  pond  is  now  filled.  We 
would  advise  the  purchase  of  gravel  and  grade  from  the  first 
terrace  on  the  east  side  to  the  wall  on  the  west.  This  would 
make  a  depth  of  between  four  and  five  feet,  the  usual  depth 
of  a  grave.  When  this  work  is  completed  it  will  be  possible 
to  lay  our  a  fine  Perpetual  Care  section  here. 

A  section  located  near  the  Grand  Army  Plot,  in  the  west 
pari  was  laid  out  in  lots  and  opened  for  sale  in  Nineteen  Sev- 
enteen. These  lots  were  limited  as  an  experiment  to  those  de- 
siring Perpetual  Care.  This  experiment  has  proven  success- 
ful. This  section  is  nearly  all  taken,  it  will  be  necessary  to^ 
start  the  development  of  a  new  plot  in  the  near  future.  In 
order  to  properly  protect  ourselves  this  should  be  started  dur- 
ing the  coming  year.  The  development  of  a  new  section  will 
involve  a  large  expenditure  both  for  labor  and  materials. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  we  extend  to  Hon.  Calvin  D. 
Paige  the  sincere  appreciation  of  the  town  for  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  the  Main  Street  Entrance,  for  the  work  done  on  the 
stone  arch,  and  for  the  erection  of  the  bronze  tablet  at  this 
entrance.  For  many  years  we  have  known  both  entrances, 
were  not  in  keeping  with  the  rest  of  the  Cemetery.  Now, 
through  Mr.  Paige's  generosity  we  have  an  entrance  con- 
structed by  him  last  year  at  Everett  Street  of  which  we  will, 
always  be  proud. 
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This  year  the  work  accomplished  at  Main  Street  will  be 
a  lasting  source  of  satisfaction,  not  only  to  the  Committee  but 
to  all  those  who  are  in  any  way  interested  in  the  Cemetery. 
We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  assure  Mr.  Paige  of  our 
appreciation  for  his  continued  interest  and  generosity. 

We  are  pleased  to  acknowledge  with  appreciation  the 
fund  created  by  Miss  Hannah  M.  Edwards  which  assures 
Perpetual  Care  on  the  old  part  of  the  Cemetery.  This  sec- 
tion was  originated  long  before  Perpetual  Care  was  ever 
known.  The  first  residents  of  Southbridge  lay  here.  Realiz- 
ing what  they  contributed  toward  the  development  of  our 
town,  we  felt  it  an  obligation  to  give  their  graves  what  atten- 
tion we  could.  Having  a  limited  amount  to  spend  it  has  been 
necessary  occasionally  to  neglect  this  section.  By  the  creation 
of  this  fund  we  will  now  be  able  to  guarantee  that  this  part 
of  the  Cemetery  will  receive  the  best  of  care  throughout  the 
year.  We  accept  this  responsibility  with  the  assurance  that 
we  will  fulfill  our  part  of  this  contract  to  the  best  of  our 
ability.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


To  the  Trustees  of  the  Jacob  Edwards  Library: 

USE 

The  circulation  of  70,048  volumes  during  1927  was  a 
decrease  of  593  from  the  circulation  of  1926.  During  July 
and  August  a  thousand  less  books  were  taken  from  the  libra- 
ry than  during  the  corresponding  months  of  the  year  before. 
For  the  whole  year  there  has  been  a  decrease  in  the  circula- 
tion of  fiction  and  an  increase  in  the  circulation  of  non-fiction^ 
especially  in  literature,  travel  and  history. 

.  .  GROWTH 

Eight  hundred  and  seventy-seven  volumes  were  added, 
204  of  which  were  gifts.  473  new  copies  of  wornout  books 
were  purchased.  The  library  now  contains  26,143  volumes. 
For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  we  have  been  able  to  buy 
some  of  the  standard  books  in  literature  and  history,  which 
are  in  demand  not  only  by  the  children  in  our  schools,  but 
also  by  young  people  doing  "vacation  reading"  and  adults 
taking  "study  courses."  That  the  library  may  meet  the  de- 
mands upon  it,  we  need  to  add  great  numbers  of  standard 
non-fiction  books. 

ACTIVITIES 

The  library  is  again  trying  "Sunday  opening"  of  the  read- 
ing-room, from  two  to  five  thirty.  To  date  there  has  been  a 
fair  attendance,  an  average  of  about  thirty  per  Sunday. 
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The  library  is  also  being  kept  open  between  five  thirty 
and  six  thirty,  during  which  time  it  has  always  been  closed. 
This  hour  also  seems  to  be  fairly  well  used.  The  chilaren's 
room  is  closed  at  eight,  which  insures  an  hour  of  quiet  fcr 
grown  readers  from  eight  to  nine. 

383  volumes  have  been  rebound. 

GIFTS 

In  May,  the  library  received  its  first  income  from  the  be- 
quest of  $50,000,  which  was  left  to  the  library  by  the  will 
of  Mr.  Robert  Edwards.  With  this  income,  we  were  able  not 
only  to  have  the  roof  and  gutters  of  the  building  repaired — 
a  large  item — ,  but  also  to  paint  the  interior  of  the  building. 

The  library  of  the  late  Rev.  Harry  L.  Brickett  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Library  through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Brickett's 
daughter,  Mrs.  H.  B.  Sterns.  170  very  worthwhile  volumes 
have  been  added  by  this  means. 

OBJECT 

"The  Public  Library  gives  three  principal  kinds  of  ser- 
vice. It  is  a  bureau  of  information  furnishing  up-to-date  facts 
on  all  questions  of  human  affairs;  it  is  an  educational  agent 
supplementing  school  instruction;  and  it  is  a  storehouse  of 
cultural  and  recreational  reading  suited  to  all  tastes  and 
needs.'*

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REPORT  OF 
THE  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge,  Mass. 

The  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  herewith  submit 
their  report  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1926. 

Numerous  manholes  were- raised  or  lowered  to  meet  the 
present  street  grade. 

The  new  filtering  beds  were  completed  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  the  Barbour  &  Dixon  Engineering  Co.  of  Bos- 
ton. 

With  all  expenses  paid,  we  have  a  balance  of  $1128.58 
from  the  $80000.00  appropriation. 

A  suitable  building  to  care  for  our  tools  was  also  built 
at  the  filtering-  beds. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation,  at  the  last 
March  meeting,  the  Commissioners  have  built  a  stretch  of 
:Sewers  on  Park  and  Woodland  Sts.,  a  length  of  881.6  feet, 
at  a  cost  of  $2250.00.  In  building  this  sewer  we  met  with 
a  very  hard  excavation,  a  large  portion  being  in  rock,  and 
in  considerable  water.  A  sewer  was  also  built  on  Goddard 
Ct.  and  Main  St.  a  length  of  493.9  feet,  and  at  a  cost  of 
$2798.44.  The  Main  St.  sewer  was  built  entirely  in  rock 
excavation.  Goddard  Ct.  was  built  in  very  hard  excavation 
of  an  unusual  depth. 
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Sixty-one  cords  of  cord  wood  already  for  use  were  don- 
ated from  this  account  to  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  of 
this  Town. 

This  Board  recommends  the  building  of  a  main  sewer 
upon  Charlton  St.,  the  inhabitants  on  the  said  street  having 
put  in  a  request  for  the  said  sewer,  a  year  ago. 

Also  a  main  sewer  should  be  built  on  Main  St.  in  ad- 
vance of  a  permanent  road. 

A  maintenance  appropriation  of  $6500.00  will  be  need- 
ed for  the  year  1927  to  properly  care  for  the  various  expenses 
of  the  department. 

An  appropriation  should  be  made  to  rebuild  a  stretch  of 
sewer  along  the  banks  of  the  New  Mill  Pond.  The  sewer  is 
ill  a  very  poor  condition  and  is  kept  up  at  a  great  expense 
and  liability.

THE  PLAYGROUND  COMMITTEE

Dear  Sir: 

I  hereby  submit  the  following  report  for  the  Playground 
Season  ending  August  6,  1926. 

The  five  playgrounds  have  had  a  daily  average  attend- 
ance of  700  children.  Each  day  the  four  hour  session  ha& 
been  divided  into  supervised  periods  on  apparatus,  in  sew- 
ing, weaving,  and  basketry,  and  in  folk  dances,  singing,  active,, 
and  quiet  games. 

A  Doll's  Dress  Contest  was  formed  between  the  Senior 
and  Junior  girls  of  Central  and  School  Street  Playgrounds, 
through  the  generosity  of  Selectman  George  W.  Laughnane,. 
who  donated  the  patterns. 

In  the  addition  of  a  third  athletic  director,  athletics  have, 
justly,  gained  in  importance  on  the  playgrounds.  This  year 
the  usual  baseball  league  for  both  Junior  and  Senior  boys  of 
all  playgrounds  was  conducted.  Dr.  Peloquin  has  been  un- 
tiring in  his  interest  in  the  playground  activities,  and  through 
his  influence,  two  baseball  games  were  played  between  repre- 
sentative teams  from  the  Worcester  and  Southbridge  play~ 
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grounds.  The  series  of  Punch  Ball  Games  between  the  Senior 
girls  of  School  and  Central  Streets  was  won  by  the  School 
Street  team,  and  a  banner  was  awarded  them.  The  award 
was  made  at  the  Field  Day  conducted  on  August  fifth  for  the 
boys  and  girls  of  all  playgrounds,  on  Central  Street. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  John  O'Shaughnessy  of  the 
Edwards  Company,  and  of  Mr.  George  Laughnane  of  the 
Globe  Department  Store,  two  exhibitions  of  articles  made  on 
the  Southbridge  Playgrounds  were  held,  so  that  people  from 
all  parts  of  the  town  could  learn  of  the  excellence  of  Play- 
ground work.

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REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD 


To  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge : 

The  Planning  Board  during  the  past  year  held  many 
meetings,  its  principal  activities  being  the  starting  and  de- 
veloping of  a  plan  to  divide  the  town  into  districts  in  con- 
formity with  a  zoning  plan  which  has  in  various  ways  been 
submitted  to  civic  groups  with  the  end  in  view  of  keeping 
the  people  informed  of  the  progress  of  the  work  in  hand.  For 
the  first  time  the  board  has  had  money  to  carry  on  its  work, 
the  sum  of  $1500  having  been  appropriated  at  the  last  annual 
meeting.  Of  this  amount  $1,000  was  spent,  leaving  a  balance 
of  $500,  and  which  has  automatically  reverted  to  the  reserve 
fund  of  the  town. 

At  the  outset  the  board  engaged  the  services  of  Joseph 
Woodruff  of  Springfield,  who  was  highly  recommended  as  an 
engineer  who  has  had  wide  experience  in  zoning  work.  He 
was  the  choice  of  the  board  from  among  several  who  offered 
their  services.  Mr.  Woodruff,  with  a  force  of  assistants  spent 
several  weeks  here,  and  went  carefully  over  the  work,  making 
a  thorough  study  of  the  town,  its  streets,  districts  and  general 
layout.  This  was  followed  by  the  preparation  of  maps  and 
charts  and  a  very  comprehensive  written  report,  all  of  which 
present  the  subject  in  a  clear  and  grraphic  manner.  The 
maps  show  the  uses  of  all  property,  the  distribution  of  the 
population,  heights  of  buildings,  and  percentages  of  lots  oc- 
cupied.   The  maps  and  charts  are  of  much  value,  and  per- 
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manent  in  their  character  as  showing  the  town  as  it  is  today. 
This  is  to  be  supplemented  with  a  town  plan,  now  in  prepara- 
tion, which  will  be  useful  for  all  future  time.  The  zoning  or- 
dinance prepared  by  the  engineer  goes  into  much  detail  and 
is  very  exact. 

At  a  very  largely  attended  meeting  of  the  Manufacturers 
and  Merchants  Association,  the  board  had  its  engineer  explain 
his  work,  outline  the  purposes  of  a  zoning  plan,  and  set  forth 
its  advantages.  He  had  tentative  maps  to  show  what  had 
been  accomplished,  and  in  this  way  the  board  was  enabled  to 
let  it  be  known  what  was  being  done.  There  was  so  much  to 
be  done,  and  so  many  angles  of  the  work  to  be  followed  out, 
that  the  undertaking  is  not  quite  completed,  and  it  will  be 
necessary  to  continue  it  still  farther.  It  is  hoped  that  early 
in  the  year  the  board  will  be  in  a  position  to  make  a  final  re- 
port to  the  town,  together  with  its  recommendations.  It  is 
hoped  also,  that  before  that  time,  detailed  information  may 
be  published. 

The  board  is  unanimous  in  its  opinion  that  the  work 
should  go  on  to  completion  and  that  the  next  thing  to  do  is  to 
adopt  a  town  zoning  ordinance  such,  as  has  been  drawn  up  by 
the  engineer.  The  board  hopes  that  this  ordinance  may  in 
due  time  be  printed,  so  that  all  citizens  may  become  familiar 
with  its  phrasing  and  purpose.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an 
audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  town  of  Southbridge  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1926,  and  submit  the  following  report 
thereon : — 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town  as  recorded  on 
the  books  of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing 
money  for  the  town,  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were 
examined,  checked,  and  verified  by  a  comparison  with  the  re- 
ports and  records  in  the  town  accountant's  office. 

The  surety  bonds  given  by  the  departmental  officials  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and 
found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  accountant  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  receipts  of  the  treasurer  as  re- 
ported by  him  were  proved,  and  his  payments  were  checked 
by  a  comparison  of  approved  bills  and  pay-rolls  with  the  war- 
rants and  the  treasurer's  books. 

The  classification  book  was  compared  with  the  accounts 
in  the  ledger;  and  the  town  clerk's  records  of  appropriations 
and  transfers  voted  by  the  town  were  examined  and  checked 
with  the  accounts  in  the  ledger.  The  ledger  accounts  were 
analyzed,  the  necessary  adjustments  being  made;  a  trial  bal- 
ance was  taken  off,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended 
to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition 
of  the  town  as  of  December  31,  1926. 
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A  trial  balance  should  be  taken  off  frequently  during 
the  year  in  order  to  prove  the  correctness  of  the  work,  and 
the  records  of  departmental  charges  and  collections  should 
be  entered  when  they  are  made,  so  that  the  amount  of  de- 
partmental accounts  receivable  may  be  known  at  all  times. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  cash  on  hand  was  verified  by  a  reconcilia- 
tion of  the  bank  balances  with  the  statements  furnished  by 
the  banks.  The  reported  receipts  as  recorded  on  the  cash 
book  were  checked  with  the  reports  to  the  town  accountant 
and  with  the  departmental  records,  and  the  payments  by  the 
treasurer  were  compared  with  the  warrants  authorizing  them 
and  with  the  town  accountant's  books. 

The  commitments  of  sewer  assessments  to  the  treasurer 
were  proved  and  compared  with  the  warrants,  the  receipts 
were  checked,  the  abatements  and  assessments  apportioned 
were  verified,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved. 

The  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the  invest- 
ments of  the  sinking  fund  and  the  several  trust  funds  were  ex- 
amined and  verified,  the  income,  withdrawals,  and  new  be- 
quests being  proved  and  found  to  be  as  recorded. 

The  reported  payments  on  account  of  debt  and  interest 
were  compared  with  the  amounts  falling  due  and  with  the 
cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  commitments  of  taxes  and  assess- 
ments were  proved  and  checked  to  the  warrants,  and  the  re- 
ceipts were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and 
with  the  town  accountant's  books.  The  abatements  were 
checked  with  the  departmental  records  of  abatements  grant- 
ed, and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved  to 
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the  accounts  in  the  town  accountant's  ledger.  A  verification 
of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to 
a  number  of  persons, whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as 
owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from  the  replies  received  I  am 
satisfied  that  the  outstanding  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  town  clerk's  receipts  for  licenses  issued  for  the  town 
_  were  verified  by  the  selectmen's  record  of  licenses  granted, 
and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  compared  with  the 
treasurer's  books.  The  records  of  dog  licenses  and  of  hunting 
and  fishing  licenses  issued  were  examined,  and  the  payments 
to  the  county  and  the  State,  respectively,  were  verified. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  licenses  issued  by  select- 
men, from  the  rent  of  the  town  hall,  and  from  the  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures,  as  well  as  from  the  fire,  health,  high- 
way, poor,  school,  library  and  cemetery  departments,  were  ex- 
amined; and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked 
with  the  treasurer's  and  the  accountant's  books. 

It  is  recommended  that  an  appropriation  be  voted  for 
state  aid,  allowing  the  reimbursements  from  the  State  to  be 
paid  into  the  town  treasury  as  required  by  Section  53,  Chap- 
ter 44,  General  Laws,  for  use  of  the  assessors,  as  a  deduction 
in  fixing  the  tax  levy,  as  is  provided  in  Section  23,  Chapter  59, 
General  Laws. 

An  additi^onal  appropriation  of  $25,000  was  voted  at  a 
special  town  meeting  to  be  raised  by  an  emergency  loan;  but 
only  $15,000.  v/as  borrowed,  and  the  expenditures  in  excess 
of  the  loan  shovv^  as  an  overdraft  in  the  outside  poor  account. 

The  overdrafts  in  the  snow  and  ice  and  the  outside  poor 
accounts  being  due  to  emergencies  and  having  been  authoriz- 
ed by  a  vote  of  the  selectmen,  must  be  appropriated  for  and 
the  amounts  raised  in  the  revenue  of  1927,  together  with  the 
other  overdrafts. 
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It  was  noticed  that  towards  the  end  of  the  year  when  the 
appropriation  for  mothers'  aid  had  been  exhausted,  the 
charges  for  that  account  were  entered  in  the  outside  poor  ac- 
count. In  my  opinion  this  practice  should  be  discontinued  in 
the  future,  as  the  town  voted  specific  appropriations  for  each 
purpose. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  reconcil- 
iation of  the  treasurer's  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  assess- 
ment and  departmental  accounts,  together  with  tables  show- 
mg  the  condition  of  the  sinking  and  trust  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I  received  the  usual 
hearty  co-opeiation  from  every  departmental  official,  and 
wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  myself,  to  express  appre- 
ciation.
